Crusa doughter to Priam kyng of Troye, ca in to Italy & ther maryed 
Lauina doughter to king Latinqs, and after the deth of Latinus was 
there king and reynid iii. yere. After who succedyd his son. AscaniuSt 
which by Idyd the citee of Alba in Italy, and reynydther xxviii. yere; 
and after Ascanius rey nyd Siluius, which was borne in the wooddis, and 
for f cause he was callyd Siluius ; which Siluius was a comen name to 
all the kynges f reynyd after in Alba.

And al»o 
it stadith nother with good feyth nor reaso f f deuyll shuld, by 
sych maner, ingender wy th women ; which yf the Dyuell had sych 
power than, why shuld he not now haue lyke power at this day,

C CaVQtttttiUjBl ^IipCVl)U05 .s.the proud son to Tarquinius Priscus, 
was nexte king of Rome ; he was the furst that vsurpid and took vppon 
hi to be king without eleccion of the people, or of the peeris. This 
Tarquinius Superbushad a so callid SextusTarquinius, which raueshid 
one Lucres, wife to Tarquinius Colantinus; wherfore this Lucres 
thinkyng herself vnworthy euer after to lye by her husband, and in 
purgyng herself because it was agaynst her wyll, in the presens of her 
husband, and of diuers other, stykkyd herself with a knyfe to the 
hart, for a perpetuall memory therof to be had ; for which cruell deed 
of rauyshment, done by f seyd SextusTarquinius, the Romayns did» 
putdowne the seyd Tarquinius Superbus from his dignyte of kyngdome, 
and banyshyd hym and all his chyldren for euer : and after, they had f 
name of a kyng in as gret hatred as the name of a theef ; wherfore, 
in stede of a kyng, they made .ii. consulles to gouern the peopull, 
whose auctory tis shuld last but for one yeer. 
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i[ JLmiUfi %uniufi I5tutm atm Carqumtuiai €olantinm were y 

furst cosullis chosyn in Rome; but sone after, Tarquinius Colantinus 
was put out, because of hatered that the Romayns had to the name of 
Tarquinius, and one Publius Valerius Publicola was made consull in 
his sted. 

H I^Ublittial (Oalenttial I^UbliCOla^ thus beyng consull, made warr 
agayns Tarquinius Superbus, and slew of his people aboue .xvi M. for 
the which victory he was the furst of the consullis that euer rod in a 
chariot triumphant in the cyte of Rome; he was a man of grete jus- 
tyce and equite ; and after that he had be .iiii tymis consull he made 
warr agaynst the Sabyns,.and dyscomfytyd them, and the prayes and 
prycis that he toke there brought to Rome ; wherefore, when he was 
ded,the people of Rome dyd spend the .iiii. part of there goodis at his 
beryeng and cost at his funerallis. Also, after that, there was a new 
order and dygnyte made among the Romayns, which was callyd a 
dictator, a greter dygnyte aboue the consullis, which had auctorite 
to make ordynances and lawis, and was as master of f people, but 
this dictator was chaungeable euery half yere, andsometyme after at 
euery thryd yeere, as some wryters afFyrme, and some tyme at euery 
•V. yere ; and when his yerys was past, and he dyschargyd of his aucto- 
ry te, he shuld be than answerable to all byllis and complayntis that any 
of the people coud alegge agayn him, and ponyshed for euery thyng 
that he had done contrary to justice ; therfore ther was euer so good 
and idyfieret justyce vsyd and had among the Romayns, that all the 
world spake of the honor; the executyng of which good and indeflFe- 
rent justyce cawsyd them to grow in ryches and to be of power and 
strenght aboue any people in the world ; therfore wold good it were 
so vsyd at this day in the realme of England, that euery jugge and 
other ofFycers hauyng auctoryte to execute f lawis, or to gouerne or 
to rule in any office, shuld be remouable at .iiii. or .v. yere or lesse, 
and the to answere to all coplayntis that shuld be allegid agayns him, 
and to be ponished for euery offence that he had committid in his 
rome, and then ther wold not be so mich extorcione and oppressione 
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of the pore people, nor somanny iniuries as is now adays. The furst 
that euer was dictator in Rome, was callid Largius, and with hym 
was another chosyn to be master of f chyualry, of who f furst was 
callyd Spurius Cassius. 

^ Also after this ther was one chosyn dictator which was callyd 
ji)UttttU0 CtttCtttStniBl^ which was an husband man ; which, as he was 
dryfyng his cart, was requyred by the senate to take vppon hym f 
dygny te of dictator, which he refusyd, but at the last they constraynyd 
hym therto. This Quintus Cincinatus and one Lucius Tarquinius, 
which was elect captayn of cheualry, had grete victory of theyr en- 
myes ; but this Quintus Cincinatus cawsyd all the prayse and pryses 
to be dystrybutyd to f men of warr, nothyng reseruyd to hymselfe 
therof. 

^ When the Romayns had obteynyd the victory, and had the 
domynyon of the most part of f^uropa, then they send ClAUDtUjBl con- 
suU into Affryk, where he had vyctory, and after retornyd to Rome. 
These Romayns, in eleccion of theyr consullys and other ofFycers, 
had sometyme vary auceamonge them self; forpacyfyeng wherof, and 
for trew and indyfterenteleccyons to be had, they ordeynyd and made 
secret eleccyons, and that no ma shuld gyue his voys opely by 
mouth, nor by wrytyng, wherby it shuld be knowyn to who he gauehis 
voyce. Some wryters afFyrme that it was this maner: fiirst, they or« 
denyd therfore certeyn ballys, wherof euery one that shuld giue his 
voyce shuld haue a ball delyueryd in hys hand ; and also there were 
certeyn pottys ordenyd, and vppon euery pot the name of hym wryt- 
ten that stode for the eleccyon ; and he that shuld gyue hys voyce 
shuld hold the ball in his hand close, and put his had in euery pot, 
and let the ball fall secretly in what pot he lyst, and pull his hand 
out agayn close, tyll j he had perusyd euery pot, and at the last pot 
to pull his hand out opyn ; and he in whose pot most ballys were 
found was preferryd in the eleccyon, and so then no man coud tell, but 
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only he him self that put in the ball, to who he had gyuen his voyce, 
nor in what pot he had put the ball ; which order, if it were vsyd in 
this realme, wold cause f ther shuld not be so mych troble and bysy- 
nes, nor so mych anger and malyse, as growith and folowith in our 
eleccyons, as we se dayly by experyence. 

g[ Also, after this tyme, one (O&lmUfi ^AXimttfi beyng consull, 
made the Tarentynis and Athenys, and dyuers other cytes, subiectis 
to Rome. 

f[ Also sone after this, fS^aXCtt^ ISegUlttlS and IttCtUlS OB^SXiUfi^ 
cosullis, made warr agayns Amilcar, duke of f Affricas, and had 
victory and slew mych peple, and brought .xxvii-M. presoners to 
Rome ; wherfore f Cartagines required peace and coud not obteyn 
it ; wherfore f warr cotynuyd ; and after, Marcus Regulus was dys- 
cofytyd. Sone after that, Hannyball was made duke of the AflFrycas, 
and cam with a grete nomber of people agayns the Romayns into 
Italy, and in a meruelous grete battell there, had the victory, and 
slew of the Romayns so many, that the golde rynges f were pullyd of 
f fyogers of the ded me dyd fyll .iii. bushell ; yet, after this, Scipio, 
beyng cosull of Rome, wet in to Affrica against Hannyball, and there 
in a battell venquyshyd the Cartagines, and slew aboue .xx.M. horse 
men and toke allmost as manny prisoners, and subdewyd Cartage to 
the cyte of Rome, wherefore he was callyd Scipio Affricanus. The 
Romayns at this tyme were meruelous strong ; they vsyd to send dy- 
uers cosulles into dyuers prouynces, to make war and to make j people 
subiectes and tributaries to Rome, and had no kig nor other price, 
nother gouernors, but cosullis and a dictator remouable ; which order 
so cotenuyd vntyll f tyme of Caius Julius Cesar. 




H CaiUjt luUutf CCjWr, beyng consull, was sent 
in to Gallya, which vanquysshyd the people there that 
lyffyd tha with out any kyng, and but ynder certeyn 
soueryens in euery towne and cyte by the self, and 
made them subiect to Rome. He vaquysshyd also 
Ariouistus, kyng of Garmayn, and made the cotrey subiect to Rome. 
He also passyd the se and cam in to Gret Bryttayn ; but in his there 
aryving he lost many of his shippis and much people. Agayns home 
Cassibelanus, ther beyng kyng, made sharp war, that whether it were 
for lake of puruians of vitell, or for lak of power, he was fayn to re- 
torne agayne in to Gallya. But the next yere after, he cam a gayn 
with a strong power, and ouer cam Cassibelauj and made the lande 
tributarie to Rome, payeng yeerely to the Romayns .iii.M.li. After 
that, Jnlius retornyd in to Gallya; and when he had ther made all 
the hole contrey vnder the subieccion of Rome, he sent vnto Rome 
requiryng to haue a new luster to hym grauntyd, which, by Marcellus, 
cosull by meanis of Fonipeius, was to hym denyed ; and also y he 
shuM not eter in to Rome with the power and nomber of his harmy ; 
but Julius, what by his oun strenght, and with the heipe of hys 
fryndys in Rome, enteryd with his army, with triumphe and grete 
pompe, and anon toke vppon hym to be callyd Dictator perpetuus, 
and so made hymself emperour and Cesar, and made grete warr 
agayns his enmys and the Senators, and slew Pompeius and dyuers, 
other. But after J with in v. yeris, because he toke vpo hi to giue 
certeyn romes and offyces which were accustomed to be gyuyn by § 
people, and for J J he was so hye myndyd ^ he wold make no remou- 
yng from his sege, nor contenance of salutacion, when thesenators cam 
toward hym, his enmes of the Senators therfore conspyryd agayua 
hym, and in the councell house slew hym with bodkyns. 
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i[ fDCtauian Ce^arauSUjUtUjIt, of whom the eperoura 
toke the name of Augustus, son to Caius Octauius, and 
I Athia, doughter to Julia, sister to Julius Cesar, was next 
/ made emperour. In the .xlii. yere of his epyre, Jhesu 
Cryste, the so of God, and secod person in 'I'rinite, took 
inanis nature, and was borne in the cyte of Bedlem in 
Jury, of the Virgyn Mary ; conceyuyd without manis seed, by the 
Tspiracyon of the Holy Gost, as apperith in the bokis of the .iiii. 
Euagelistis, Mark, Mathew, Li\ke, and John, which wrote of his 
godhed, mahood, workis, and myracles. He taught and prechyd a 
new law, exortig all me to meeknes and charite, rebukig syn and 
dispislg war; all contrary to the midis of the gret kingis and go- 
uernours of the RomaTs, and sich other; but he dyspisyd all worldly 
honour, conquest,and victory, and taught and exortideueri ma to loue 
his emy, and to do good for yuyll.

m CfltUjS Cdltgllld was next eperour. He was a vicius ma, and 
wold haue be worshypid as a god. 

m CldtttltU09 son of Drusyus, which was broder to Tybereus and 
vncle to Calygula, was the -v. emperour fro the byrth of Cryste, 
xliii. yeere. He ca in to Brytteyn, now callyd Englod, and slew the 
kyngGuiderus. 

UliSCtO^so of Claudius, was the .vi. eperour fro the byrth of Crist, 
.Ivii. yere. He was most tirant and cruell of all eperours. He slew 
his moder, to se the place where he was coceyuyd. He slew his mas- 
ter Senecque, Lucain, and many of f senatours; he brent a gret part 
of Rome for his plesure ; he made the furst persecucio vppon the 
crysten men, and put to deth Sent Peter and Sent PauU ; he fled 
from f people that made insurreccion agayne hym, and fynally ther- 
fore slew hym self. 

m (6^11)9 after that cam owt of Spayne, and was made the .vii. 
eperour from the byrth of Cryst .Ixxi. But after that he had reynyd 
at Rome .vii, monythis they smote of his hed. 

fl jDttO was the .vii; emperour. He wa .iii. batteyllisagayns Vitel- 
lius, and in the .iiii. was put to flyght: wherforein dyspayre therfore, 
he slew hym selfe, after that he had be emperour .iii. monythis. 

m QtteliUlS was next emperour, the yere of Cryst .Ixxii. He was 
takyn by f people of Vaspacia, with in viii monythis, and slayn, and 
cast in the water of Tyber. 

C (He^pdciatl was next eperour. He besegid the cyte of Jerusa- 
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lem, and laft his son Titus at the sege ; and after came to Rome, and 
ther dyed. 

m '(S^'J^^y sone to Vaspasyan, was nexte emperour, the yere of 
Cryst.lxxxi. He destroyed 5^cyte of Jherusale, where .vi. CM. Jewes 
were slayne, and a .CM. taken prysoners and solde ; and some wryte 
there was .xi.c.ra slayne ; and then the kyngdome of Jewes decayed 
and was destroyed. 

m J^OniiCittXly sone to Vaspasyan and broder to Tytus, was nexte 
emperour. He was a grete tyraut, and dyd f .ii, persecucyon agaynst 
the crysten men, and banysshed Saynt John the Euangelyst in to the 
yle of Pathmos. 

m 0ttUSi was nexte emperour. He adnulled f actes of Domician, 
and then Saynt John came from Pathmos to Ephese, 

m dkOtfttUf09 sone adoptyfe to Nerua, was next emperour : f yere 
of crsty .C He dyde f .iii. persecucyon of crysten men. This 
Troianus was called the best of al emperours, and the moost ryghtful 
and indyfferent juge f euer was; f it is sayd f Saynt Gregory, longc 
after his dethe, prayed to God for his saluacyon: by whose prayer, by 
especyal grace, he was delyuered out of hell and saued, as some holde 
oppynyon. 

^ i^UnktStt^ son of Ely Adrian, cosyn to Troian, was made emperour 
the yere of Cryste .Cxix. He was expert both in Greke tong and 
Laten ; he restored the cy te of Alexander, in Egypt, late dystroyed 
by the Romayns ; hereedified f cite of Jerusalem, and set the sepul- 
cre of Cryste within the same. 

fl ^tftl^OnitfUjBE ^iUfiy begottyn of Adria, and his so adDpty fe^ was, 
after Adria, made eperour, and reynid .xxiiii. yere. 
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i[ fliarCttlBl aurelittlBl antJ^Onin, callid the Trew, and IttCittjS the 
Trew, his broder, sonnis to Marcus, held the empyre ioyntely, after 
theyr fader, .xi. yere ; the Lucius dyed, and Marcus contynnued 
eperour .viii. yere. He made the .iiii. percecusion vppon the cristen 
men. 

i[ HUCtUlS aureliU0 antl^Onin, callidComodus, son of Marcus, 
was after his father emperour, the yere of Crist .C.lxxxii. He was 
lyke to Nero of wykkydnes, and therfore of skorn ; he was callyd 
Comodus; that is to sey, profitable: for he was vnprofitable, and to 
euery man hurtful, and in coclusion was slaynein his bed. 

m l^0ltU0 f^ttinSijC was next made emperour, agaynst his wyll, by 
the senat, the yere of Crist .C.xc.iiii. and was slayne by one Dedius 
Saluius Julianus, after that he had holdin the empyre .vi. mooethis. 

i[ ?^el>itt0 ^lUittfi SlUlianUlS^ a great conig man of f law, after 
the deth of Helius, (whom he slew,) was made emperour ; but he was 
slayne within .vi. monethis after; therfore somecounte him for no em- 
perour. 

m ^tUttUfi IJlbtVtinSiXy born in Africa, was emperour the yere of 
Cryst .C.xc.v. He came with a great host in to Crete Britei. Also 
he did the .v. persecucio vppon f cristen me ; where Seynt Hirenie, 
archebisshope of Lyon, Seit Lyonide, ii. Saites, perpetue and felycyte 
were martered. He dyed in Crete Brylein,and lyethat Yorke. 

m "BSjStatfttjBi^ called CdtSCftllS^ so to Seuerus, by a Britte woma, 
was next eperoure after his fader, j yere of Crist .CC.xiii. He was a 
lecherus ma, and lay by his stepmoder, calhd luliana, and did many 
other cruel dedes. 

C J^tltU0 !9^SCttttlf0 was, by the men of war, made emperour the 
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yere of Crist .CC.xx. and liild the epire but one yere: for they that 
chasehym, slew hym and his sonne Diaduenus in the cytte of Antioch. 

i[ iintl^niUjBE l^eleOgabalUjBE^ bastard to Caracalla, was then made 
eperour: his codicios were vile and detestable; wherfore, by f power 
of f me of war, he and his moder were slayn, after f he had reynid .iiii. 
yere. 

^ 9lUt0liU0 QiltTCSXmtV was next eperour ; a vertious man ; it was 
neuer found that euer he dyd wrong to any man. He made warre 
agaynst the Parthes. He was slayne by the men of warr, by the oc- 
casion of Maximian, at the cite of Magunce. 

m S^Ult iSiPajrtmUItt occupyed then the epire, wy thout auctorite of 
the senate; [he made the .vi. parsecution vppon the crystin men. 
This Maximian, as Capitalius resitith, was sich a glotton that he wold 
ete xl. 1. weyght of flesh in a day, and drik therto a mew of wyne, 
which is almost .iiii. galons. He was„ by the senate, declaryd enmy to 
the comen wele, anddepriuid of his empyre. 

fl (50tHiiSXl the Old was emperour next after. He reynid but one 
yere. 

|[[ ^pitnUfi WXliTdAVbiUfi were next made emperours; and Gor- 
dian, sonn of the doughter of Gordian the Old, made Cesar. These 
held the empire one yere, and then were both slayn in the paleys. 

m dtotdtfltf the Yonger, before said Cesar, was the next em- 
perour, the yere of Crist .CCxli. He made war agayne the Parthes, 
and as he returnid, by the meanys of Phillip Darabye, he was slayn. 

€1 f^H^ip ll^VtSfy^t^ before sayd, was the made emperour, the 
yere of Crist .CCxlvii. He had a son callyd Philip, whiche he ioyned 
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with hym in his epyre. He was the furst cristin man of all kyngys or 
eperours Romaynes, at which time he made grete solenites and sportis, 
•iii. dayes and nightis continuing. This seyd Phyllyp and his son 
were put down and slayn by Decius ; that is to sey, the fader at Veron, 
and the son at Rome ; after that they had reyned vii. yere. 

m ^ttiUfiy borne in Campeyn, or Hungarie, was then made 
eperour. He made the .vii. persecucio agalst the cristin me, where 
Seynt Fabia and Saynt Cornill, pope, and Seynt AppoUn where 
martyrid. He was slayne in a battel!, but some say he slewe hym 
selfe. 

fl (S^lltXfi m^O&tiliUSi was the made eperour. He ioynid with hi 
his son Volucianus ; they kept f epire .ii. yere. 

f^ JLVCiniUSi (QaleVtan^ with (^Blittly his son, were made eperours 
the yere of Crist .CClvi. At the beginynge he was good and gentyll, 
but by the instigacion of an herytyke, that was his famylier, he made 
the.viii. persecution agayns the cristin men, of whome God toke ve- 
geace ; for in a bateyle agayns Sapor, kyng of Perces, he was takyn 
and his eyen put out, and abode there all his life prysoner, tyed wyth 
cheynis. 

fl (B^l^Ctl ^tCtttjB!^ Sonne of Valeria, after his fader was takyn, be- 
gan to be soleemperour, the yere of Cryste .CClui. He made the .viiii 
persecucyon agaynst the crysten men, where Seynt Syxt, pope, Saynt 
Laurence, and Seynt Ypolyte were martyryd. This Galie, heryngof 
the misery of his fader, refreynid to do forther persecucyon vppon the 
crysten men; but he was slayne by the lernyd coucell, after that he 
had reynid sole emperour .ix. yere. 

m flSUiUfi €l9!Utity borne at Dalmacie, was next emperour one 
yere. 
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C ]^U^tft^lt(Iiel^ brother to Claude, was next emperoure. He 
was slayne by the lernyd men after he had bene emperour .xvii. dajrs. 

|[ (HalenUlS iiUtel^an^ borne in Panonie, or Hongarye, made the 
.X. persecucjo agaynst the crysten me, where Saynt Colub, S. Patro- 
cle, S. Agapit, were martyryd. Thys Aurelya was, after, bret by 
lyghtenig, in Byzunce ; now callyd Constantynople. 

m ^LnttttttlS Cac^lS was next emperour. He was, in the yle of 
Porithus, slayne, 

C ^Ot^Btl^ brother to Tacy tus, was next emperoure, the yere of 
Cryst .CC.lxxix. He was slayne by the people of Tharsie, after that 
he had ben emperour .ii. monethys. 

m SlUttl^jS t^OlnijBE^ borne in Panonye, or HSgarye, was rtext 
emperour. He made great warr agaynst f Germayns, and had vic- 
tory ; wherfore he was reseyuyed with tryumph, in the cyte of Rome ; 
and that was the last tryumph of .CCC.xx. tryumphis. This Probus, 
in an insurreccyo of men of armys, was slane ; after that he had ben 
emperour .vi. yere. 

m 9iUtCltU|9! CatttjS^ born at Narbone, in Gall, was next eperour, 
the yere of Cryst .CC.lxxxv. He ioynyd wyth hym in the empyre 
his .ii. sonnis Carinus and Numerianus. He made warr in Mesopa- 
tonia, and toke f town of Chare ; and in Perse wa^ townis of Sene and 
Thesyphot. He was slayn in a tepest with lightenyng ; and in mediate 
Numeryanus, his son, was slayn by the men of warr ; and Carynus, 
the other brother, was slayn in a battell agayns Dioclision. 



C l^iOdli^iSMj born at Dalmacye, was then emperoure, the yere of 
Cryst .CC.lxxxvi. Hejoynyd wyth hym in the empyre jOPajCttlt^aiT^ 
bom at Panonie. These .ii. did the .ix. persecusio agaynste f cristcn 



men, where Say at Mauryce, S. Agnes, S. Anastasie, S. Barb, S. 
Cryspyne and Cryspinian, S, Crystofer, S. Cosme and Damyan, 
S. Ciryace, S. Dorathe, S. Eleulye, S. Euphemy, S. Gervays and S. 
Prothays, S. Adryan, S. Panthalyan, S. Quintyne, S. Sebastyan, S. 
Theodore, S. Vincent, and many mo in great nober were martyred ; 
and at the last they renoucyd theyrempyre, after they had reynyd.xx. 
yere. 

H Coni8tancm0 ant» (Haltv^ufi iS^ajc^mianuja; were both made em- 

perours the yere of Cryst .CCC.vii. They partyd the empyre in two 
partis. Maxymyan had all Illyrycie, or Venys, Asye, and all theoryet; 
and Costacyus had for his parte Ittalye, Affirke, Spayne, and Gallya ; 
he maryed Helene, doughter to Coell, kyng of Great Bryttayne. Looke 
more of hym among the kingis of Bryttayne. 

m COtI0tailt^0 the Graunt, son of Constancius and Seynt Helyn, 
was next emperour : the yere of Cryst .CCC.ix. both of Rome and 
Costantinople. In hys tyme Maxece, son to Maximyan, was, by dy- 
uers men of war, made eperour; but he was put doue by f seyd Costa- 
tyne. Vnder whych Maxece, Seit Katerine was martiryd. Some 
say ^ this Costantyn gaue furst possession to Rome. 

m COffj5tatlCttt0, the second sonn of Constatyne the Graut, was 
next emperour : the yere of Cryst .CCC.xl. Vnder him was the .xii. 
parsecucion of crysten men, for he fell to the sekt of Arietis. 

fl 3|U^lta]t QipOSitSitSlj son of Costancius, brother to Constantine the 
Graunt, was next eperour. He made f .xiii. parsecucion agaynst the 
crysten me. Vnder hym was martirid Seynt John and Seynt Poll, 
Eomals ; S. Donat, S. Blase, S. Siriace, and S. Juliane, with many 
other. He was namid Apostata, because he forsoke the fey th of Cryst, 
and after did the seyd parsecucio. He was slayn at a battel! agayn 
the Parses^ after that he had reynyd .i. yere and .viii. monetbis. The 
Cronicles here in couting of yeris do gretly dyscord.

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fl %0Ui9tly born at Panone, was next emperour. He rej^nid but 
•viii. monthis. 

m ([lalettttnUltf^ bom at Panonie, or Ilongarie, with his brother 
dSltnUj were eperours : the yere of Cryst .CCC.lxvii. This Valenti- 
nian was a good cristen man, and made warr agaynst the Saxons and 
Germayns, and did them discomfit ; and died after that he had holden 
the empyre .xi. yere, 

^ (SlSlttl^j his brother, suruiuid, and kept the empyre with Gracian 
and Valentinian, son to Valentinian before sayd. Tliis Vales exe- 
cutid f •xiiii. persecucion agaynst f criste me, for he was an Arie, and 
sed to the Gotes, doctours to istruct the in the law and feyth of the 
Aries, but yet he was by them slayn. 

^ (SiVStittXly son of Valentinian, ouer liuid Valens, his vncle, and 
then was made emperour : theyere of Cryst .CCC.lxxxii, He ioynid 
with him in the empire of Constantinople, Theodose. Whyle that 
Valentinian the yonger reynyd in the Occident, he put doune the 
Ariens, and restorid the church, and put it in good estate.— Here 
endith the Cronicle of Seynt Jerome, which lyuid vnto this time. 

^ d^COtH)jB!0 the Graunte, a Spanyarde borne, was nexte empe- 
rour : the yere of Crist .CCC.lxxxviii. and after the deth of Gracian ;

mounde Clodyan and Marouce reygned in Fraunce. 

m Sf^BXCj^BXt was emperoUr in Constantynople after Theodose the 
yonger, whose syster he maryed ; and Valentyne the yonger was em- 
perour in Italy : the yere of Cryst .CCCC.liii. This Marcyan was 
put to dethe in Constantynople, by his owne seruauntes. In his tyme, 
Saynt Ursula, as some wryters afierme, was martyred at Coleyne, and 
with her .xi.M. virgyns.

f yere of Cryst .CCCC.lx. 

m JLtO the Second, son of the doughter of Leo the Furst, was the 
chosin emperour ; but because he was vnapt for f warrys, and thought 
hym self not mete therfore, for certeyn infirmites that he had, he made 
his father Zenon emperour. 

m ^ttion^ faderof Leo, was after his son made emperour: the yere 
of Cryst .iiii.C.lxxvi. He lyfFyd after .xvii. yere. He ordeynyd the 
laws in the boke of the Code* 

m 2ltt9|9ttfl00 was next emperour. He gaue great comendacyon to 
Clouys the Furst, crystenyd kyng of Frauce, because he wan Bordeux 
and Angolesme, vppo the Vysegotys, which were of the sekt of Aryes, 
and send hym a rich robe, and made hym a patrice and consul! of 
Rome. At the last, this Anastase, by the exytyng of Achaticis, by- 
shop of Costatynople, fell to heresye ; and Hormisida, pope, set le-^ 
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gatys to couert hym, but he was obstinate; wherfore, in the presets 
of hys people, by the iugemet of God, he was slayn wyth lyghtenying, 
after that he had holdyn the empyre .xxvi. yere.

emperour: the yere of Cryst .vC.lxv. He was an heritik^ of thesekt 
of Pelagyen. He dyed frantyk. 

m C^ttC^ so adoptyfe of Justyne, was next eperour: J^yere of 
Cryst .v.C.lxxvi. and hyld f epire .vii. yere. 

m SS^UV^t^ bom in Cappadose, begottyn of Tybere, was next 
eperour: the yere of Cryst .v.C.lxxx.iii. He was heddyd by Focas, 
that was emperoure after hym. 

tt ffXSlfi was, 1 f lyfe of Mauryce, next eperour : f yere of Cryst 
.vi.C.iiii. He gaue to Boniface f .iiii. f teple callid Potheo, and 
there of made a church, dedycate to our blessyd lady Seit Mary. This 
Focas was takyn by Heracle, which smote of his fete and handis, and 



after, with a stone tyed about his nek, cast hym in to the see^ after 
that he had hoidea the empyre .viii. yere. 

C l^tVaclC^ son to Heracle» Pretor of Affryk, was next eperour : 
the yere of Cryst .vi.C. and .xii. He eteryd Perse with a gret hoste, 
and toke Cosdrey the kyng there. He baptysyd his sone» and brought 
the holy crosse that Cryst dyed vpon in to Jherusalem, before takyn 
by Cosdrey, and therfore thefest of the exaltacyon is halowyd. He 
reynyd .xxx. yere.

He »ed to Elaterua, popeof Kooei tobt 
crjBtjrajd, which tend in to Brjrttayne .ii. legattis, ooe calljd FaganiMi 
the other Daoiianust which baptisyd the kjDg and i people. In that 
tjrme there were .iii. archflamis and axxviii. flamyns of the paoym 
faythy which the were chaungyd in to .iii. archbyshoppis and ^xxTiii. 
byshoppis ; one was f archbyshop of Lodo, f other of York ; ^ JnL 
of Gloeeter, which York yet cotinuitb, but the other were after 
chaungyd, and so all the ydols in the panym temples were dystroyed^ 
and the temples were dedicate and made churchys of the crysta 
feay th. This Lucyus, as so wry ters affermcj reynid JxxviiL yere» and 
after dyed without issue, and is buried at Gloceter. After the dethe 
of Lucius, ther was grete debate in the lande, that many yeroA i||tor 
ther was no king, and the Pictis and other ennemis invadid the land* 
Therfore Seuerus, emperourof Rome, cam to Britte, with .ii«. legions 
of men, to kepe them slihiectes, and to deffende the lande, and drooa 
them that resistyd by yonde Doram, and made agretediche and watt 
of tornes, from the est see to the west see. This Seuerus had m^ 
sonnes, Basianus and Getanus, and fell -sike at Yorke, and dyed^ 
But, after f story of Bryttayns, one Fulgecius, with a grete power of 
f Pictis, fought agaynst Seueniit and slew hym inop§ batelL 




Td9t^WU^ calid Caracftlla, seme to Seueru% whot moder wan 
a Britten, with helpe of the Brittons, as j Britte^^n story shewiih^ 
fought ageynst his brother Getanus, whos moder was a Romayn, and 
slewe hym in batell, and soo was made kynge of Brytteyn. But 
other storyes affyrm, that Getanus was slayne at the cytte of Edissat 
or £mea, fy ghtyng a gaynste the Parthes. This Basianus, after this, 
went to RomCt and ther was made emperour; and after, as diuers 
cronacles aferroe, was sleyne at the scyde citte of Edyssa. But |

H €AV$tUXaSi^ a Brittayn, bom of low degree, cam to Rome, and

" li' CblttSlllS^ son of Constantyne, as Galfridus writyth, was takyn 
out of religyo, and made kyng, the yere c£ Cryst .CCCC.xliii, by 
inefanis of Vortiger, erle of Essex^ to who ^ k\% gafe all ^rule; wher- 
fore lie causid a .C, knyghtis of the Pictis to be reteynyd for the 
kyngis howshold seruatys, as a garde for the kyngis perso, whych 
people he knew well were vnstable and apt to all myschefe. Wherfore 
Vbrtiger, by maruelous secret subtyll meanis, imageniug J^ kingis

and put down Vortigerus, and crowned Vortimer, his sonncykyng. 

0[ fllOtt^ttttr Avas made kig of Bry teyn : the yere of Cryst .iiii.Clxiiii, 
He gauc .iiii. battels to Engest, and at j^ last droue hym owt of the 
land; wherof his doughter Ronwyn was sad, and causyd Vortymer to 
be poysonyd. Then the Bryttons, by comen assent, made Vortyger 
kyng agayne. Anon after, Engest cam agayn in to Englond, wyth' 
myche pcpull, toclayme hys coutrey Kent; where vppon, there was. 
a day of trewse takyn, f Vortyger and he shuld mete; but Epges^ 
made hys folkes pryuyly to put knyfTys in theyr hose, and at acerr 
tayn wach word, which was * fiempnilh youre sexis,'"euery Saxon drew 
his knife and slewaBrytton, and there Vortyger was takyn and'puti|][ 
pryson. Yet some wry ters sey that these Bry ttos were sleyn in Engestis 
castcll, where he desiryd the kyng to dyner; and so, for sauegardj^ of 
his lyfe, he gaue .iii. prouincis vnto Engest and to his pepull; and 
Vortyger and'hys pepalT went to Walys. One of these provyncys i^as 
Kent, where Engest dwelt hym selfe, and there was furs t kyngi 
a nother was Essex ; and the thyrd was Estangles, that ys, Northfolk 
and Suffolk. Thys Engest toke vppon hym to be kyng. of Kent, J 
yere of Crist .iiii.C.lxxvi. and comaundyd his own cont'rey, Kent, to be 
callyd" Engest land ; where of Englond toke first his name. But som^ 
scy y Egbertus was f fyrst thatcomatidyd all f hole land to becallydi- 
Englond, as shalbe shevVyd afterward. But yet, long tyme before^ 
the comyng of Egbert, f peplc were callyd Angles, as apperyth by 
Holy Bede,and other historyers, whycih were log before J tyme of Uicr 
seyd Egbert .; 
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f Thys Engest, when he had obteynyde victory, dystrojed f 
churches of Crystendome. He sent for mo Saxous to inhabyte the 
land, whych was deuydyd ia .iiii. mo kyngdumys, as how and when 
they began here after shalbe shewyd. Yet, afler this victory of En- 
gest, Aurylambrose, and Vter, bys brother, as Galfridus wrytytb, cam 
in to England wyth mych people, to whom f Bryttons resortyd, and 
gaue battell to Engest, where Engest was slayne. But Polycronyco 
and other afiferme that Engeat kept hys own lad, Ket, in pease and 
TUT, and dyed in hys bed; and Otta, hys sod, rulyd, after bym, there 
.TXtiii. yere. But all stories afferme that Aurelius besegyd Vortjger 
in a castell in Walys, and brent hym and all that was therein, and 
cbasyd the Saxos fro the .ij. prouyncys of Estagles and Essex. But 
Beda affyrmith that thys Aurelius shuld be a Romayn. 

C 9aVlflmefytOH, or auteltUlS SlmtrntfiniK. was then crounyd 
kyogof Bryttayn : the yere of Cryst .iiii.C.lxzx. He had many co- 
flyctys wyth the Saxons, and sped dyuersly. In thys tyme, one Ella, 
a Saxon, cam in to the south parte of Bryttayne, and slew many 
Bryttons, and there made hym selfe furst kyng of Southe Saxons, .s. 
Southsex, the yere of Cryst .iiii.C.Ixxx. And after hym reynyd there 
his .ill. sonnys, Symen, Idlenkingus, and Eissa. Also in thys tyme 
one UlTa began furst to be kyng in Estangles, the yere of Cryst 
.iiii.Cxc.ii. whych people therfore were callyd Vffynys.

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H Thys Aurylabrose dystroyd the Panym lawys, and reedyfyed 
churchys of Crystendomc. He was poysonyd at Wynchester, and was 
buryed at Stonebeng, vnder ^he grftlje stonys ; whych stonys the Bryt- 
tbns say f otie llileflyon, >i^hich was:<hegotin df a woma by the deny If, 
brought out of Yrelad by the craft of ngtagyk ; whych dyuers men thy nk 
stondyth nother with goOd fayth nor reaso. And also the Bryttons 
say that thys Marlyon told and wrote many prophesyes, wheron they 
^r^tdy^beleuCi But other clerkis and grete lernyd men gyaeljllyll 
ethdece to them. And also they- sey that those stonis were neuer 
'bionght out of Yreland by Merlion, but f they were made by crefl 
of «men^ as of semet and morter, made of flynt stonys. One reasd 
tliey alege therto, because those stonis be so hard thatno jn^yntofa^ 
!»iryll. cut' them, without grete bysynes; and also they bd of one fa's- 
€jon and bygnes, saue only there be .ii. sortis, and so most lykly to 
be caste and. made in a molde ; and that men thynke it a thyog 
almost Ttipossyble to get so many grete stonys owte of anny quamr; 
or.ipkk^ that sbold be so herd, so equall of bygnes and fassyon. > A 
liothenr. reason, they sey f it is not well possyble to haue so many^ret 
stonis to be all of one color and of one greyn thorow and in euety 
place, but that some stone shuld be more darker of coloiir in otie 
place or a nother, or at the lest haue some va^^nys of other colours in 
tbemv as grete stonis of merbell and other gret stonis CQnimytity l^e. 
But these stonis at Stonehenge be all of one gryt, without cbaunge^ 
C0lbu9,*or vayne, and all of one facyon; therfore many grete wy«^ 
mea suppose them to be made of a morter of flynt, or other stonyi. *i

^r tt (SittV f^0ntlt9gOtT5 broder to Aurelyus, was next made kyng 6f 
3irylteyn> the yerc of Cry ste .v.G. He louyd one Igwarne, or Igornd, 
swyfe tQ Garloys, duke of Cornewall, and therfore made war vppiS 
hym, and slew by m; and after maryed the saydc I^arne, and by 
her had a son callyd Arthur. And after this, Vtcr was poysonyd. 
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H QiVttyUVy sone to Vter Pendragon, as Galfridus writith, was 
next kynge of ;^ Britteyns : the yere of Cryst .v.C.xviii. Of thys Ar- 
thur is rehersyd, by Galfryde, a log story, whych from other wryters 
is gretly dyscordant. How be it Beda, that wrot Eclesiastica Historia 
Gentis Angloni, about ^ yere of Cryst .vii.C.xx. whych wrote of the 
Bryttayne kyngys reynyng both before the tyme of Arthur and at the 
tyihe of Arthur supposyd ; and of the Britteynis kyngis after the 
tyme of Arthur; and also of the Saxo kyngys reynyng both before f 

tyme and after ; and yet he spekyth nothyng of Arthur. And Willm* 
de Regibus seyth that this Arthur is he of whom the Welchemen tell 
fantasies and fablys ; but yet this Galfridus wrytyth that thys 
Arthur fought .xii. batteylls agaynst the Saxons, and in all those had 
the vyctory. But yet he myght not clerely auoyed them the lande ; 
but that they kepte theyr cutreys; for both in Arthurs tyme and 
after, they styll incresyd. But some wryters aferm that they held 
theyr cuntreys as trybutaryes to Arthur. This Arthur slew, in one 
daye, as Galfridus wrytyth, .C.xl. Saxons, by help of our Lady, 
whose image he bare in his shylde. In the .v. yere of Arthur, sup- 
posyd the yere of Cryst .v.C.xxii. the kyngdome of West Saxons be- 
gan, vnder a Saxon callyd Cerdicus, whiche reynyd longkyng there; 
and Kenricus, hys sonne, reynyd after hym. Wyth thys Cerdicus, 
Arthur had great war long tyme ; but finally he gaue to the seyd 
Cerdicus, as apperyth in Polycronycon, .ii. cuntreyes, Hampshyre 
and Somerset. Thys Arthur had great war contynually W3*th the 
Saxons; but at the last, as apperyth by the seyd Galfridus wrytyng, 
he brought them in to suche frame that he was accoptyd for chefe lord 
of all Brytteyn : and whe he had set the land in some quietnes, he 
gaue the rule therof to hys neuew Mordred, and with a grete army 
saylyd in to France, where, as Galfride wrytyth, he wrought wonders. 
But the French cronycles, and the wryters of the Romayns, speke 
nothyng therof, nor that he shuld slee Lucius, the emperours lieute- 
naunt; for they sey ther was no such Lucius lieutenaunt to the em- 
perour at that tyme, nor long before, nor long after. Therfore some 
suppose that Galfryde wrote that story for affeccio, be cause he was 
a Welchman, borne in the tyme of kyng Henry the .ii. syth the 
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coquest. And yet^he that wyll now go to tbeshryne of Seynt Edwaxd, 
at Westmynster, shall there fynd hegyng in the shryne the prynt of a 
&eale ia red wax^ about the border wherof is wry ttyn thus ; ' Arthurus 
patricius Brittanie Gallie and Dacie Iperator ;' which they afferm was 
the seale takyn from an old dede of some gyft or graut made to f 
house by kig Arthur, wherof^ perchemet and wry tig for age is wastyd 
and putrefyed. But yet some me thynk it but a thyng faynyd of late 
by some ma hauyng effeccio to Arthur; and that for dyuers resos; 
one is, for they say f tyme of Arthur supposid was before f Westmi- 
ster was foiidid, and by Id vppo a wyld busshy place, full of thomis, 
then callyd Thorney, which was in f tyme of Sebertus, kyng of Essex, 
which was after f deth of Arthur more tha .xl. yere ; so f Arthur coud 
make to that howse no such graunL And also they say that it is not 
possyble y that wax shulde last so long vnto this day, which is almost 
•M. yere. And also they sey that f tyme of Arthur supposid, nor .v.C. 
yere after, they vsyd to put no seale of wax to theyr dedis nor wryt-r 
yngys, but f vse began sy th f coquest of Wyllya Coquerour ; for at 
the tyme of the seyd coquest they vsyd but only to subcrybe theyr 
haiidis to dedys, wythout any seale of wax, as apperyth at this day in 
dyuers abbeys in Englond, of the grautis by dedys made by Seynt 
Edward, and dyuers other, to which ye shall neuer fynd seale of wax, 
but only subcrypcyon of theyr handis. But yet, all this not with- 
standyng, I wyl nother denye the seyd story of Arthur, nor exort no 
map presysly to afFyrme it ; but to let euery man be at his lyberte to 
bekue ther in what he lyste. But yet forthere, some sey that when 
Arthur was out of the realme, this Mordred was desyrous to be kyng, 
and with grete gyftis drew to hyni Ceixiicus, kyng of West Saxons ; 
by whose assent he was crounyd at London kyng of Brittayn, and 
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Cerdicus crounyd kyng of West Saxons at Winchester, to who this 
Mordredus gaue .vii. other prouincis .s. Southsex, where Elle, and 
liis .iii. sonis beforsejrd reynyd, and Southerey Barcshere, Whilshire, 
Dorset, Deeuoshire, and Cornwall. Sone after this, Cerdicus dyed ; 
where of hering, Arthur cam in agayne, and landyd at Sandwych, 
where Mordrede gdue hym strong batteyl ; but Arthur at lenght wan 
the land vpon hym; wherfore Mordred repayryd to Wynchester, and 
wyth new sodears, and gaue to Arthur anewe battell, wher Mordred 
was put to the wors ; and yet, thyrdly, he gaue to Arthur a nother 
battell, be syde Glastonbury, wher Mordred was slayn, and Arthur 
woudyd to deth, after he had reynyd ouer the Bryttayns, as Gallfridus 
wrytith, .xxvi. yere. This Arthur is buried at Glastonbery, wher his 
bonis were found in the tyme of king Henry the .ii. in a tobe of stone, 
with a crosse of led lyeng therin ; vppon which crosse was wrytyn 
thus : • Hie iacet inclitus Arthurus quondam BrittannieRexet Guenora, 
vxor sua secunda in insula Auellona/ Also after Cerdicus, Kenricus, 
his sone, was kyng of Weste Saxons. Also, sone after this, the kyng- 
dome of Soth Saxons was subduid to the West Saxons, tyll the tyme 
of Ethelwold, which also was slayne by Cadwaleder, kyng of West 
Saxons. About thys tyme, Otta, kyng of Kent, dyed, and they were 
after y with out kyng aboue. xl. yere, til the tyme of Ethelbertus. 

C COjStatltWlEf^ son of Cador, duke of Cornwale, by asset of the 
Brytteyns, was then made kyng of Brittayns: the yere of Cryst 
.v.C.xliii. agaynst whom the sonys of Mordred made war. But at the 

last, as Galfride say th, he slew one of them in f church of Sent Aphi- 
abill, in Winchester, and the other in a hous of freris, in London. 
But that seyng of Galfryde shuld not seme to be trew; for than there 
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were no freris in all Britteyn. Yet, after this war on Aurelyus, 
Conanus, cosyn to Constantyne the kyng, made warrc agayns the 
kyng, and slew hym in the felde. 

C iSlurel^U0 ConanU0^ was made kyng of Brittons : the yere of 
Cryst .v.C.xlvi. He was a man of lyght credence, beleuyng euery 
furst tale, which was his grete hurte. He toke hys vncle, that shulde 
haue bene kyng, and put hym in pryson, and slew his .ii, sonnys, and 
reynyd but .ii. yere, Icuyng after hym a sonnc, callyd VortiporiuS. 
In the tyme of this Aurelyus, the yere of Cryst .vC.xlvii. one Ida, a 
Saxon, begaa to reyn as kyng, in Northuberland, which was deuydyd 
in two partes ; one was Deyra, whych conteynyd from the water of 
Humber to the water of Tyne; the other was Brennicia, whych was 
from Tyne to the Scottysh see. But one Ella rejMied as kynge in 
Deyra, with in .iii. yerys after that Ida began his reyne, and in the 
tyme of Vortiporius. But in processe of tyme, both were one kyng- 
dome. To this domynyon also were adioj^nyd York shy re, Derby, 
and Nottyngame. H In thys countrey reynyd dyuers kyngis, som- 
tyme one somtym an other, as here after by the namys ther vnder 
doth apere. 

IP dOVtipOViUfiy so of Aurelius, was next kyng: f yere of Cryst 
v.C.xlviii. He was a vyctoryous knight, and, in dyuers battayls 4ys- 
cofetyd the Saxons. In this tyme, Ella, before seyd, in the Sbuth 
part of th6kyngdom of Nortthumberland, callyd Deyra, as before is 
shewyd, was there furst kyng, and sone after Ida dyed ; after whom 
succedyd Adda, and after hym Clappa, and after hym Thedulphus, 
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and after hyin Fretulphus, and after liym Theodricus. About thU 
tjme, Ufia, kjng of Estangles, died, and Redwaldus, his so, sue- 
cedid hym. Also about thys tyme, Kericus, kyng of West Saxons, 
died, and his .ii. sonns, Ceohnus and Cuta,succedid hym, which, after 
the deth of Otta, kyng of Kent, expulsyd ail the Bryttcyns out of 
Kent ; which Cuta was after sleyn, at a battell agaynste the Bryttay ns. 

f[[ m^AlSPy a duke, and neuew to Aurelius Conanus, was made next 
kyng of Bryttayn : the yere of Cryst .v.C.Iii. He manfully wythe- 
stode the Saxons, that they damagyd not that land greatly ; wherof he 
had possession. In his tyme Ethelbertus began to reyn, as kyng of 
KeHt, and gaue battell to Ceolmus, sone of Kenricus, then kyng of 
West Saxons. It was the furst battell betwen the Saxons. This Ceol- 
mus wann of the Brytteyns diners cites, and at the last chasyd Malgo, 
and hym pursuyd ; whych Malgo, so dyscofitid, dyed, after he had 
reynyd .xxxv. yere. Also, sone after the deth of Malgo, Ceolmus 
dyed ; after who, his sonn Ceolricus succedyd kyng of West Saxons ; 
whych lyuyd not long after. After whom succedyd his brother, Chel- 
wolphus. Also, about thys tyme, Theodricus, kyng of Brenicia, and 
Ella, kyng of Deyra, dyed ; after whom, Ethelricus succedyd as kyng 
of all Northumberland. In thys tyme, as some auctours affyrme, 
began the kyngdome of Essaxos^ vnder a Saxon callid Sledda. After 
hym, Erkinwinus, which was crystenyd afterward. But other affyrm 
that Sebertus was the furst kyng in Essex, and that the oder before 
hym where as chefe rulers, and no kyngis. Also sone after this tyme, 
Ethelbertus, kyng of Kent, waxyd so vyctoryous y he subduyd almost 
all the lad, vnto the water of Humber, in to his dominion. 
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Also about this tyme, EthelricuSt kyoge of Northumberland, dyed* 
and Ethelfridus, his so, succedyd him, whych dystroyd many Brittos^ 
and slew .lij. mokis of Bagar, at a battell at West Chester, whych 
mokis were Bryttayns, and lyuyd by the labour of theyr handis, and 
cam thydyr only to pray for the Bry tteyns. 

C CEVCCtiCU0 was next kyng of Bryttons: the yere of Crjwte 
.v.C.lxxxvj. He was yuell belouyd of hys own Bryttos, wherfore they 
excytyd the Saxons to make war vppon hym; which Saxons send for 
Gurmudus, kyng of Ireland, by whose help they draue Caractycus in 
to Cambria, now callyd Walys, and dystroyed the church of Crystis 
fey th, that the byshop and prestis fled and hyd them for fere. 
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About thys tyme bega f kigdom of Est Saxos, vnder Sebertus : f 
yere of Cryst •vi.C.xiiii. Also somwhat before this tyme .ii. cheldem 
of Angles were set to Rome, to be solde ; whych, whe Seynt Gregory, 
beyng a Monk, saw theyr bewty, seyd they niyght well be callyd 
angles, for they were lyke angelles. He therfore, after f he was pope, 
hauyng copassyon f theyr cutre was not crystynyd, sent Selt Auste 
thyder; whych came furstin to Ket, and there couertyd kyng Ethel* 
bert, and crystynyd hym, the yere of Cryst, after Bede and other wry^. 
ters .v.C.xC.vi. and a grete part of ^ cotre of Kent ; and after crystenid 
many .M. mo of j Bryttons. Thys Etbelbert began the church of 
Polys, as some wry ters afierme, and excityd a cytyzin of Londo to 
make a church in the worshyp of Sent Peter, in the west end of Lpndo, 
the callyd Thomey, and now callyd Westminster. But other hystories 
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afiferme f Sebertusi kyhg of Essex, , foudyd ^ seyd abbey of Westmi- 
stef. Also, about this tyme, Redwaldus, kig of Estagles, was crys- 
tyned, whych sone after denyed f feyth. Tbys Seynt Austen made 
one Melytus bysshop of London, by whose prechyng Sebertus, kyng 
of Essex, was crystynyd. 

* f[[ CatltD&nU03 a duke of North Wales, was, after f deth 6f 
CJEirecticus, by ^ Brytteyns made theyre kyng and gouemoure:' in f 
yere of Cryst .vi.C.xiii. In f time of Chelwolphus, king of West 
Saxos, he made strog warre vppo Ethelfridus, kyng of North uberland, 
and,' as some sey, he slew hym. But some sey, that there w^sa pese 
made bytwyxt hym and Ethelfridus, whych cotynued duryng theyre 
lyfes. But Giraldus Cabresis afFermith thatEdwyn, so to Ella, kyng 
of Deyra, in Northuberland, slew Ethelfride, and kept the hole kyng- 

dome of Northuberland in his owne hand •xvii. yere ; and Oswold

and Oswy, sonis to Ethelfridus, for fere, were by theyr wardeS set tb 
Albania. Tliys Edwyn was crystynyd by Synt Paulyn. Also, abodt 
this tyme, Eden, kyng of Scottis, eterid in to Northuberland, wyth a 
grete army, whom this Ethelfridus incoterid, and Slew the most part df 
tlie Scottis, f frome that day, and .C. yere after, the Scottis durst 
neuer inuade the land. In whych batell Theobald, broder to Ethel- 
fridus, was slayn. 
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41 In his tyme .ii. sonnis of Cheolrycus, Kingilsus and Quichelynus, 
after the deth of theyr faders broder, Colwolfus, rulyd ioyntly the 
prjcypat of West Saxonis; which Kyngj^lsus was after sole king of 
West Saxons, and crystynyd by Saynt Byryne. Thys Kyngylsus 
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fought oft agaynst the Brittejns. About this tyme tli€! kyngdome of 
Mercya began, vndcr one Penda, a Saxon : the yere of Cryst •yi.C.xxvk 
which was gretest of the other .vi, and conteynyd from Huntyngtoa 
to London, and from the este see to the riuers of Syucroe and Dye. 
He had a sone callyd Wolpherus, which reyned after hym, and waa 
crystyned. Also in this tyme, Orpewaldus, son . to Redwaldus, 
kyng of Estagles, was couertyd and crystenyd. H Thys Edwyn was 
a noble roan ; therfore for dysdayn that Penda had to hym, Penda 
excytyd Cadwan to make warre vpon hym ; so that they .ii. assem«^ 
bled a grete hoste, and gaue to hym battell, where Edwine was slayn, 
after whose deth, Eufrycus, son of Ethelfrydus, was kynge ofBren^ 
nicia, and Osrycus, son of Elfricus, brother to Ethel fridus, was kyng 
of Deyra; but anon after, they were both slayne of Cadwa. After 
whose deth, Oswold, secod son of Ethelfridus^ was kyng of Brenycya, 
whom Cadwa wolde haue subdyed, and made grete ware vpon hym, 
but Cadwan Avas ther slayn. About thys tyme dyed Ethelbertus^ 
kyng of Kent; after whom reynyd hysson, Edwaldus, whych denyed 
Crystys feyth, and maryed hys faders wyfe;. but after, he was con^ 
uertyd to Crystys feyth, by Seynt Laurence, successoure to Seynt 
Austen. Also about this tyme, Sebertus, kyng of Essex, dyed, and 
lefte .iii. sones, which denyed the fayth, and expulsyd Mellitus, 
byshop of LodoUy from hys dyosyse; but, sone after, they were all 
slayne in a batteyll agaynst the West Saxons,, and Segebertui^ made 
kyng of Essex, which was after chrystynyd, by exorlacyo of Oswy,^ 
kig of Northubers, and after was slayn, and Cuichelmus made kig. 
Also about this tyme, Orpewaldus, kyng. of Estangles, son to Red^- 
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waldus, was crystenyd, and after dyed ; after whom succedyd hb 
broder, Sigebcrtus. 

H CdHtDftllttlS^ or CdHtDdlilY^ son to Cadwa, was next made kig 
of the Brytteyns: the yere of Cryst .vi.C.xxxv. He was a noble man> 
arid made grete war vppon the Saxos» and wan many town is and 
castellis of the, and specially in Mercia, that Penda, bcyng th6j^ 
kyng, was glade to sew to hym for pese ; and some write, that Peda 
lyfiyd vnderhis tribute, and after took part with Cad wall agayns^fhe 
Other Saxon kyngis. In this tyme,one Segebertus, kyng of Estagles, 
was cristinid, and after betoke his kigdome to one Ekiricus, his neuew, 
and made hem selfe a monk; and wha Peda, kyng, warred in that 
contrey, this Segebart was brought to the felde, wher both he and 
Edricus were sleyn ; after whose deth, one Anna was ther made kig. 
Also about this tyme, Edwaldus, kyng of Ket, dyed, and Exco- 
bartus was made kyng, whiche there reuiued the fayth of Crist, whichc 
was sore appalid. He dystroyed the temples of fals goddis, and 
inade there Lent to be fast. Also in this tyme, Kyngilsus, kyng of 
WestSaxones, be came crystened of Seynt Biryne, bisshop, and after 
Byed ; and Kenwallcus, his son, reynyd after hym, whych warrid 
oftymes agaynst f Brittons, and put tbe to the wors. Oswold, of 
tIrhS T spake before, was a holy man. But Peda, which had disdayn 
at hym, and all other crysten pryncis, made warr vppon hym and 
sleWe hym. After whose deth, God shewyd for hym many myracles. 
But, after one yere of his deth, Oswy, his yogcr brother, rccoueryd f 
kyngdome of Brenicia ; and anon after, he foude vnlefull menis, and 
slewe Oswyn, that was king of Deyra; whych Oswyne was so to Eu- 
frycus, eldest brother to Oswold; and toke to hym to be l^yng of 
Deyra one Odilwaldus, son of Oswold, whych dyed before Oswy. 
About this time, Ciuchelmus, kyng of Essex, died; after who suc- 
cedyd Sigems, and his broder Sebba, which both denyed the feyth. 
But Sebba was conuertyd by Seynt Erkynwald, and is burycd in 
Piiulys. 
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f|[ Also about this tyme, the South Saxos rebellyd and refusyd tpr 
be vnder the West Saxons ; and sone after they made Ethel wold theyr 
kyog. Also, in this tyme, Penda made wax vppo Anna^ ky^g of 
Estagles^ and slew bym in opyn battell ; after whom succedjfd his 
broder Ethellerus. And after that, Penda went to Northumberladeir 
to the etet to slee Oswy, as he before had sleyn his broder Oswoldof 
but Oswy profferid hym pese, and wolde haue gyffyn hym many grot 
gyftis, which Penda refusyd ; wherefore Oswy said, becawse thw 
panym refusyth my gyffces, I shall offer them to God, yf it plesehym; 
and there made a vow to God, that yf he had vyctory he wolde ^ue 
his doughter to God, with sufficient possessio to byld .xii. abbeyf;; 
and after that ioynyd battell, and Penda was there sleyn in opya 
feld, and .xx. of hys chefe capteyns and his wyfe taken* After whijQtt 
victory, Oswy gaue thankis to God, and performyd his pronoiis^, i^^ 
made Eiileda, his doughter, a nonne, aad byldyd «xii. abbeys^ whienqf 
.vii w^rp in Deyra and .vi. in Brenicia^ This Oswy, after this viQtpr)?> 
gouernyd the march is and the South Saxos .iii. yere, and gaue one,Q^ 
hijSi douthers in niariage to Peda, son to Penda, and made hym to bp 
erystynyd ; and then made* hym kyng of South Marchys; which waj 
sleyn by treson of his wyfe. And after fj the kyngdorae fell to Wolr 
pheras, ,f other broder, which was cristinid. In this tyme^Excober^, 
kig of Ket, died, and the kyngdome fell to Egbart,.hi5 son^ Alsf^, 
;jtbout this tyme, Ethellerus, kyng of Estangles, was slayne by th^ 
a,rmy of Oswy, kyng of Northubers : after whom succeddyd his brodcTy 
Ethel woldus: after whom reynyd Adulphus, son to Anna; biit^)©^ 
log he reynyd, and who succedyd him>^ I find not, for they were euer 



f^bduyd by tbe kyrigis of Merct^;* ^Qto the tjme of )^ good Igrng 
SeyntEdmundei 
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In thii tyme bega gret deth i Bry tteyn, wherof many bysshopis died ; 
atid rthis tyme, Oswy, tha sole kig of all Northuberland, dyed, and 
Slgfridiis, his so, was kig after hym. And about this tyme, Cowalcus, 
kig of West Saxos, dyed, and Kewinus succedyd hi. This Kewinus 
made gret war agalst f Brittons, and had vyctory. Also Egfrydus 
made oft war agaynst them and the Pyctis, and had oft victory. But 
the t^yctis one tyme, by a polecy, fleig bak, broght Egfride ito a 
^rayt, amog mouteyns, where Egfrydus was slayn, and a gret part of 
hys people ; after whose deth, a basterd brother of hys, callyd Alfri- 
dus, Notus, was made kynge of all Northumberland. Sone after this, 
dadwall, kynge of Brilteyns, dyed. But Polycronycon, nor none 
other auctour, shewyth any actys of Cad wall, as Galfryde doth ; nother 
of his beriall, nor of the image of brasse set vppon an horse of brase at 
Ludgate ; or ^ Cadwalladrus, whych Bede callyth Ced walla, shuld be 
his son ; therfore I let all that matter pas. 
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C Ca^^bMiidln^r which Bede call^tb Cedvralla, began, to rule 
the Bryttons, as Galfryde affyrmith, ^ yere of Cryst .vi.CJxxj^iui. 
Thys Cadwalladrus, by Galfryde, is callyd sonn of Cadwall ; but 
Willms de Regibusseyth he was kyng of West Saxos next after Keo- 
ii'yn, destendy ng lyneally of the noWe blod of Germayns. Also Hdfy 
^da, whiche was lyuyrtge the same tyme, afFyrmyth that thys C«f- 
Walla, or Cadwalader, was kyng of "West Saxos, dyscendyng of tj^ 

• * » ' 

ityngis blod of f people callyd Geuissi, which he expounyth to l?e 
West Saxons, whyce .ii. seyngys may wel accord, because f W&t 
Saxos ca out of Germania. This Cadwallader, as Beda afFyrniyth, 
for deuocion, forsokehis kyngdome, and came to Rome, aqd there, 
of the pope Sergyus, was crystynyd; after who succedy.d hi one 
Hu, kig of West Sax5s «xxx.vii. yere, which after forsokcv hys? kyng- 
dome and also came to Rome. Also about this tyme, Sebbai kyng of 
Essaxos was c5uertid to Crystys feyth, by Seynt Erkynwald. 

Also Ranulphus>. and other auctours, affyrmethat C^dwalleder was 
kyng of West Saxons; and dy uers suppose that he myght be kyng both 
of Weste Saxos and kyng of Bryttayns, and be inherylable to both ; 
for West Saxons were ijext adioynyng to Cambria, wher the Bryttons 
dwelt. This Cadwalladrus made war vppo Lotharius, kyng of Kent, 
and dystroyd mych of that prouynce ; in whych war Lotharius was 
slayne ; after whose delh one Edricus was kyng of Kent. After that, 
Cadwalleder made war vppo Ethelwold, kyng of South Saxons^ and 
slewe hym in playne batteyll,. and made liys prouynce subdayd to 
hym. In thys tyme, the deth whych began in the tyme of CadwaU 
contynuyd so sore, and therwyth great darth, by y space of .xi. yere; 
wherby the people at f last were so mynyshyd y vnneth y quyk bodys 
suffysyd to bery the dede. This Cadwallader, as Galfridus wrytyth, 
jp the .iii. yere of hys reyn, whether it were only for deuocyon or for 
.fleyng of the deth, went on pylgrimage to Rome, and there, by the 
pope Sergius, was professyd a monk, and thcredyed, and was the last 
;jkyngof the blood of Brytteyns. ,Also Galfrydus wrytyth, that luor, 
son to Cadwalleder, and lue, hys nevewe, rulyd the Bryttayns ioyntly^ 



after the departyng of Cadwallader, and made great wac •aga^Dstther 
Saxons; but they coud neuer preuayle. And after^ J; Ekyttayns.were 
callyd Wekh roe, of theyr duke aud leder callyd Wallo^ or Gwallo; 
or els of a quene of Walys, callyd Galaes* Also.abput this tymp, 
Wolpherus, king of Marches, dyed, after who, succedyd hys broder 
Ertheldredus. But now, because y Cadwallader, as^ it appery th, was 
both kyng of Brittos and of West Saxons, and all the other kyQgdomys 
¥^ere subduyd to the West Saxons ; therfore, in thys woike, I wyl prp- 
e^de vppon the lyne of West Saxons, and euer in tymeand order shew: 
how euerjr one of the other kyngdomis endyd, and were subduyd to 
the: West iSaxos, and how the name of this hole lad of Gret Bryttayo 
\9as cbangyd in to Englod, which was in the time of Egbert, kyng of 
West Saxos, ' as after shalbe declaryd. Also about this tyme, Ethel- 
redus, kyng of Mercia, was made a monke; after whom succedyd in 
l^e kyngdome of Mercia, Kenrcdus. Also about this tyme, Lothariuay 
Kng of Ket, was slayne by the South Sax5s, by the excityng of Edri* 
QMS, son to Egbert, which succedyd hym ; and, within a yere and 
Chalfe, Edricus dyed, and Widredus, son also to Egbert, succedyd 
hym. Also about thys tyme, Alfridus Notus dyed, after whom suc- 
cedyd Osred us ; which was slayn by Cored us, which suceedid byui 
ai. yere. After whom succedyd Offricus. 
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fl ^^3 or ^t\Xity descendyng of the blod of West Saxons, zk 
Willnls de Regibus say th, was next kyng of West Saxons, after Cad- 
w^llader, which made gret war vppon the Kentysh Saxons, that the 
men of Dbrobernia, or Canterbury, granrityd to lue, for a recbiA- 
pience fof the deth of Mul kyng, brother to Cadvt^allader, before slay lie, 
iiiliM.K. This lue, by the excityng of his wife Etheldreda, which 
was an holy wbfifmn and Abbess^' bf Berkyhg, gau^ vp his kyftgddme 






to EtH^llet^iis, hjTS nevew, and toke a poore mannys wede, and in 
c6mpafiy of poore men went to Rome, Therfore this lue shuld 'setne 
t6 be the same person that Beda callyth Hu, or Ine, cosydeiibg both 
the tyme of his reyne and goyng to Rome, and no variaunce but in 
wrytyng of the letters, as in taking .U. for .N.; and that this luor 
and lue, of whd Galfridus spekith to be other persos, and so all theyr 
seyngis may stand to geder.

Bede, before spokyn of, dyed. In this tyme, Colwolphus^ ^y^B ^^ 
Northuberland, gaue vp his ky ngdome to Egbertus, his cosyn, and ww 
made a monk. This Cutbertus made oft war-agaist Ethelwold, kyng 
of Mercia. Here is to be notyd, that many of these Saxons, kyagist 
were holy men, and byldyd many churches, and foundyd many abbes^ 
and indowydtbcinwitligretlandj andmany of thca^.liuydyertequsljry 
and so dyed, and aow ho jtakyj;) ja$ holy ^yp^tysK 4I9P this j^gbertusj 
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tliiat wa's kyng of Nortbuberlad, forsdke his.kyngdomefot theloue of 
Cryst, and loke the y&nsure of Seynt Pete/imd'PMl.' After who suc- 
cfcdjd his son Osulphus, ' which, with'iiTa'yTere^ Was stayne by the 
Northumbers. After who succedyd Moll Ethel wold; and, within .vii. 
yere, laft his kingdome to Helredus, whych, after .ix. yere, was ex- 
pulsid by the Northumbers, which made Ethelbert theyr kyng, which 
iras expulsyd with in .v. yere, and Eiwolphus made kyng, which was 
slayne. After whom succedyd Osredus, which sone after was et- 
pulsyd by the Northubdri^, and Ethe^redus made kyng, which was 
after slayne. And anon after, Egbert, kyng of West Saxons, sub- 
duyd them to hi$ domynyon. 
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fl ^i^thtttUfi^ cosyn to Cutbert,. bega his reyn oner the We»| 
Saxons, 5" yere of Cryst .vii.CxIv. He was cruell and tyranous to 
his subiectes, and tornyd theyr lawes and costomys after his one wyll, 
and put one of his lordis to deth, which aduertisyd him to be re^ 
forrayd ; wherefore his subiectis, by ofte assent, wy th f eyd of one 
Kenulphus, deposyd hym ; and he was fifter in such myscry that he, 
walkyng alone, without comfort, a swyne herd, whose lord he before 
had slayne, in reuengJW^ his lordis deth, there slew the seyd Segebert. 
/ In his tyme Egberd was kyng of Northumberland* 

C itenulpl^ialy of the blod of Cerdici^s, and son to Offa, king of 
Merchis, was king of West Saxos, f yere of Cryst .vii.C.xlviii. He 
was a good man to his subiectis, and kept among them good pease. 
In his tyme, Offa slew a tyrat callid Bomredus, that before had slayne 

Ethelwold, king of Mercia, and made him self king. After whose 
deth, this Offa, as neuew to Elhelwold, reynid there as king. He 
hud warre with the Northumbers, and them subdued; and also had

M 1ggj>^cyctfjai, of the bloode of Cea-dycus, furst kyng of West 
Saxons, began his rev no ouer the West Saxoqes the yere of Cryst " 
.vii.Cilxxviii. One of his dougliers was maryed ^o Oifa, kyng bF* 
Marchys, by whose helpe before tyme heputowtof his rule Egbart; 
son of Alcumundus; which Egbart was then an vnder kyng, orrulcf, 
in West Saxons ; wherefore Egbart saytyd into Fraiice, and thcrewas 
in kyng Charles court duryng y lyfc of Brygthricus. The .ii. yere 
of Brygthrycus was seen grete wbndcr, for crossis lyke to blood fell 
vppon mennis clothis in the street, wliich some expouny4^etokeny4 
tne comyng of the Danis ; which Danis cnleryd the land after, in wie 
•ix. yere of Brygthricus ; but he and f other kyng Saxons drof them' 
out agayne. At that tymc, this Brygthrycus was poj'sonyd by hys 
wyf, namid Ethelburga, which, for fere therof, fled in to France, and ' 
after endyd her ]yfe in shame and pouerte ; and, for her sake, the ' 
kyngis of the land, and specially of the West Saxons, wold not suffer 
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theyr W3"uis to set by them in placis of honor long tyme afterwarcf.. 
Also, after the deth of Kennulphiis^ kyng of West Saxons, as is be^ 
fore seyd, Egfertus, the other sone of Offa, was kyng of Mercia, and 
dyed with in half a yere. After who succedyd Kennulphus ; after 
who succedyd his son Kehelmus, whych was wyth in few monythis 
martyryd and heddyd, by his sister, Quendrede. After that, CelwoK 
phus, broder to Kenwolphus, reynyd in Marcj^a one yere, and the 
was put out by one Bernulphus ; which Bernulphus, with in thre yere 
after, was put out bi Egbart, kyng of Wessaxons, and stayn by the 
£stanglis ; whos predesessors before had subdurd the Estagles. After 
who, Ludicamus reinid .ii. yere in Mercia, and after, in a battell 
agayns the Agles, was slain. After whom, one Wiglasius toke vppa 
him to be king of Mercia, which sone after was subduid bi Egbart^ 
Icing of Wessaxons, to whom he gaff it agayn, and so reynid there 
agayne .xii. yere, bering tribute to Egbart. After Wiglasius dyed, 
9nd Berthulphus was made king of Marcia, by Egbart, king of West 
Saxons, to whom he gaff tribute .viii. yere. After Berthulphus, sue- 
cedid Burdred us, which was subdued, after he had reynid .xxiii. yere-, 
by the Danis, and fled, and went to Rome ; wherfor the Danis made 
one Chelwolphus ruler of Marcia, vnder the Danis; and so iher was 
no king in Marcia tyl long after j Edward, king of West Saxons, sub-t 
duid it to his domynyans.

Tliis Egbert, wbych was dryuyn owt by meanys of Brigthncus, as 
is before rehersyd, when he had obteynyd the gouernauce of this 
land, one Barnulphus, kyng of Mercia, had hiin in derjrsyo, makyng 
agaynst him gestes and rymys, whych Egbert for a tynie pacyetly 
sufred, tyll a season that he had gotten the fituour of his sub- 
iectys, and then aasemblyd his knyghtys, and gaue batell to him, 
vhcT Barnulphus had .vi. or .vii. men agaynst one of his ; but by reaso 
that:£gbertus men were lene, lyght, and long brethyd, and Barnul- 
phus men irere groce and corpulent^ Egbert liad the victory, as is 
before sayd, and seasid the domynion of Mercia in to his own Irand. 
This Egbert also made war vppo Ketysh Saxos, and at leght obteynid 
the vyctory. He also subduyd the Northubcrs, and made Osbright 
and Ella ther kyngys, and to be toliitu tributaryes, and so ioynid these 
•iii. prouyncis to his own kyngdom. Also, after the deth of Culhre- 
dus, kyugof Essex, the Essaxons Jyffyd witli out kyng long tyiur, 
tyll at the last they submyttyd them self to be subiectes to Egbert, 
.kyng of Westc Saxons. This Egbert also wan the tawne of- Chester 
from the Brylteyns, whych they before long tyine had kcpte. And 
after this victory, thus obteynyd, he shortly callyd a counccll of 
his lordis, and by theyre aduycewas crownyd king of all Engl6d,and 
then send forth liys coniyssyooers and ciiinaudenient, chargyng 
Btraytly tliat, from that day, the Saxons sliuld be all callyd Englysl.- 
uicn, and alt the hole sliuld becallyd EiigtoncL 



. ^. But yet, not withstondyng that this Egberte &ik)d thus obtaynyd 
the domynyon of the hole lad, yet, ttftet that, dyoers toke rppon 
them to be kyngis in dyuefs of the ..vii. kyngdomis, as beforesayd, 
and. there rulyd for a s^sdn; biit yet they neuer k>tig contenued 
therjm, but were subduid agayn shortly, except that they were trybu^^ 
taries to the kyngis ef West Saxons. In the .xix. yere of this Egbert, 
the Danis enteryd in to this land the second tyme, and spoylyd 
the He of Shepey; wherfore Egberte and his knyghtid met with the, 
and gaue them battell ; but Egbert, with his peple, were compellyd 
to forsake the feld.

Albeit Egbert kept 
nobly his domyoyon as kyng of all the land ; but yet he coud not so 
expulse the Danis but that they euer were abydyng in one place or 
other of the land, duryng f lyf of Egbert, whych reynyd .xxxvii. yere, 
and then dyed. 

C dE^ellDOltll^^ so to Egbert, bega his reyn ouer the West 
Saxos the yere of Cryst .viii.C.xxxii. Some sey ^ this Ethelwold 
foudyd furst ^ vnyuersyte of Oxoford. He had .iiii.sonnys by his 
wyfe Osburga, a woman of low byrth ; the furst was callyd Ethel* 
wold, the .ii. Ethelbert, the .iii. Etheldrede, and the .iiii. Alurede; 
and all these were kyagis of Englond after hym. About thys tyme, 
Bertulphus, kyng of Mercya, slew holy Seynt Wolsto ; and sone after 
Bertulphus dyed, and Burdredus was kyng of Mercia after him, 
which after maryed the doughter of Ethelwolphus. In this tyme the 
Danis dyd gret hurt in Englond, and cam to Loudon, and ther robbyd 
Rnd spoylyd ; but J kyng drofe them out of ^ land, and copellyd the 
to take the see. And after ^Ethelwolphus had thus reynyd .xxii. 
yere, he dyed, and is buryed at Wynchester.

.?'fC tf^tlinrclnDS^ the .iii. son of £thelwolphns, began to reyne oner 
the West Saxons, and moste parte of Englotfde, the yere of£ Cryst 
^viii>CJxiii. In <the begining of his reyn, the Danys landyd in 
jS^tangles, but they were compellyd to forsake ihe contrey, and fratt 
thens saylyd to Northumberland, wher Osricus, orOsbright and Ella, 
kyngis, gaue them bateyll; but the Danys, with the help of them of 
the coun trey, which were gladder to lyue vnder the Danys then vnder 
the kyngis of Wesle Saxons, had the vyctory, and wan the cyte of 
Yorke; and after, slew both those kyngis of Northumberland, and 
wan the hole countrey, aad kept it vnto the tyme of kynge Etikel- 
stone. Also, after this, the seyd Danys cam in to Marcya^ orMyddyH 
Englond, and wan part therof, with the towne of Notyngam ; wher- 
fore the kyng, with helpe of Burdredus, than kyng of Mercya, leyd 
sege to the towne ; whereupon the Danys, by apoyntemente, de« 
partyd and retornyd agayne to York. Also, after that^ those Danys, 
with a nother newe company, that cam from Denmarke, that met 
them in the see, of which theyr pryncis orleders wer callyd Hunger 
and Hubba, saylyd to £stangles, and ther landyd, and slew the good 
kyng ther, callyd Edmond, for whom God shewd after many myracles, 
and lyeth now at Seynt Edmundisbury.

i||<fSb0Slp5 second son of Edroond and broder to Bdwyn, was next 
kyng of Englond : the yere of Cryst .ix.C.lx. He kept so good ius- 
tyce, and dyd so sharp execucyon, that in his days was lytyl felony 
or robbery vsed. He cawsyd Ludwallus, prynce or kyng of Walys, 
to yeld to hym yerely, by way of trybute, .CCC. wolphis ; by reaso 
whereof the wolphis in Englond and Waiys weie dystroyed. This 
Edgar vsyd, euery somer, to skour the see with shyppys» and kept 
them stel all the yere, euer redy for the same purpose, with all 
aperrell belongyng to them ; by meanis whereof he k^pt his land fro 
outward enmyes. Also, in his tyme, as well the Danis as all other 
peple in Englond, vsyd mych vse of grete drynkyng ; f kyng tker- 
for rode thorough the realme, and dystroyd many alehousis, and wold 
suffer but one alehouse in a vilage, or towne, except it were a grete 
borodgh; and ordenyd certeyn cuppys with pynnys and naylys, and 
made a law that who so euer drank past that mark at one draught, 
shuld forfeyt a certeyn payn, whereof the accuser shuld haue the one 
half, and the ruler of the town the other half. He subdewd the 
Bry ttos in Walys, and spoylyd theyr cotrey . I'his Edgar was vy- 
cyous, and louyd feyr wome, and slew Ethelwold, a knyght of his, 
for the loue he had to his feyr wyff, Elfryda, whom he after marjred.

had a8p3/:ed« desyrjd hym to drynl^; and a^ tbe.JkjFQge dsuaik, ia wt- 
uaunt.of bers»,whoa;i she had byryd^ i^troke thekya^totthe-hartiritha 
dager ; laxui so she causid hym to be sle joe, < because she leold haae 
Egelredus, her son, kjng, which.was second soof kyng £dgar# Which 
kyngy whe he was thus strykyn, wold haue fled toward his company ; 
J^ittt.he bled so sore, that he fell from his hors^ the one foot fast ialhe 
styrrop^ apd so was drawn with the hors^ till he cam to a certeyn

place where that he was foudyn dede, all alone^ that the maner of his 
deth was vnknowyn long after. It is seyd y this Blfrida toke repen^- 
launce therforct and byldyd two monestarys of nonnys, Amesbury 
and War well ; m which Warwiell she after lyuyd a solytary lyfe, and 
after dyed. 

|H^:(C^0lKt]ni09 the ^on of Edgar, and of the seyd Elfi-ida, was 
pext.kyng of Eoglond: the yere of Cryste .ix.C.lxxxi. This kyng 
was vngracyous in the begynnyng, wretchyd in hys mydyll lyfe, and 
hateful! to his peopuU in the end. In his tyme the Danys rose agayn» 
a9d dyd great harm in dyuers placys in EngTod, that the kyng was 
glad ,to graunt them gret somys of money for pease to be had ; 'for. 
the assuraunce of which pease, Anlaff, capteyn of the Danys» became 
a.crysten man« 

Sone after, a grete sykenes of the bloody flyx reyned, whcrof roych 
people died ; and, for lak of good iustyce, many theuis and bribors 
were ia the land, and grete mysery and myschefe. This EgelrodUs 
gafe hyoi self to lechery and polyng of his subiectis, and disinherited 
men of theyre possessions, and caused them to redeme j same agayn, 
with grete summys of money, for he payed grete tribute to Danys* 
yerely, whych was called Dane gylt, or Danys money; which was 
Icresed fro .x.M. \\ a yere to .xl.M. T. yerely. These Danys before were 
BO proud, f they kept the husbodme lyke vyleyns; they lay in theyxe 
fabu^ys, and ete a,nd drank, and payed nought, and kept theyr wyfesc. 



^oughten^luid semaoDtes at thejrr plesurjrs, as the kemjs and galow* 
glashis do AOw in Yreland; and the husbondmen callyd them then 
horde BMi^^ whjrch word now we vse in obprobrye, callyngc hjrm J^ 
we irebuke^Liirdayn. This Egelredus maried Emma, dougbter to 
:Rj<diardy dake of Normandy; and after f^ send streyte and secrete 
cwny^sions to euery rpler of euery towne in Englond fi vppon Sent 
.Brycis day, at> a certeyn howre, f Danys shulde be sodehly slayne ; 
awd so it was perfonnyd, which turned after to more trouble. After 
^ 4hat, tithin^s cam in to Denmark of the murder of these Danis ; anon 
Aifler^ Swanus, ^y^g of Denmark^ with a grete host and nauy, landyd 
in. Comwiftlly and there dyd grete hurt; and when he hard that the 
kyqg was^ comyng to him with j power of his land, he toke his 
•faippts, and landyd agayne in Northfolk» wher that duke Vskatell 
met hym, and bete hym, and slew many of the Danys. Wherfore 
SwanuSy for that yere» retornyd agayne to Denmark, and ther made 
great proayssyon, f the next yere after he landyd agayne at Sand^ 
w^ch) aticl ther^ spoylyd the cuntre ; and when he herd tell that any 
host was comyng agayne hym, then he toke his shippiS) and landyd 
agaya in Suthsex, and spoylyd that contrey ; and, as sone as he hard 
of any host of Englyshroen comyng to ward hym, then he wold enter 
and land in a nother cuntrey, and euer brent, robbyd, and slew tht 
people, without pyte, and so weried the Ehglyshmen^ that, in conclu*^ 
sio, f kyng was fayn to take peace with the, and gaue to kyng Swamis^ 
therfore, .xxx.M.T.; after which pease, thus made. Swan us returned 
agayn to Denmark*

Thys yeer next folowyng, the kyng Egelredus made one Edricus 
duke of - Mercia, which was subtill of wytt, secret and false to the 
kyng and ta the realine. And sone after, one Turkyllus, a prince of 
the Danys, landyd in Kent,^ with mych peopull,^ and there dyd sych 
harm that the Ketyshmen were feyn to make pease with gret gyftys ; 
whych than departyd. But this persecucyo of the Danys in one con- 
trey oir other iii Eglod, neuerseasyd; nor the kyng neuer gaue to 
ihein any notable battayll ? for iirhtn, he xris dyspdSyd to gyue the 
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battayll, this £ldricas wold euermore councell bkn contrary-; sb that 
the Danys eiier spoylyd, and robbyd, and waxyd *ry<5h,>and tb« 
Englyshmen euer poore, nedy, and bare. Aftei*tfci»i SwaftUsb^ng 
in Denmark, heryng of thincres^ of his people in £ngl6nd, brake his 
couenauntys before made, and, with a great army and naney, landyd 
in 'Northumberland, and claymyd to be kyng of the hole lad ^ and 
causyd all the rulers ther to swere to him fealte ; and so, with a gifi^t 
host, cam into Mercia, kyllyng and sleyng the pepulK And became 
the king, Egelredus, was at London, Swanus passyd the ryuer of 
Temniys, and cam into Kent, and ther besegyd Caterbury, and wan it, 
and took the goodys of the people, and fyryd the cite, and slew the 
monkys ; but euer kept the .x. monk alyue to do vylleyne seruycef, 
and slew .ix. of them ; and there tooke Elphegus, archbyshop, and 
after stobyd hym to deth at Green wych ; so that they slew there, of 
relygyous men, aboue .ix.C. persons, and of men, women, and chyldre, 
aboue .viii.M. Then kyng Egelredus, feryng this persecucyon, sent 
his wyfe, Emma, and his .ii. sonnis, Alphryd and Edward, in to Nor- 
mandy. Sone after this, the Danys chasid the kyng Egelredus in to 
the lie of Wyght, and after that cam in to London, where the Lon- 
doners sent pledgis to Swanus, and great gyftys. And after that, 
kyng Egelredus fled, and, without cattell or cofort, saylyd in to Nor- 
mandy, to his wyf. And when Swanus herd of his depertyng, he 
areryd gret somis of money of the people, and a grete parte of Seynt 
Edmondis landis, which the people there, clayrtiyng to be fire of 
kyngis trybute, denyed to pay ; wherefor Swanus, dyspysyng f holy 
marter, enteryd f teritory of Seynt Edmond, and spoylyd f countrey, 
so that men of that countrey fell to preyr ; so that, shortly after, this 
Swanus dyed sodenly, yellyng and crieng among his knyghtis* Some 
sey that he was stykkyd with the swerd of Sent Edmond, wherof he 
dyed the .iii. day. In fere wherof, Canutus, his son, which rulyd as 
kyng after his fader, graGtyd to them all theyr lybertes. After this, 
when Egelredus herd of the deth of Swanus, he made prouysyon, and 
came in to Englond ; of whose comyng so, Kanutus, beyng vnpro- 
uydyd, saylyd in to Demark, and retornyd agayne the next yercp 



with a gretQ nauey, and landyd in 5^ south countrey ; wherfore f eldest 
8on of kyng Egehredus, calljd £dmond YroBsyd, made prouysyon, 
with the eyde of £drycus, to mete hym. But Edrycus cam not, bu4 
dysseyuyd hym; for, as it was after prouyd, Edrycus had promysyd 
bis fauor to Kanutus ; by reason wherof, Kanutus enteryd f cotrey of 
\West Saxons, and fprsyd ^ people there to swere to hym fealte, and to 
gyf to hym pleggis. In this tyme, Egelredus, beyng at London, was 
takyn with a grete sekenes, and there dyed, and was buryed in the 
north syde of Poulys church, behynd the quere, after that he had 
reynyd and vnwysely gouernyd the realme .xxxvi. yeris, leuyng after 
hym his seyd eldest son Edmond Yronsyde, and Alfryde and Edward, 
whych were in Normandy, and thyder before sent, as is before re- 
hersyd* 




(dSDtnOtfd j^nmjSF^^ eldist son to Egelredus, by his furst wyf, 
Ethelgina, and Kanutus, son to Swanus, began to rule the Englyss- 
men the yere of Cryst .M.xvi, for some lordis toke part with Edmond 
and some with Kanutus; but Edmond, beyng at London, was 
crownyd kyng. Sone after, these .ii. pryncis met in Dorse tshyre, 
where betwene them was a grete battell, but Kanutus was compellyd 
to fle the fyld; and, after that, they fought a nother battell, in 
Worsetor shyre, so sore that non coud tell who had the better, but 
other for werines, and for lak of day, they depardyd from other, and 
on the next morow fought agayn ; but the Kanutus was copellyd to 
forsake ^ fyld. After this, they met in Marcia, and ther fought 
a gayn, wher Edmond, as some say, by ^ treaso of Edrycus, whom he 
before had reseyuyd to his grace, had the wors. Thus oft tymys thcs 
•ii. pryncis fought to geder ; but, vppon a season when the hostys were 
nygh ioynyng, and at a cerleyn tyme of a trews, a knyght, of the 
parte of Edmond, stod vppon an liygh place, and seyd these wordis: 
* Dayly we dye, and none hath the victory ; and when the knyghtis 
be ded on eyther part, than the dukys, compellyd by ncde, shall 
accord, or ellesthcy must fyght alone ; and this kyugdome ys now as 
suffycycnt for .ii. men that some tynie suffycyd for .vii. And yf the 
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couetouse of lordshyp of these tvvayn be to grete that nother c^ be 
content to take a part, and lyf by the other, oor f onevnder^? 
other, then let them fyght alone that wyll be lordys . alone ; .yf all 
men fyght, stell at f last all men shall be slayn, aqd :no>n. laft to be 
yndertheyr lord ship, nor abel to defend the kyng that shalbe^a^ayofe 
strange enemys and nacions/ These word is were so well alowydhy 
both the hostis and the pryncis, both were cotet to try the;quareUi)e^ 
twen them two only; and a place and tyme was appoyntyd, where 
they both met in syght of both hostis ; and whe eytheyr had assayd 
other wyth sharpe swyrdis and strokis, as some wryt, by the furst 
mocyon of Kanutus, hastily they were both agreyd, and kyssyd ycb 
other, to the comfort of both hostis; and shorly after, they agreyd 
rppon pertycyon of the lande, and after, duryng theyr lyfis, they 
louyd as brethren. Sone after, a son of Edrycus, as it was seyd, by 
the mynd of his fader, cspyed when kynge Bdmond was at the 
draught, and strak hym with a spere in to the fondement, where. of 
the sey^d Edmod shortly after dyed, after f he had reynyd two yeris^ 
and laft .ii. sonis, Edmod and Edward. 

C iBMdUtttfi^ after the deth of Edmond Yronsyd, was sole kyng 
of the hole realme of Englond ; and after, by the aduyse of his cou* 
cell, he sent the forseyd sonis of Edmond Yronsyd to his broder Swa- 
nus, the kyng of Denmark, to be slayn, which, abborryng that dede, 
set the to Salomon, the kyng of Hungary ; where Edmond. dyed, and 
Edward was maryed to Agatha, doughter of the .iiii. Henry^ emperour 
of Almayn. Sone afler, Swanus^ kyng of Denmark^ broder to. Kaaur 
tus, dyed: wherefore that land fell to Kanutus,whicl)^^no after 
seylyd thydyr, and toke therof possessyo, and set it in an order; and 
after retumyd in to Englond, and maryed Emma, late wy f before tq 
Egelredus, and by her had a son callyd Hardykynytus^ or Knowgh. 
Also this Kanutus callyd a parliament, whereat was agreyd thatboth 
Englysshme and Danis shuld hold f laws made by kyng Edgare, 
because they were thought so good and resonable, a boue any other 
laws. 
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Atso, in the tyme of this Kanutus, the Skottjrs rebellyd; wherfore 
K&ntitus, with a great army, enteryd in to Skotland, and subduo^ 
Malcrolyn, kyng of Skottys; by reason wherof this Kanutus was than 
kynge of aiii. kyngdomys, that is to say, of Englond^ Skotlapd^ I))ea- 
mark, and Norway. After that, he went in to Denmarkt and .frf>fn 
liiens to Rome, on pylgrymage, and after returnyd in to Englond^ 
where he kepteall his lyfe good lustyce, and was well belouyd,.aad 
dyd many good chary table dedis, and byldyd and repay ryd many^ 
monestaris, and specyally such as were thrown downe in the tyme of 
his ikders persecucyon, and after dyed, and lyeth at Winch^ter, 
leuyng after hym .ii. sonnys, one callyd Harold, and the other Hard^-* 
kynytus, which Hardy kynytus was made kyng of Denmark in hi% 
faders days. 




l^tOlD^ callyd Harefote, for his delyuemes and swyftnes^ sone 
to Kanutus, by Elgyna, hys furst wyfe, began his reyn ouer Englod 
the yeer of Cryst .M.xxxix. Of hym is lytyll laft in memory, for he 
reynid but .iiii. yeer, saue that he banyshyd his stepmoder, Emma, 
and tooke her goodis and jewellys from her. 

fl l^ftttl?tt?tV^tU05 beyng kyng of Demark, and second son to 
Kanutus, by his last wyfe, Emma, was next kyng of Eglod : the yeer 
of Cryste .M.xli. In hys tyme, the .ii. sonys of Egelredus^ Alfridus 
and Ed ward us, cam from Normady in to Englond to vysejt theyr 
moder, Emma, and brought with them a gret copany of Normas* 
Wherfore one yerle Goodwyn, which was most in the kyngis fauour, 
and of most myght next to the kyng, councellyd the kyng and the ^ 
lordys not to suffer those Normans to be within the realme, for jeo« 
perdy ; by which meanys he gatt auctory te to order the matter hyni 
self; wherfor he met wyth the on Gyl Downe, and there slew Alfry^ 
dus, and the most part of the Normas. But Edward was conueyd to 
his moder, whych, for fere of Goodwyn, sent hym agayn in to Nor- 
mandy. Sone after this, Hardykynytus beyng mcry at Lambyth, 
^denly waxyd dome, and fell down to the groud, and, wythin .Tiii. 
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, ' fl[ (iRltoarO, the son of Eg^Iredus and Eiiiiba, began Witfeyn ouer 

"Engldd the y ere of Cryste.M.xHii. He maryed Goduha, doUghter 

to erie Godwyn, but he neuer flesshly dalt with her, noi' piit hei'Trom 

his bedl- He dischargyd tlie Gnglyshmcn of ^ grete trybute, callyd 

Pane gelt, for euer. He banysshyd the yerie Goodwin, and his sonis, 

for ,ii. yens ; after that, was agrement made, and the kyng tbk^hem 

agap'neto grace. In the tyme of which banyshment, Winia,dtike'of 

Normandjr, caniin to Englond, and had grete chere of thekyfig, ind 

' .retornyd agayne. In this tyme f Skottis rebellyd; wherfore Sdwiird, 

yerle of NorthSberlad, by J kyngis commadment and power, ente^d 

^kotland, and subduyd the Skottis, and chasyd theyrkyrtg owf of^he 

'land. Then kyng Edward gaif that land to Ha1k6lyn,'sd of J kyng 

of Combers, to holdof hym and his heyris, kyngis of EngTotid,~ as off 

tiieyr cheff lord. After this, f yerle Goodwin, sittyng at thfi kyngis 

bord, was sodenly takyn.with sekenis, wherof he dyed with in thre 

days. Some sey he was takyn with a palsey ; and some seyd that he 

^ [ was chokyd with a morsell of bred, be cause he sware falsely by that 

, morsel! of bred that he waanotgylty of the deth of Affrbde, brodeirto 

^.kyng. Sone aft this, kyng Edward sent vnto Henry the .tiii. em- 

; , pcrour, for Edward, son of Edmond Yronsyd, to co in to Englorid. to 

,,.the intent to make hymhisheyre; which accordyng therto cam iff to 

. . Jipglod, and sone after dyed. Also, after the deth of yerle Goidwl, 

Harold, hiseldistso, waxyd so in the kyngis fauur, that herulyd the 

, most grete causis of the realme, and was ruler of the kyngis ai'my, and 

. si^l^duyd JWelchmen that rebellyd. This Harold saylyd in lo Nor- 

. , ,fi)andy, to see his broder Welnotus, that was sent thether for a plegge 

. for the performance of the coucnantis made l)e twen the kyng and his 

fader, yerle Goodwyn ; where Wiliii, duke of Normandy, made hym 

to .s^cre that h.e shuld mary his doughtcr, that was ttia with in yeris 

of consent; and then, after the deth of kyng Edward, liig shuld'k^pc 



the lad tajiis behoue, accordyng to the rojnd of kyng Edward, after 
some wrj'tcrs. After that, this Harold retornyd to Englod, and 
nhewyd ^ kyng what he had done; wherwith the kyng was well con- 
tentyd. After tliis, the kyng fell seke; and before he dyed, he saw, 
in a yysyon, that, bycause the nobles and the prelattis off EjDglod 
were not Goddis seruantis, that God therfore shuld take this king- 
ilouie in to the handis of theyr enmis. Sone after ^, this kyng Edward 
dyed with out issue, and was acomptyda virgyn when he dyed. 

H ^^tOlD^ the son of yerle Goodwyn, and last kyng of Saxos, 
bega his reyn oner Englond the yere of Cryst .M.lxvi. ; and sone afler 
he had take vppon hym as kyng, one Harold Harefager, son of Ka- 
nutus, kynge of Norway and Denmark, cam with .iii-C. shyppis, 
and enteryd in to the north contrey, and claymyd the land, after the 
deth of Edward. But the lordis of the coutrey arose, and gaue them 
batteyll ; but the Danys had the victory ; and therfore Harold, kyng 
of Englod, preparyd toward them in all hast, and gaue them a 
strong batteyll, and had the vyctory, and slew Harold Harefager 
wyth hys own handys, where a gret nomber of Englyshmen were slayn ; 
but many mo of the Danys were slayn, and many takyn prysoners. 
And after thys vyctory, Harold, the kyng of Englond, waxyd so 
prowd, and for couetouse wold not deuyde the prayes that he took 
to hys knyghtys, that had well deseruyd it, but kepte it to hymself, 
that he therby lost the fauour of many of his knyghtys and people. 
H Sone after this, duke Wyllm of Normandy set to Harold, and 
warnyd him of his couenautis brokyn ; whych was to haue kept the 
lad to his vse after the deth of Edward. But because that the 
dougter of duke Willm, that was promysyd to Harold, was dede, 
Harold thought hym the more dyschargyd, and seyd thatsych a nyse 
couenaut owghte not to be holdyn of a nothers land, wy thout consent 
of the lordys of the land, and also because he was therto somewhat 
copellyd. Wherfore duke Willin, with the assent of the lordis of 
Normandy, gedyrd a great people ; and also wyth the assent of the 
pope Alexander, which cofyrmid hym in takyng hys viage, and sent 

T 
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a baner to hym, wyllyng hym to here it in hys owne shyp; and so 
cam ouer wyth a great people, and ladyd at Hasty ngis, in Sussex. 
For .iii. causys duke Wyllm enteryd thys land to subdew Harold : 
one was, because it was to hym geuyn by kyng Edward the Con- 
fessour ; the secod was, to take wrech for the cruell murdur of his 
neuew, Alfryde, broder to kyng Edward, and slayn by yerle Good- 
wyn, whych dede he ascryb^^d cheefly to Harold ; the .iii. was to re- 
uenge the wrong doon to Robert, archebyshop of Canterbury, which 
was exylyd by the meanis and labor of Harold, in the tyme of kyng 
Edward the Confessour. Wherfore duke Wyllyam send to kyng 
Harold, that he shold leue the kyngdome to hym, or ellis to surreder 
it to hym and to take itagayn of hym, beryng hym tribute, or ells to 
trye the quarell hym self with duke Wyllyam in hys owne pereo. But 
kig Harold refusyd al these .iii. oflFers, and seyd it shuld be tried be 
dynt of swyrdis ; and gederd his people, and ioynyd battell with f 
Normayns, in a place where now standeth f abbay of Batteyl. In 
the bygynnyng of whych fyght f Englyshme kept them in good aray 
lyke to vequysh the Normas; wherfore duke Wyllya causyd his me 
to giff bak, as though they fled, wherby the Englishmen folowyd and 
brake they re aray, and f Normans ca fyersly vppon them, and, in 
conclusyon, had the vyctory, where that kyng Harold was woundyd 
wyth an arow in the left eye, and therof incontenent dyed, and so 
was there slayne, after that he had reynyd .ix. mothis, and was buryed 
at Waltha ; whych was J last f reynyd in Englod of f blood of the 
Saxons. 

^ Thus endeth the Cronicles of Eglod, and of dyuers other 
realmis, vnto the tyme of king Wilm, callyd the Coquerour, whych 
was duke of Normandy. 
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and droue tliem to theyr shyppes, and toke suche displeasure Vir the 
inhabjtans of that prouynce, f he distroyed the lande from Yorke 
to Durham^ that .ix. yere after it lay vnlaboryd and vntylled ; and 
the people there were kept so harde by the warre of the kynge, and 
in suche. famyne, that they ete rattes, cattes, dogge6» and Qther ver^ 
myne. Also tin the .iiii. yere of Wyllyam his reygne^ Malco]jf]Of 
kynge of Scottes, entryd into Northuberlande, and distroyed tbe 
contrey^ and toke many prisoners^ and kept them lyke bondemea^ 
But, withio Ai. yeres after^ kyng. Wyllyam made suche warre vpon tbe 
Scottes^ j he forcyd Malcolyn^ theyr kynge, to swere to hym homage 
and fealte. 
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tt But about this tyme, a great plee and debate was, bytwene on<)/ 
Thomas, archebysshop of Yorke, and Lamfranke, archebysshop of 
Ci^uterbury, whether the archebysshop of Yorke shulde be vnderfchei; 
rule of the archebysshop of Caunterbury ; whiche matter was apj» 
pelled to Rome, and from thens sendc downe to be determyned in [ 
Englande; where the archebysshop of Canterbury recoueryd and , 
optayned that the archebysshop of Yorke shulde be sacred of the 
archebysshop of Caunterbury, and make to hym othe, with professyoo 

ofobedyence. - ': 

" ■» 

^ About the .x. yere of his raygne, Roger, erle of Harforde, and 
Rafe, erle of Northfolke and Suffblke, and one erle WalrefFe, cojq^ 
spired agaynst the kyng ; but it was disclosyd ; wherfore the erle of 
Harford e and the erie of Northfolke fledde, and were outlaude, and 
the erle Walreffe was behedyd. Also, about the .xv. yere of his 
raygne, Robert Curteyse, the kynges eldyst son, with the helpe of 
Philyppe, the Frenche kynge, made warre agaynst his father, and 
gaiie hym a great . batell in Normandye, where kynge Wyllyam was 
sore hurte, and feyne to forsake the fylde. The cause of that batell 
was for that kynge Wyllyam wolde haue resumyd from his sonne 
Robert the duchye of Normandye, for his wyldnesse, which he before 
f tyme had gyuen to him. 
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^ This Wyllyam made the Newe Forest in Hampshyre, and ther- 
fore cast downe dyuers churches by the space of .xxx. myles. In his 
tyme he kept the Englysshemen so lowe, that fewe of them bare any 
offyce of honour, or rule ; but somwhat he fauored the citye of Lon- 
don. Also he buylded two abbayes in Englande, that is to say, the 
abbaye of Battell, where he wanne the fylde agaynst Harolde, and 
the abbaye of Barmesey, in Southwarke, besyde London. And also 
he buyldyd .ii* other abbayes in Normandye. ^ Also, in the .xix. 
yere of kynge Wyllyam his raygne, the kyng beynge in Normandye, 
araysed a great trybute in Englande, and caused to be gathered of 
euery hyde of lande, whiche contayneth .xx. acres, .vi.s. ; and soone 
after that enteryd Fraunce with a great armye, and brent a parte of 
the citye of Meaux, and many other cityes and townes ; but, as some 
wryters say, in that hete, by the lepe of a horse, he toke suche a dis- 
ease, that it was the cause of his dethe, and made his testament, and 
gaue to Wyllyam Rufus, his seconde sonne, the kyngdome of Eng- 
lande, and to Robert Courteyse, his eldyst sonne, the duchye of Nor- 
mandye; and to Henry, his thyrde sodne, he gaue his treasour; and 
warned Wyllyam to be to his people louynge and lyberall ; and 
Robert to be to his people sterne and sturdye ; and dyed the .ix. day 
of September, the yere after the incamacyon of Chryst .M.lxxxvii. 
after f he had be kyng of Englande .xx. yere, and duke of Nor- 
mandye .lii. yeres, and was buryed in the citye of Cane, in Nor- 
mandye.

('! if Also, aone afleir, Robert Courteyse, dukJs of Normandye, layde 
^hii ' dnkedome to plegge to his brother, kyng Wyllyam Rufus, for 
:'h±^1ki*li<' asd toke his voyage into f holy laade. Also in tliis ty me, Mal- 
odlyn, &yng of Scottis, enteryd Northuberlade, and there dyd great 
dUtruccyon; but yet, after many coflyctis betwene j kyng and hym,

^ The .iiii. yere of his rayne,-a great wynde was in Loudon, f 
blewe downe .v.C. bowses, and J rofeof Bowe churche, and dyd great 
burte in Wynchester, and in dyuers other places.

^ This kynge Wyllyam was a very couetous man, a proude and 
a wylfuU, and pylled bothe f sperytualte and temperalte, with 
sellynge of bysshoprykes, abbeys, and benefyces, and leuyenge rn* 
resonable taxes and trybutes on the teroperalte, specially by the onely 
counsell of one Ranulphe, hys procuratour ; whiche ryches the kynge 
dyd spende vpon the towre of London, and sonoe say vpon the 
makynge of Westmyster halle. But yf f sayenge be trewe of West» 
myster halle, it must be some olde halle there, and nat the newe 
halle that is nowe ; for the annes that appere in the halle f nowe is, 
aswell in f stone worke as in the tymber worke, be f armes whiche 
kyng Rycharde the seconde gaue, which be .iii. lyons, with f flour 
de lyce quarterly, and the whyte hart for his badge ; for there was 
neuer kyng of Englande f bare the armes of France, whiche be the 
flour de lyce, before kyng Edwarde the Thyrde ; for in his tyme the 
armes of France was fyrst ioyned to f armes of Englande; wherfore 
it shulde seme euydently that Westmyster halle f is nowe, was nat 
bylde in the tyme of kynge Wyllyam Rufus, except it were onely the 
foundacyon therof ; or els it was f halle in Westmyster aboue the 
steyres, which is nowe called f whyte halle. By the reporte of the 
comyn people, in this kynges tyme dyuers great wonders were sene : 
as f deuyll apperyng in mannes lykenesse, great wjmdes, tempest, and 
swellynge and rysynge of waters ; and therfore the kynge was tolde 
by dyuers of his famylyers, f God was Hat content ^ his lyuynge; 
but he was so wylfull and proude of mynde, f he regardyd lyttell 
theyr sayeng. This kynge Wyllyam, as is sayd and wrytten of hym> 
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WjFMesMc^HEir ir^de^lfite ; but « ki^g^ <tf h^ fl|Qli4ISritl^ Sj^dlb

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(£E|l$H^ CIBeUCler&e,the fyrst of tliat name, aiiJ 
the thynle son of Wyllyam Conquerour, v/:.s 
crowned kynge of Englaode the .v. day of Au- 
igttrtj-theyere of Chryst M.C. This Henry was 
called Beuclerke because he wat so well leriiccl 
^in the .vii. lyberall scyence. He^^restcnvd the 
Isoly churclie to theyi:> lybertes, and Tsedthelawes of Saynt £dwarde; 
with the amendemeicilof tiiem. He put ctit'of his court, sll ll^ce and 
wanton people; . -i1iis''H0iir7 reformed the olde vhtrewe mesures, and 
made a mesure itf a yarde of the lengthe c^ his arme, and reformed 
dyuers thyngea that w^Pemys vsed before his tyme, and a;|3borredex- 
oesse of mete fftid dfjrnke^ and vsed to venquyssbe more with counsell 
than with swyrde. ' Sone after that he was kynge'he' morjed Maude, 
the doughter of Mallcolyn, kydge.bf Scotlande^ and Margaret, his 
wyfe, doughter 6f£dwarde, the outiawe; of whome hereceyued .ii. 
sonnes.Wyllyafflrandtlycliarde, and .ii, doughten, Maudv ftnd Mary ; 
whiche Maude afterwarde wafe tnaryed to Henry the .niii einrperour 
of Almayne. ' ■ ;; ' . ' . 

^ In the seconds yere of bis reygne, Robert Courtej^, his bro- 
ther, duke of Normahdye, whiche had bene longe tyme DCcupyed in 
warre agaynst Cbrystes enemyes, hauynge worde of the dethe of his 
brother Wyllyaro Rufus, aiid- tbat his brother Heniy hadttakyn vpon 
liym to be kynge of Englande, made preparacyon in Normandye, and 
ciime ouer into Englandetritba great boost, to chalenge the crowne. 
But, by mediacyon of the l^es, it Vas agreed that Robert sfaulde 
haue, euery yere duryng^lii»-^fe,*'.iii.M. markes, as was piomysed 
hym before by kynge Wyllyaib, bis 'brother, and who so ener lyued 
longest to be others heyre. And sone after that, this Robert departed 
:i;;aync into Normandye. This Robert, by his manhode, dyd many 
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notable actes, and specially at the wynnynge of the city* «f Aeon, 
vpon the myscreantes and Turkes, and was chosyn kyhge of Jerusa^ 
lem, whiche he refused to take vpon' hym. In this tyme began gre^t 
warre in Normandye, betwene kyng Henry and kynge Philyp of

m About the .iiii. yere of this kyng, : Robert Curteyse ^iim6:iiitt> 

Englade agayne, to his brother Henry, whiche made hym great chere, 

iJiat, before that Robert departed, he released to his brother the ft>re« 

named trybute of .iii.M. markes, and departed agayrie into Nor^ 

ihandye, , After this, a great varyaunce fell betwene this Robert and 

ii^s lordes in Normandye, that they sent vnto kyng Henry, his brO- 

ther, wyllynge for to come into Normadye, and they wolde delyudr 

Battel in liym the contrey. And also, by the intyssement of yll tale tellers, a 

Normadye. g^eat varyaunce fell betwene kynge Henry and his brother Robert, 

that the kynge, with a great armye, sayled into Normandye, and, 

\with the heipe of the lordes there, chased his brother Robert from 

place to place, and wanne from hym Roan, Cane, Faloys, and all the 

good townes, and many castels. But, at the last, this Robert gaue 

Duke Ro- ' battell to kynge Henry, in the whiche battell this Robert was takyn, 

prisoner, and scnt oiicr iuto Englande, and kept in prison, in the castel) t>f 

Cardyffe, in Walys, by the space of .xxviii. yere, where he after dyed 

without yssue of his body, and wasburyed at Gloucester. And when 

' tliis Robert was takyn, the kynge Henry seasyd all Normandye intb 

his bwne handes. , .: 

H Whan this ley nge Henry came into Englade, about ^ Mu yere 
of hisreyne, he maryed Maude, his doughter, to Henry themperoiir 
of Almayne ; whiche Henry the emperour prisoned pope Pascal!, and 
dyuers of his cardynals; but after, he resygned his dignyte to pope 
Calystus, and lyued after a stray te lyfe. Sone after this, the erfe of 
Shroysbury and the erle of Cornewall, rebdlyd and rose agaynsl ttee 
kynge, with helpe of the Welchemen. But the kynge gate the 
fkuour of the Welcbetnen, and caused those lordes^ for feare, to fide 
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into Nonnandye; wherfpre the kyngeisayled thyder, and made sharpe 
warre . vpon them^ and toke them bothe prisoners, and than returned 
into Ikiglande. About this tyme, the contrey of Flaunders was sore 
durroqndyd and hurt with the see, that the Flemynges requyred the 
kynge to inhabyte in the E^t partes of the ryuer of Twede, whiche 
was to them graunted. But after a certayne of yeres, they were re^ 
meuyd into West Wales, whiche after spredde all Englande ouer. 
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c :^' In the .xiii. yere of this kynge, there were sene dyuers straung^e 
thyiiges in the fyrmament, as blasynge sterres, and .ii. mones, one 
in the eest, another in the west, and a great erthe quake at Notyng-k 
ham^ durynge from mome to euenynge, and the ryuer of Trent drye 
in the somer, that men buer a fote drye. Sone after, there folowed a 
h^rde wynter, moreyn. of cattell, scarcyte of vyttell, and great dethe 
of people/ 

^ About the .xv. yere of this kynge, great warre began betwene 
Lewy^ kynge of Fraunce, and kynge Henry ; and Lewys, witB a 
great hoost, enteryd into Normandy, and . wanne many townes anfd 
casfbels, and droue kyng Henry from place to place. But after that, 
fortune turned, f many noble captaynes of the Frenche kynges dyed, 
and some were slay ne at the seges, and some forsoke the Frenche 
kynge; But, at the last, these .ii. prynces mette, with .ii. gkeat 
hoostes, in a play ne fylde, where there was fought a cruell battell ; BatteU with 
but the Frenche kynge lost the fylde, and many of his people were p^:^^^ 
slayne, and he hym selfe fayne to flee. But after, these princes were 
agreed, and Wyllyam, the eldyst son of kynge Henry, dyd homage 
to the kynge of Fraunce for Normandye, and the fre men of Nor- 
mandye dyd homage to Wyllyam, the kynges sonne. 

UK After this done, kynge Henry say led into Englade, but the 
shy ppe wherin Wyllyam, his eldyst son was, and Rycharde, his bro- The kjnget 
ther, the erle of Chester, aiid his suster, the kynges doughter, the drown^^ 
xountes of Percy e»; and the ky^es pyce, an^ji , many other great es- 
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tate«r and other, to the nombre of .CAx. parsons, strycke vpon a 
rocke, and was sod&ynljr brokjn, where they were all drowned, saue 
one man, that escaped. 

- 

H About the »xx;i. yere» there was a great cousell called in Lodon, 
for f correccyon of the vicyous lyuynge of preestes, to be done by 
the kynges.offycers. Sone after this, Henry the emperour dyed, and 
Maude, the empresse, came to her father, kynge Henry, whiche 
caused Dauyd, the kynge of Scotlande, and the more parte of the 
lordes^^ of Englande, todootheand fealte to the empresse, and to 
kepe the lande = to her, if the kynge dyed without issue male. 




Also about, the .xxviii. yere, one, Geffrey Plantagenet, erle of 
Angtfo, maryed the sayd Maude, and after, by her had issue Henry, 
whiche Henry, after kynge Steuyn, was kynge of Englande, as shalbe 
shewed after.

This kynge Henry the Fyrst buylded the abbey of Redynge» 
and released , to the Englysshemen the Dane gelt. Also, this kyngQ 
Henry^ beynge in Normandy e, in the .xxxv. yere of his reyne, the 
seconde day of December, in the yere of Chryst .M.Cxxxv. dyedt 
Some say he dyed of a surfet ; and some wry ters say, that it was by 
a fall of a. horse. And his body was brought into Englande, and is 
buryed in the abbay of Redynge. 
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lC<f(tIpJ$, erieof Boleyn, and syster son to kynge 

Henry, than toke vpon liyni to be kjng of Kng^ 

lande; for when he harde ofkyng Heuryes dethe, he 

pabsed the see, and came into Englande, thorowc 

counsell of many of the great, lordes of Englande, 

contrary to their othe made to Maude, f empresse, 

and was crowned kyngc vpon Sayiit Steuyus day, the yere of Chryst 

.M.C.XXXT. after the coqnt of Englande, by WyHyam, archebyssliop 

0f Caunterbury, whiche fyrsl made othe to Maude, the empresse. 

Tbis Steuyh, tlie i^rst yere of his raygne, araysed a great ho^te, to 

hade fnade warre agaynsle kynge Daued, of Scotlanjde, I^at he came 

rl and'made b peace with bym. But he dyd hym none homage, becan»r 

[ -'^ he bad done homage before to Maude, the empresse. Nat. withstand - 

I ■ ^flige, yet Henry, the eldyst son to kynge Daued, dyd homage to kyng 

Steuyn. But after that, this Daiied repented hym of that, and entryd 

into Northumberlande with a great boost, and brent and slewe the 

^ebple in m<»t cruell wyse, aiid slewe man, woman, and' chylde. 

But the kynge sent one Thurstone with a great boost agaynst them ; 

bbtweae wfatche there was a great battell, where the Scottes-lost the 

fjrlde^ and niany of them slayne, and the resydewe fled into Scotlande; 

And after liiAt, this kynge Steuyn hym selfe made a great voyage into 

Slcotlandfr'; but he dyd there but lyttej to his pleasure or prpfyte. 

^ This kynge Steuyn beseged dyuers castels, of dyuers bysshoppes 
and other lonles, and toke them by force, and fortefyed them with 
his kny^htes and seniauntes, to the entent to withstantde the em- 
presse, whosecomniynge he euer feared. 

^ About the vi. yere of his raygne, Maude, the empresse, came 
into England^} by tbe comfort of the erle of Glocester, bastatde sod 
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fcynge Henry, her father, and of the erle of Chester ; bat the kynge 

fajsed so great a power, f the empresse was fajne to go and take the 

citje of Lyncolne for her refuge and helpe; and the kyng her beseged 

longe tyme; but, at the last, she and her company escaped, and than 

the kynge toke the citye. And than the erle of Chester, with a great 

power of Welchemen, and the erle of Glocester, brought a great 

power to the empresse, and came agaynst the kynge; betwebe 

BatML whome there was fought a cruell batell, that dured a longe season ; it 

was hard to knowe who shulde haue the better. Bat at the last, the 

Thekjng kynges people gaue backe, and fledde ; and the kynge abode with a 

•oner. fcw of his kayghtcs, and was takyn prisoner, and brought to the eob- 

presse; and after sent to Brystowe to prison. > / - 




After this fylde so wonne, the empresse thpqght her sure o^the 
holerealme; but she was disceyued, for the Kentysshemen toke parte 
with the kyng. The queue also, kynge Steuyns wyfe, made great la^ 
bour to haue the kynge delyuered, promysynge that he shulde. sur^ 
rendre the lande to the empresse, and he to go to religyon; but the 
empresse and her cousayle wolde nat graut therto. 




Also they of the citye of London made great labour to the eim 
presse, to vse Saynt Ed wardes lawes, and oat the lawes that the em^^ 
presse father had ordayned, whiche was more strayteand straunge.td 
them than the other; but the empresse and her counsayle woulde nat 
graunt it. For these sayd causes, the citezynsof Lpdon were discon^ 
tented, and wolde haue takyn the empresse; but she hauyng^ know* 
lege therof, departed and fledde to Oxforde ; and the quene, with ayde 
of the Kentysshemen, her fryndes, raysed a great boost, j the em« 
presse, for feare fled to Gloucester; and in this whyle,. the erle Ror 
bert of Gloucester araysed a great people ; and in a playne fylde^ 
Batteii at besydc Wynchester, the erle was discomfet by them pf the quenes 
ut. ' parte, and there therle was takyn prisoner. Then, by medacion of 
fryndes, they agreed vpon escliaunge of prisoners ; so that the kynge 
was delyuered for the erle Robert. And sone after tbat^ the kynge 
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.waxed: more- gtronge of people, and besegjd the empresse at Oxforde, 
that the empresse was fayae to clothe her and her people in whytte 
apparel I, and in a nyght, whan the grounde was couered with snowe, 
.she by that meanes escaped, and fledde to Walyngforde; and sone 
.after thatv with a small company e, departed into Normandye, to her 
husbande Geffrey Plantagenet« But yet, after this, Robert, erle of 
GlQucester, and the erle of Chester, were so stronge of people, that the 
;.kynge was nat abyli to venquysshe them, and dyuers and many con- 
flyctes was by twene them ; and yet, at a batell at Wylton bytwene BaieU ai 
them, the kynge lost the fylde, and was lyke to haue ben takyn, but ' 
yet he escaped. In this pasty me dyed Greffrey Plantagenet, and 
Henry, his eldyst sonne, was made duke of Angeo and Normandye. 

^ Tt was not long after but that Eustase, sonne to kynge Steayn, 
with helpe of the Frenche kynge, made warre vpon this duke Henry, Duke Hen. 
in Normandye, but he preuayled nat. Sone after this, duke Henry "^ 
came from Normandye, and, with a great armye, entred into Eng* 
lande, and wanne the caste]l of Maluysburye, and dyd mocheharme 
to the kynge; and, at the last, came into London, and wanne the 
Tow re, more by polecye and fayre promyse than by strength; and 
after wanne Walyngforde, and many other stronge holdes, that the 
kynge had so moche warre, that he wyst nat whether to go. But the 
kynge caused Theobalde, archebysshop of Caunterburye, to make 
meanes to the duke for a peace; whiche, at the last, was concluded 
about thfe feest of Epy phanye. Some say it was agreed that Steuyn 
shulde be kynge the terme of his lyfe, and the duke heyr apparent, 
and to be kyng after his dethe ; and some storyes say that the lande 
was deuyded bytwene them. Buthowe so euer peace was concluded, 
trewth it is, that kynge Steuyn dyed, as men sayde, for thought and 
care, in the .xxv. day of Octobre nexte folowynge, the yere of Chryst 
.M.C.liiii. for he was in warre and trouble, and great vexacyon, all the 
terme of his lyfe; and he is buryed at Feuersham. 
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(t0J&^ the Seconde, and son to Geffrey PlaiiiaT 
genet, erie of Angeo,- and Maude the empresse, 
was crowned kyng the .ix. day of Deceml>er, the 
yere of Chryst .M.Cliiii. . This Henry was for- 
tunate in his begynnynge* and vnfortuuate in 
his ende, for. fyrst he put downe all the newc 
castellea that were Iohgyfageto_the prowne,whicho 
kynge Steiiyn. before tyipe had geuyn t» dyuers men, and fortefyed 
theni against Maude, the empresse. He put voder his owne do- 
miiiyoii tlie kyrigdome of Wales, and there let fall downe many great 
woddis, and made bye wayes^ He wanne Irelande by strength. 1 1 c 
subdued Wyllyam, kynge of Scotlande, whiche at that tyme hylde a 
great parte of Norttiumherlade vnto Newe Casteil vpon Tyne, and 
iDyned SCotliinde tohisoWiic kyngdome, from the southe occean to the 
nofthe yles of Orkeys, and made all these landes as vader oae pryn- 
cipate. He had in his rule, Normadye, Gascoyn, Guyon, Angeo,. 
and Chynon, atid made subiecte to hym Alueme ;. and, by the tytle 
of his wyfe, Elynor,' doughter to the erle of Petowe, he optayued J 
MouteS Pyranye, in Spayne, that we rede of none of his progeny- 
tours that had so, many contreys vnder his dominyon. About the 
.vi. yere of his reyne, he wanne the citye of 'I'olowys. 

||[ Also, for dyuers actes that the kynge procured to be made Saynt Tho- 
agayne the lybertesf of the churche, there fell a great debate betwene Ciuour- 
hym and Thomas, then archebysshop of Caunterbury, that the '""'"''*^"* 
bysshope fled vnta Rome. But after, whan Thomas came agayne to 
Caunterbury, .iiii. of | kynges knyghtes, because the kyng beyng in 
Normadye, they hanle f kyng say these wordes, If he had any men 
about hym> he had ben a venged vpon f traytour longe or that tyme. 
Hierforc these kDyghtes came fro the kynge, beynge in Normandye,

and slewe this Thomas in the cathederall churche in Caunterbury, at 
Saynt Bennettes auter: whiche Thomas is nowe> by the churche, ca- 
nonysed for a holy Saynt, and dyucrs myracles auctorysed by the 
churche that God hathe shewed for hym. This kynge Henry let 
crowne Henry, his eldyst sonne, kynge of Englande, and went hym- 
selfe into Nonnandye ; but his son Henry dyed before his father, imd 
therfore he is nat accounted in the nobre of the kynges of Englande. 
This Henry, his son^ and his .ii. bretheme, John and Rycharde, made 
warre agaynst theyr father. Some say the cause of the warre was 
because the kynge imprisoned Elynor, his wyfe, whiche was kept in 
prison tyll the kynge dyed, and he kept the wenche Rosamonde. 
^ Also, about the .xl. yere of his reyne, Wyllyam, the kynge of 
Scottis, by the assent of all the lordes of Scotlade, dyd homage to 
kynge Henry, at Yorke, where f kynge Willyam granted by his let- 
ters patentes, that he, and his heyres and successours for euer, shulde 
do homage vnto the kyngis of Englande. 




This kynge Henry, in the later ende of his dayes, was neclygent 
to do his duetye to God and holy churche, and also neclygent in ex- 
ecutynge of his lawes ; and was warned oft tymes to amende these 
thynges, but he forced no suche monicyon, nor regarded no counsell ; 
and therfore in his later dayes all thynges went agaynst hym ; for 
fyrst, about the .xxx. yere of his reyne, he sent his son John into Ire- 
lande, whiche there dyd preuayle but lyttell; and in the nexte yere 
the kynge went thyder hym selfe, but fortune was to hym contrary, 
j he lost his trauayle. And, about the .xxxii. yere of his reyne, he 
lost Aluerne, agaynst the kynge of Fraunce; and the next yere 
after, he lost Butyrecan ; and the nexte after, he lost Cenomenea, 
Turyne, with many holdes to them belongynge; and in the next yere 
after, in the .vi. day of July, the yere Chryst .M.C.lxxxix. he dyed, 
and is buryed at Founteuerarde. 
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^<C9^K3^4^ ^^^ Fyrst, Sonne of kynge Henry 
the Seconde, was crovned' kyngc of Englande 
the viii. day of Septembre, the yere of Chryst 
.M.C.lxXxix. This kynge ordayned, in the citye 
of London, two baylyffes to be chosen ycrely, to 
gouerne the citye, whose names were 

Tire fyrst baylyffes Henry Tornehyll, 
of London, Rycharde Fitaryuer. 

^ Vpon the whiche day of his ooronatyon, because the Jewes pre- The lemi 
sumed further-than they ought, the people fell vpon them^ and droue'^*' 
them to theyr bouses, and robbed and spoyled tliem without pyte, 
and brent some of theyr houses^ that the kyng sent stray te comaunde- 
mcnt to cessethe ryot; but because the nombre of the trespassours 
Were so many, they escaped vnpunysshed. f In the begynnynge of 
his reyne, Wyllyam, kynge of Scottes, came to Caunterbury, and 
dyd homage to kynge Rycharde. This Rycharde toke vpoo hym to 
warre agaynst Chrystes enemyes, and made great preparacyon of 
money ; and therfore he gaue ouer Berwyfce and Rokysb<«owe to the 
kyng of Scottes, for .x.M. 1'. and soldo to the bysshoppe of Duriiam 
his owne prouynce, and made many bysshoppies and ryche preestes to 
pay great sommes of money. Also he had lycence of the pope to 
dyspence with them tliat had takyn vpon them the cro«se; wherby 
he raysed moche money,, and than commytted the rale of Engtande 
to his cbauncelottr, the bysshop of Ely; and than 'vent into Nor- 
mandye, and mette with Philyppe, kynge of Fraunce, at Turon, 
whiche had promysed the same voyage. In whiche metynge they 
deuysed assurance for the contynuance of theyr ioumey mto J holy T"'?^'"'* 
lande : that is to say, that kynge Rycharde shulde passe by the see, lid*. 
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Cnm^eljyoR. But some aay he 13 called Cure de Ljou because cf 
ItisboldeaessejuidihaFdjr^tQinake. Also John, the kyoges brother, by 
escys^rnge iof the fVenche kytige, herynge that the kyoge, his bro* 
tber, was in priflcm in Almayne, began to make warre within £ng- 
imde, Bnd toke dyuers castels of the .kinges, as Wyndesore, Notyng- 
liflin, and dy ners other. And tiiie Frenche kynge made warre in Nor- 
•madyie; irat the.baronsof Englande jresyBted so this John, the kynges 
brather, thatt he was fayne to departe to the kynge of Fraunce. 
After, whan kynge Rycharde came home into Englande, he called a 
fBanlymeBt, and set^the vealme in order, and exyled all the Jewes out 
of Einglande, saue oneJy ^ fewe, whiche remayned iji Norwyche; 
but flfter that, the Jeiwes were suffred to inhabyte agayne in dyuers 
pbkoes in 'Englande* And ithan after, he sayled into Normandye, 

where his brother John than was, and made sharpe warre agaynst th« 
Frenche kyng; but after, a truce and peace was taken betwene them 

for a certayne tyme ; and his brother John was then reconsyled to the 
kyng, whiche bothe to gyther returned into Englade. But after, 
when the day of truce was expyred, kyng Rycharde sayled agayne 
into Normandye, and made newe warre agayne vpon the Frenche 
kyng; in the whiche warre they sped dyuersly,for the Frenche kynge 
toke dyuers of his holdes in Normandye, and kynge Rycharde toke 
dyuers of his holdes in Fraunce; and many great conflyctes was be- 
twene them. But at the last, kynge Rycharde went to besege a cas- 
tell, called Castyll <3ayllarde, and, as he rode about the castell to 
Kyn^ aduyse it, one marked hym with a quarell, and smote hym in the 
Rycharde hede, wherof anone after he dyed, without yssue of his body, the .vi. 
day of Apryll, the yere of Chryst .M.C.xCix. and is buryed at 
Founteuerarde.

iD^^0j brother to the forenanied Richarde, was 
.crowned kynge the .xxvi. day of Julij, the yere of 
Chryst .M.C.xCix. Philyppe, the kynge of 
Fraunce, hylde a counsell in Cenoinenia, in Ma- 
turyn, and made one Artur»:sonne to Geffrey Plan- 
tagenet, neuewe to kynge Joban, duke of Bretayne, 
whiche incontynent enteryd the contrey of Angeo," and kynge Phi- 
lyppe entryd into Normandye, and toke raany holdes there. Kynge 
Johan, herynge therof, came into Normandye, to resyste kynge Phi- 
lyppe; but, by niediacyon of fryndes, a peace wasiuade betwene 
the tW:o kynges; and after tiiat, kynge Joban was deuoroed from his 
wyfe, which was dough ter to: the erle of Glocester, for nerenesse of 
blodc, and maryed in Fraunce, to laabell, doughter .to the erte of 
Engolesym. . . 

^ About the .iii. yere of kynge Johan his reyne, there were sene 
in the fynnanient .v. niones. Also, about the sametyme, at a parly- 
inent holdyn at Verdon, it was concluded f kynge John shulde 
appere at Parys, within .xv. dayes after Ester next folowynge, to 
answereto suche questyons as then shulde be layde agaynst hym, for 
the duchye of Normandye, and the contrey of Angeo. And because 
he appcred nat, nor none for hym, kynge Philyppe enteryd into Nor- 
mandye, aftd toke there dyuers holdes, and gauethe countye of Angeo 
to the forsayd Artur. And whan kynge John harde therof, he came 
from Englande. to Normandye, and there made warre, and toke the 
sayd Artur prisoner, and dyuers other, and returned shortely into 
Englande; but yet he wanne nat f contrey, as it was sayd. In the 
same yere folowynge was great stormes of wynde and rayne, and 
hayle as bygge as bennes egges, and speiytes sene in the eyre lyke . 
■^^ foules, berynge ffie in the^r bylles, whi(^e set dyuers houses a fyre. 



This kjng John than asked an ejde of the clergye of finglande^ for 
the optaynynge of Normandye, whicfae was lost ; whiche they denyed 
to gyae. . And also the pryour and couent of Caunterbury had cho- 
«yn one Steuyn Langton bysshop, agaynst the kynges wyll, whome 
ftepope eonfyrmed. Wherfore kynge Joban was iMt caolHBty asd 
dfout3 the pryour and dyuers of the couent out of the nalmt^ and 
commaunded that no letter nor commaundement of the pC(>e ttviUlit 
be receyued in Englande, nor wolde nat, at the popes reqfoatt^ fe^ 
TaryaiiM. eeyue that bysshoppe so chosyn. Wherfore suche niryaoficd lell be- 
Engfidein. twene the pope and the kynge, that the pope inteidyted tbekade; 
ie jud. ^jij^jjg gtode so interdyted .vii. yeres, tyll that kynge Johan was re- 
eonsyled.^ But as it is sayd, this interdytynge was nat so strayte but 
that chyldeme were chrystened in euery place^ and deuyne seruyce 
sayd in many houses of religyon and other places, by lycenee pur- 
efaased than and before, and people houselyd and anayled, except 
suche persons as were except by name in the bull. About this tyme, 
in Sussex, was taken a fysshe lyke a man, whiche was kept a lyue .vi. 
monthes after vpon lande, with rawe flesshe, but, by cause they coude 
haue no speche of it, they cast it into the see agayne. 

NormSdye ^ About the .vii. yere of kynge Johans reyne, the sayd Frenche 
kynge Philyppe wannc all the hole contrey of Normandye. Some 
auctours say that the Frenche kynge made all this warre agaynst kyng 
John, by excytynge of the pope for his contumacye agaynst the 
churche. 

Voyage in. ]|| About this tyme, the Irysshemen rebellyd; and than kynge 

* Johan, with a pusant armye, went into Irelande^ and shortely sub* 

dued them, and set the contrey in a rule, and there bylde many great 

townes and castels, and ordayned his lawes there to be kept, and xe- 

tumed agayne into Englande. 

m Sone after this, kynge Johan prepared a great boost, and sayled 
into Rochyll; and when the Frenche kynge harde therof, he prepared 
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another stronge hoost ; so that bothe the hoostes were within Ijtdl 
djstaunce to haue mette; but, by mediacyoa of fiyndes, the two 
kynges there toke a peace for .ii. yeres folowynge. Ako, aboiftt the 
.X. yere of kynge Johans reyne, the pope tent .ii. legates, Pandulfe 
and Durrant, to kynge Johan, that he shulde receyue Steuyii to his 
archebysshopiyke, and sent a newe commyssion, wherby the curse 
of iiiterdytynge (if the kynge wolde not agree therto) was newelj 
denounced. 

K Also he assoyled and acquyted all the lordes of Englande, 
spirituall and temporal!, of all homage and fealte that they ow^d to 
the kyng, to the intent that they shulde aryse agaynst hym ; but the 
kynge wolde nat be reconsyled. Wherfore the pope sent to the kynge 
of Fraunce, in remyssion of his sy nnes, that he shulde take with hym 
all the power that he myght, and go into Englande to distroy kynge 
Johan. IP Also about this tyme, the citezyns of London made 
suche sute to the kynge, that they optayned that the kynge graunted 
them, to chose of them selfe yerely a mayre and .ii. sheryffes, and 
the names of baylyffes clerely to be voyded ; whose names of the 
meyre and sheryffes were

m Also, in the .x. yere of kynge John, London brydge begon ta.be 
edefyed of stone, whiche before was of tymbre, and the monastery of 
Saynt Mary Oueres was begon for to be buylded. 

. K Also, about the .xi. yere of kynge Johans reyne, the kyng was 
in great feare lest he shulde lose his realme, end to be vtterly vndone 
hym selfe, wherfore in his mynde he was sore anoyed, and sent to the KyD« John 
pope and sayd he wolde be reconsyled ; wherfore the pope sent Pan- "^comykd 
dulfe agayne into Englande, with these artycles, that he shulde re« 
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teyue Steuyn to his archebyssbopryke/and restore to bym and to. all 
other all' pm)fyteft and firutes belongynge to them that he had wrong- 
fnlly taken; and that heshiilde yelde.vnto the popes handes the ty tie 
of his crowne, and to bolde it of the pope. To the wbiche thynges 
the'kynge graunted and iresygned his crowne to Pandulfe, and toke 
it agayne of bym to bolde it of the pope, and to pay yerely to the 
churche of Rome .M. markes of syluer; and after that receyued Ste- 
uyn, and suffred bym to inioy his archebysshopryke, and restored all 
suche profytes as he had from bym, and all other wrongfully taken. 
Ptter pens. Some wryters affyrme, that for this foresayd payment, the Peter, pens 
be payde at this day. 

m Also, about the .xiiii. yere of his reyne, kynge John fell at a 

great discencyon with hislordes. One cause of that varyance wos for 

that f the kynge wolde nat bolde f lawes of Saynt Edwarde, but 

wolde bolde no lawe, but do all thige at bis owne wyll, and dyd dis- 

inheryte many men without assent of his lordes, or of any other coun- 

sell ; and also wolde haue disinheryte the erle of Chester, because he 

rebuked bym of his wyckednesse, for that that he hylde his owne 

brothers wyfe, and lay by many other great lordes doughters, and 

spared no woman that bym lyked. Wherfore his lordes toke the 

citye of London ?ind hylde them there a certayne whyle. But, by 

ineanes of the archebysshoppe of Caunterbury and other prelates, 

the kynge and his lordes met besyde Stanys, at a place called Rumney 

Mede ; and there agrement was made, and a charter made thereupon, 

Magna Car. called Magna Carta; wbiche charter anone after the kynge brake, 

" "** ^' that newe varyance began betwene bym and his lordes agayne, f 

dyuers of the lordes sent vnto the kynge of Fraunce, that he shulde 

sende his son liCwys byther, and they wolde rendre vnto bym the 

Lew} I, son f^^nde ; which Lewys therupon came into Englande, and toke dyuers 

to the castels of the kynges by force, and after came to London, where the 

Frenche i i i i 

kjn^en- barous Tcccyued bym, and yelded to bym the Towre of London. 

Engiad.^ Kynge John beynge thus ouer set with this Lewys by the eyde of 

dyuers of his lordes, sent vntp the pope, shewynge theyr rebellynge; 
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whiche sent vnto hjm a legate called Swallo^ whiche> in the popes 
name, commaunded Lewys to returne into Fraunce^ and labored to 
haiie a peace betwene them ; but bis labour was in vayne. Wher* 
fore the kyng for fere fled towarde Lyncolne. But, sone after^ at 
Neiiwarke, he dyed of the flyx, the .xix. day of October, the yere of 
Chryst .M.CC.xvi. But some say that a monke poysoned hym at 
Swynestede, and he is buryed at Worcester.

TiMenpe. ^ Engknde* And als<v in the .uu^i. yere of thia kyage^ the ^TSfS^ 
roar de. seasjd the Tranches of London into his handes, for a iugemet gyuen 
by one Piers Alyn, the mayret and aldermen, agaynst a wedowe 
called Margarete Vyell ; which iugemet, as it was say^^ iras aflec 
foiide good; wherfore the citezyns inioyed agayne theyr ]ybertep«i 
About the .xxxv. yere of this kynge, the order of the fr^res Au^vif 

• * * 

tynes began in Englande, in a place in Wales called WodhOMi^i 
And about this tyme, the kyng maryed Margarete, his dought^t i^, 
Alexader, the kyng of Scottes, which Alexander dyd homage to J[; 
kynge at Yorke. This kynge Henry ofte tymes, for dyuers coplayntes: 
Liberies of Hiade agayust f mayres offycers of London, seasyd the lybertes qC 
Lodonseas. ^j^g citjo into his owne handes, and set other offycers to rule the citye,;^ 
but euer they were restored agayne. Also about this tyme, Ry-^i 
charde, the kynges brother, erle of Comewall, was electe kyng ojfi 
Almayne and kynge of Romayns, whiche toke shyppynge and went! 
thyder, and there was crowned in 5^ citye of Aquisgranu. About the 
.xU. yere of kyng Henryes rayne, a greuous byll of complaynt of the 
comynalte of London was put agaynst the mayre and aldermen, aiiid 
gouemours of the citye, for wronges and extorcyons done by them toi 
the comynalte, by settynge of taxes, and alterynge of tolles and cus« ^ 
tomes to theyr owne sioguler lucre; whiche byll was cast in tbc; 
kynges wardrobe ; whiche after came to the kynges handes, that .tlt0 
kynge sent downe his justyce, and other of his counsel], whiche dis-^ 
charged the mayre, sheryffes, and chamberlayne, and made inqui^ 
sicyoh of the truthe ; but the offenders, by theyr lerned counsell, }oi^. 
tyme defended them selfe, and delay de the tryall. And yetdyueii;i* 
places of syttynge were appoynted, as well in the Guylhalle.andaJb. 
the Eolkemote at Poules crosse, and in the Escheker, f kynges gf9fi» . 
there beynge present; where, in the ende, the mayre and alderimsor 
weje arrested and copelied to put in great suertyes; and, a|;.thel|wt^ 
they put them in the kynges mercy, and . made theyx end^f J^d«^ 
lastly, restored, agayne to\ theyr roumes, but nat without greatfyoe^ 
payeng^e. Also, about this tyme, there was ^ great decth, that whet^ : 
was worth •xxiiii.s. a quarter.. ..,, 






mH Abo about the .xliii. yere of this kynges reyne, the kynge, at a 
court' of Folkemote at Paulys, axed lycence of the comons of the 
eitye» accordyogoto the sayd ordynaunce, to passe the see; and so 
went vnto Burdeux ' and into France, and had great chere of the 
Frenelii kyoge Levyst and or that he came agayne he granted all his 
ryght that he had in Normahdye, Gascoyn, and Gnyon, to th^ said 
Lewys, and toke agayne Gnyon» Angeo, and Mayn, to holde of the 
Frenche kynge, and was called in Fraunce duke of Guy on, and dyd 
homage to the Frenche kynge therfore. Also, about the .xlv. yere* 
f barons of Englande, by force of . those forsayd ordynahces, toke 
ypon them to change the kynges justyce, and the kynges sheryfie, and 
dyuers other bffycers ^ the kyng had admytted, and put other in 
theyr places ; wherwith the kynge was nat content, and publysshed 
his bull of absblucion. Wherfore the barons assembled to gether in 
the marches of Wales, with a stroge power,' and sent a letter to the' 
kynge, pray^ge hym to obserue the said ordy nances wherto he was^ 
sworae; to wbdme the kynge sent no answere. Then the baroBfli xhe ^ront 
came ibrwarde with banners display de, and moche people resorted JJJ^^**'^"** 
to them ; and they jpiit in prison and punysshed all them that toke 
the cotrarye parte, and at the last came into London, for the citye 
toke ^ barons parte. But sone after, agrement was made betwene 
the kynge and his lordes, whiche contynued nat longe, for ^ kyng 
caused syr Edwarde, his eldyst son, to take the castell of Wyndesore 
by -a trayne ; and the kynge secretely departed from Weptmyster, 

and rode into the sayd castell, and many of the lordes that toke his

parte catne to hym. Aoid the barons and the other that toke their 
parte drewe to' LondbA ; but yet, by some well disposed persons, a 
Concorde was takyng thus, that bothe partes shulde abyde the iuge- 
ment of Lewys, the Frenche kynge, concemy nge the kepynffe of the 
sayd ordynances. Wherfore the kynge and syr Edwaide, l^s eldyst 
son;' went oner to the sayd Lewys; and, for the barons parte, there 
went syr Peter de Mountforde and other ; before whiche kynge 
Lewys the mater Was argued; but, in conclusiout kynger Lewys gaue 
sentence that the layd statutes and ordynances shulde b^ clerely 
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voyde, and the kynge set at lyberte. After whiche sentence gyuen, 
5^ kyng, and all the other, returned into London ; but the barons^ 
nat content with this sentence, (reputynge parcialyte in kynge 
Lewys J departed and went into the marches of. Wales, and>gath€red 
a great nombre of people, and came into London ; and than, because 
some varyaunce was betwene some of the rulers of the cityc and the 
comons, the comons made them two captaynes, callynge them cooib 
stables of the citye; at whose comaundement all tl^ comyns, by 
tolly nge of the great bell of Folles, shulde be redy inharnes to wayte 
vpon them. Whiche constables, with the comons, (by the exortynge 
of Hughe Spencer, constable of f Towre) went to Thystelworth, be- 
yonde Westmyster, and there spoyled the maner of the kynge of 
Romayns;, whiche dede was the great cause of the warre; for the 
kynge toke it greuously, and gathered great power, and, at the lasf^ 
came to the towne of Lewys, in Sussex; but the wardens of the fyue 
partes kept the see with shyppes, f no straungers shulde entre to 
ayde the kynge. And than the barons, with a great multytude of 
f citye of Lodon, and with a great boost of other people, came 
agaynst the kynge, betwene wbome^ the «xxiii. day of May was 
Thebaieii at fought a maruclous cruell battell, at Lewys ; and the Lodoners, that 
^^'' gaue the fyrst assent, by reason of the sharpe shot of arowes, and 
strokes gyuen by them of the kynges partes, bc^nto drawe backe. 

But the barons incurraged theyr men in suche wyse ^ they nat 
onely set vpon them with fresshe men, but incurraged sOfthem that 
gaue backe, ^ they turned agayne, and fought so fensly that the 
kynges parte gaue backe, and the kyng lost the fylde; where the 
kynghym selfe,: and the kyng of Romayns, and Edwarde, the kynges 
son, were takyn prisoners, and many others mo^ and .xx.M. men 
ilayne, f<Jr this battell cotyniied J^ more part of the day, Aifter 
whiche battelJendyd they brought their prisoners to London; where 
the kynge agreed, t ^ ^^ said ordynauces shulde stonde in effecte; 
and if any were thought vnresonable, to be correctyd by .iiii. noble 
men of tte i^alme, .s.ii* spirytuall men and ii* temperall men; 4bd 



many instruiiMntis and wrytjnges were made for the assurance of the 
tame* 
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f^ After 6tMj a great discencyon fell betwene f erle of Glocester 
and the erle of Leyceter^ whicbe were tw> of, the barons y were 
agaynst the kynge. . Wherfore^ sone afltCT,r syr Edwarde, the kynges 
son, departed' to th6 maicfaesoff Waies^ and adcdpiiyyed the erlie of 
Glocester and tl^ lordes of the manrdies, and assembled a great power 
and came to Glocester; Wherfore syr Sy mon, the erle of Leyceters 
son, by his fathers • comaundement, assembled -a great power and 
came to Wyncbes^ter^. and toke it by force; and after came to Kyi- . 

4ynfgworth ; where syr Edwarde, the kynges boo, mete them, and dyd Kyiiyng. 
disedforttliem ; aaA syr Syniion fled, and dyuers of his copanye were ^^'* ' 
takyn prisoners. But after that^ syr Symon Mounfordcy the erle of 
Leyceter hymselfey gatheryd a great, copanye and met with the 
:sayd syr iSdwarde 'at' Emdsham^ where betwene them was' fought a Battel at 
cruell battell, where syr Symon, the erle, was slayiie, and many other ^'****'^- 
that toke- the barons, parte-* i - And after, at a parlyndent holden at 
Wynchester, all the statutes andx)rdyilauces made at Oxenforde were 
vtterly adnuUed^ and .all bondes^ and Wrytynges made for the same 
were cancelled and brokyn. And ..after that, the kynge came to 
Wyiidsore, and iritendynge to haue dystroyed the citye of London; 
but the mayre and aldermen, and other of citezyns, put them into The ivbertes 
the kynges mereyc and grace at Wyndsore; whervpoh they were^„yj| 
omnytted^to prison^ and jput out of theyr offyCes, and the costable of 
the Towre made eustos of the citye. But after, they were restored 
and pardoned, and the citye payde to the kynge, for. a fyne, .xx.M^ 
nrnvkes. ' 
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:: .^:: After th», at a pftiiyament boldyn, at Northanaptonr many f 

' toke the barons parte were disinheryte; whiche therfore gathered 

thenl to gy ther^ and went tf>; the yle of Elye, and kept it ^ strength. 

' ; ^ AIsQ, Ai>o«t't|ie .1. yere lof bisTejjrne, he ordejaed the statuteil

In the seconde yere of 
this kynges reyne, the kynge went into Wal^s, and there subdued 
Lewcllyn, prynce of Wales, whiclie after f rebelled, and was sub- Le^^u^n 
dued agayne, and payde to the kyng a fyne of .l.M. markesi Also, P^°<* "^ 
in the .iii. yere.of this- kynges reyne, were made the statutes called 
Westmyster Priirier; where ben contayned goodly statutes, fyrst 
howe clerkes, indyted of felonye, shalbe delyuered to the ordynaryes, 
and of aactisej of pleesof laode, of atteydte^, and mahy other.gopdLy 
statutes. 

f In the .y'l. yere of this kynge, the chauncery, comyn place, and 
escheker, were remoued to Glocester, where dyuers statutes were 
madej but the courtes contynned there but for one tenne. And 
about this tyme there was a parlyament at London, for reformacyon 
of the kynges coyne, whiche was clypped and wassbed^^ythejewes; 
and almost liii.C. Jefres were cast tberfdre. And about the same 
tyme-began'the foundacyon of the house of the freres prechours, at 
Ludgate. 

Q In the .X. yere of this kynge, Lcwellyn prince of Wales, re- 
bellyd agayne ; and the kynge sent thytfaer tberles of Northumber- 
landei and Surrey, with many other knygfates. But Dauyd, brodier 
to Lewellyn, with a great power, met wi^ tfaeon nere to a place called g^. ,,, 
Htuardyne, where betwene them was a' great battell, whwe thewdci. 
S c 
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r: :/ ^Welchcmen' had the victorye, and the eries fled, and many of the 
£ngly|B6beGDen slayne and taken. But the next yere after, f kyng 
seBt/thy^hfer a more power, to besege f castell of Snowden ; but many 
of thfenglysshemen were drowned, beynge vpon a brydge made of 
barges and plankes; but after that, they pursued so the Welchemeui 
that Lewellyn, and Dauyd, his brother, fledde ; but after, Lewcllyii 
was takyn by syr Edmonde Mortymer, whiche smote of bis heed aild 
sent it to the kynge ; and after, by dome of all the lordeg, he end his 
heyres were disinheryte for euer. And after that, Dauyd, bis bro- 
ther, was taken, and after drawne, hanged, and quarterde. And 
after, the kynge set Walys in an order, and ordayned shyres and 
sheryffes, and other offycers, as be in Englande. 

ImSm^^ ^ Also, in the .xiii. yere of this kynge, the kynge seasyd the^ 

•eased. lybertes of London into his handes, because the may re toke brybes 

of the bakers, and suffred them to sell brede vnder the syse. 

^ Also in the same yere, in the contrey called f Sweterers, a 
woman was delyuerde of a chylde, whiche, from the nauyll upwarde, 
was .ii. complete bodyes, .s. two hedes and foure armes, and .ii. 
bodyes; and downewarde but .ii. legges, which, with theyr armcs, 
beclyppe eche others body. And another woman bare a chylde, 
whiche had a face lyke to a man, and all the body lyke a lyon, witU 
tayle and other fetures therto. Also about this tyme, the marn 
ehantes strangers, whiche longe before were wont to be lodged with 
£nglysshe hoostes whiche vttred theyr ware, had go te them bowses 
for the stowage of theyr wares, and solde by theyrowne weyghtes, to 
the disceyte of the people ; whiche were founde therwith, and taken 
and sent to the Towre of London, and sore prisoned, and theyr 
weyghtes brent, and payde therfore great fynes to the kj'Hge. 

1^ Also, in the .xy. yere of this kynge, the somer was so bote thai 
men dyed for heate. But the nexle yere ther€i were great stomies of

tynie of kyng Edwarde the .iiii. to .xLd. an ounce; and in the tyme 
of kynge Henry the .viii. to .iiis. viii.d. an ounce; but the. statt- 
^arde of the ounce was euer at one stynt, as is before rehersed in the 
•U. yere of kynge Henry the .iii. and as in the statute than made mote 
playnly appereth. 

^ About the .xvi. yere of this kynge, one Ryse Merydocke re- 
belled agaynst the kinges gardeyn of his castels in Wales ; but the 
kynge than beynge in Normandye, comaunded the erle of Come- 
walle, the kynges leue tenant in Englande, to arere an boost to sub- 
dewe this Ryse; and so he dyd, and went into Wales and toke this 
Ryse, and brought him to Yorke, where he was drawne, hanged, and 
quartred. 

^ In the .xviii. yere of this fcynge, dyuers of his justices were ac-The lages 
cused of dy uers^ offences, as syr Thomas Weylande, Adam Stretton, ^^^ 
and other; wherfore some of them were outlawed and lost theyr 
goodes, and some imprisoned, and some delyuered with payenge of 
great fynes. 

^ Also about this tyme, the woUe staple was ordayned to be kept 
at Sandewyche, and the Jewes were clerely banysshed Englande ; for 
the whiche the comons gaue to the kynge a fyftene parte of theyr 
goodes. Also, sone after this, by styrrynge of one Madocke, the 
Welchemen rebelled agayne; wherfore the kynge came with a great Weiciiem«u 
power, and wanne from them the lie of Anglesey, and bylded newe' 
the towne of Beumarys and f castell, andocut downe the wodd^ in 
the con trey, and repay red and fortefyed&k) tetoy castels that he coon 
peHed the WdcbenMn to leaue the?pliiAe3iiiail«r *of nuenvDire a«d . 
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«id|;vig0^. tiii^l^ej were copelled toikll:to tyll: the grounde, and to 
other occupacyons, and to lytie after the maner of Engl jsshemen ; 
80 that more and more the contrey grewe to rest and peace, and 
liJMookettfter was taken, drawne, and hanged. 

^ About the .xxiiii. yere of.this kyng, after the dethe of Alex- 
ander, kynge of Scottes, great varyance was amonge the Scottes, 
whether John BaylofFe, that had maryed kynge Alexanders eldyst 
^doughter,or Robert le Bruse, f maryed his .ii. doughter, or Hasty nge, 
f maryed his .iii. doughter, shulde be kynge ; but the Scottes put 
them all to kynge Edwardes iiigement; and the kynge and the Scottes 
ttiet all at Norham, where f kyng named and admytted syr John 
• Baylolle for kyng of Scottes, whiche in mediatly than dyd homage to 
-kynge Edwarde ; and yet, anone after this, Baylolle rebelled ;»wher- 
fore kynge Edwarde, with a great boost, layde sege to the towne of 
^** Berwyke; but the Scottes defended it so, and brent some of theyr 
shyppes, .that the Englysshemen gaue backe ; wherfore the Scottes of 
pryde made this ry me : 

What wenes kynge Edwarde, with his longe shankesy

But kynge Edwarde than, herynge of theyr pryde and scornefuU 
ryme, was moued greatly, and so incurraged his men, that fyrst they 
wanne the dyches, and after the bulwarkes, and, in the ende, wanne 
the towne by force, and slewe of the Scottes to the nombre of .xxv.M. 
and after sent a parte of bis boost to lay sege at Dunbarre; to 
Battel! in ^^^^^^ ^ great hoost of Scottes came to remoue the sege, and fought 
SeoUttde. with the Englyssheoieii a £||rl^ btittell, but the Englysshemen had tlie 
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victOTye^ and dewe of the Scottes .xx.M. And the EnglyssheineiEiii 
reproche of the Scotte»> made this ryme : ,*.::v.': rs.ita

And than BayloUe, kynge of Scottes, and many other lordes, dyd 
put them in the kynges grace, whiche than brought them to London ; 
and yet, after that, delyuered them agayne, takynge their othes vpoa 
the sacrament neuer to here armes agaynste kynge Edwarde; add 
than they were delyuered. And so» after that, Baylolle went ouer 
into Fraunce, and neuer came agayne. Whyle f kynge was thus 06- 
cupyed in Scotlande, the Englysshemen sustayned many hurtes in 
Gascoyn and Guy an, for the erle of Artoys skyrmysshed ofte tymes 
with the Englysshemen, and at the last toke syr John Saynt Jofaii^ 
syr Willyam Mortymer, and dyuers other prisoners, whiche were 
conueyed to Fraunce, to dyuers prisons. 

^ Also about this tyme the cytezens of London were restored to 
theyr lybertes, whiche in some parte had ben kept from them by the 
space of .xii. yeres ; so that, in stede of mayrea^ there were custo- 
dy es, or gardayns, whiche was because they mysordered the justyce 
of the citye ; but for this restory nge they payde .iii^M. markes. 

^ In the .xxvi. yere, kynge Edwarde went ouer into Flaunders, to 
ayde Guy, erle of Flaunders, agaynst the Frenche kynge. And the 
Frenche kynge drewe towarde the kynge; but, by mediacyon of 
fryndes, at ^ last a peace was made betwene them all. But in this 
whyle, the Scottes herynge of the warre in Flaunders, because theyr 
kynge was fled into France, made them a newe kynge, called Walys, WaijtQf 
and rose agayne, and entred into Northumberlade : but the kyoge ^^*^*^^' 
sent his letters to the lordes of Englande, whiche, by his comaunde* 
ment, gathered a great power and wi^t into Scotlande, where he- 
twene them was &kynnyssb^8, ain^^jq^fti^ fjiijgij'sshemen sjajne i^or :'•--- 
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4be6cQUar<ftQpl} theyr hbldes, and woldeinatibome^ao pl«jde fylde. 
Bat/thentexteyere after, kyng Ed warde 'gathered a. great poirert^pd 
wiintbj^ selfe into Scotlade, where the Scottes» with a great hoost. 
Battel at iiie{|:]iivMiM^ plaoe Called Fankyrke ; where betwene theibwas fought 
Fakyrke. |^fl,traelj4hattell ; but in the ende, the £nglj8sheoien had the victorye, 
and slewe of the Scottes to 5" nombre of .xxxii.M. and but fewe of 
the; Englyssheinen. But yet, the nexte yere after, the kynge layde 
aege to the castell of Estreuelyn, where, at the last, the Scottes that 
were therin yelded the castell, and sware them selfes to the kynges 
alegeaunce ; and Walys, herynge therof, fledde into the mareyses for 
hift suerte, for feare of the kynges hooet, and kept hym so longe tyme 
that all the comons of Scotlande presented them selfe to the kynge 
by great company es, and put them into the kynges grace, and the 
rulers and offycers of cityes, townesi boroughes, were swome to 
kynge Edwarde. 

^ Sone after this, kynge Edwarde returned into Englande, where 
many complay ntes were made to hym of his offycers, as of mayres, 
sheryfies, baylyffes, exchetours, and dyuers other, Wherfore he or- 
dayned his justyce to make inquisicyons therof: whiche after was 
TroibastoD. called Trolbaston ; where, by forfeytours and fynes, the kynge re- 
couered innumerable treasour agaynst suche offenders, and fylled his 
cofers agayne. Neuerthelesse, this kynge dyd great good within the 
realme of Englande, for those offenders were well chastyced, and 
were moche more meker and better, and the pore comons lyued in 
moche more rest and peace. 

^ Also about this tyme, syr Edwarde, the kynges eldest sonne, 
irorysoDed by the wauton counsell of Piers Ganeston, brake the bysshop of 
hiseWist' Chesters parke, and ryottuously distroyed his game; wherfore the 

kynge imprysoned his sonne, and -other that were with hym, and after 

banysshed the sayde Piers out of Englande. 

H Also, about the .xxxiii. yere of kynge Edwarde, Walys^ the 



Scbtte, was taken and brought to London, and drawne, haogedy and 
quartred. And anone after that, the bysshoppe of Saynt Andteweli 
Robert le Bruse, syr Symon Frysell, erle of Dumber, iypl John 
Cambres, erle of Atlas, and syr John Comyn, with many other, came ^^ iV) 
to Westmyster by theyr voluntarye wylles, and were swome to be 
trewe to kynge Edwarde, and to kepe Scotlande to his vse. But 
sone after that, Robert le Bruse, contrarye to his othe, gate a dis* 
pensacyon for his othe, of pope Clement the .v. and toke vpon hym 
to be kynge of Scotlande, and slewe syr John Comyn, and his brother, 
that counselled hym to the contrarye. And sone after, kynge Ed*« 
warde came into Scotlande agayne, with a stronge power; and Robert 
le Bruse met hym, with a great nombre, at a playne nyghe Saynt 
Johans towne, where there was fought a cruell battell, but the Scottes Bateii in 
were discomfyt, and .vii. thousande Scottes there slayne ; and there 
were dyuers bysshoppes and abbottes taken, and dyuers other tem- 
porall lordes. And Robert le Bruse fled vnto the kynge of Norwey, 
and kynge Edwarde sent the bysshoppes and abbottes that were taken 
in the fylde to the pope, and sent the temperall lordes, and other of 
the, Scottes that were takyn, vnto London, where they were put to 
dethe. 

^ Also, in the •xxxv, yere of kynge Edwarde, as he returned to- 
warde Englade, he fell sycke ; wherfore he sware his lordes to be 
trewe to Edwarde, his eldyst son ; and also charged his sayd son, 
vpon his blessynge, that he shulde neuer suffer Piers of Ganeston to 
retume into Englande, and sware his lordes to stycke to the same ; 
and the kynges son and they all graunted therto, and in f .vii. day of 
Julii, in the yere of Chryst .M.CCC.vii. he dyed, and is buryed at 
Westmyster. 
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^{)BA)S9C> the scconde of that name, and 
son to Edwardb the F^rst, borne at Carnaru^n, 
was crovned kynge the .xxiiii. day of. February, 
the yere of Chryst .M.CCC.vii. after- the count- 
ynge of Englande. This kynge was fayre, stronge 
of body, but vnstydfast of condicyons; for he 
refused the company of his lordes and wyse men^, 
and haunted the company of vyle persons, and gaue hym to great 
drynkyng, ■ and lygblly wolde dis.couer tbynges' of grtot counsell, 
whiche turned hym after to great hurt^y and tlie realine to great vn- 
quietnesse. This kyAge, as sone as his iather was biiryed, s«it for 
Piers of Ganeston, his olde oompyre, and aduaunced.hyra. to great 
honour,' contrary to the promyse that he made . to his father. . ' This 
kynge, in the seconde yere of his reyne, wentouer into Frarfnce, and 
maryed Isabelt, doughter.to Philyppe le Belle, kynge of Frauncc, 
and after with her returned into Englande. This kynge, -for the dis- 
pleasure done before to hym by.^ byssfaopp of Chester, put the sayd 
byssliop in -the Towre, in strayte prison ; but the lordes .whiche ^ 
kynges father, in his dethbede, sware to be trewe to his son, came to 
the kynge, and spake so to the kynge that, contrary to the kynges 
mynde, this Piters was banyashed into Irelande; but the kynge se-Pienof 
cretely comforted hym with great gyftes, and made hym chefe ruler exyw?" 
of the contrey. But after that, for the auoydynge of grudge betwene 
J kynge and the lor^, the sayd Piers was suffered to come into 
Englande agayne, and had the rule of all the kynges iewels, and. 
spende and wasted moche of the kyhges treasure, that shortely after, 
by J^ lalwur of the lordes, he was exyled agayne into Flaundera, tu 
the kynges displeasure.

. ^ About the .vi* yere of this kynge, Robert le Bruse, herynge 
the dyuisyon betwene the: kynge and bis lordes, came agayoe into 
Scotlande, and there was adiny tted as kynge : wherfore kyng £d^ 
warde prepared a great armye, and went into Scotlade; agaynst 
whome came Robert le Bruse with a great power of Scottes, and 
they met at a place nygbe a ryuer called Bannokisbonie, where was 
/ought a great batell, butthe Englysshemen lost the fylde, and many 
of the lordes ctnd great men of Englande were slayne and taken, and 
the kynge, with a fewe of his boost fled, and escaped with great daun« 
ger into Berwyke ; wherfore the Scottes were so inflamed with suche 
pryde, that they made this ryme :

^ In the .ix. yere of kynge Edwarde, Robert le Bruse, kynge of 
Scottes, gatte Berwyke, which was by treason, as the fame went. 
And the nexte yere after/ i<xl)e Scottes entred .Nortlmberlande, and 
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brent and slewejAftD^.tnomaOt and chylde, and the oontiB|rr [ therbf 
greatly^ hurte. And jet tO'tliis myscbefe was iojned ai^hdf , bbat 
vytell artdcorhe was to scanty that the people wece fayoertoieitftrhjcM 
flessbe and ^dc^ges flesshe, and some stale chylderne iBtnd ete'^them; 
and many/ for defaute of vytelU dyed. And after iosued great pe«- 
ty lence and mortaly te, that the people of Englide wondersLy decayde. 
Yet these monicyons mended nat the kynge of his yuell lyuyngfe.

H Also, about the .xi. yere of his reyne, he assembled a greajt 
boost of the Southe and £est partes of Englande, and came and be«- 
seged Berwyke. Wherfore the Scottes gathered a great company, 
and came into Englande another way, into the marches of Yorkc 
Ahyre, and there slewe moche people. Wherfore the archebyssbop of 
Yorke, and other abbottes, pryours, clerkes, withe , husbapdemen^ 
assembled a great companye, and gaue them battell at a place called Battel of 
Mytton, where the Englysshemen were discomfyte, and many of ^^^^' 
them slayne, but the archebyssbop, and the abbot of Selby, and 
dyuers other there escaped. Bui because there were so many spirit 
tuall men there slayne, it was called therfore the whyte battell. And 
whan kynge Edwarde harde therof, because it was nyghe wynter he 
brake up his sege, and returned into Yorke. Abo about this tyme 
there was nothj-nge done but by the aduyse of Hughe Spencer the 
father, and Hughe Spencer the son ; and the comons had them in as 
great hateryd as they had Piers of Ganeston before.

^ Also in the .xii. yere of this kynge, two legates, whiche came 
from Rome, made great labour to conclude a peace betwene the kynge 
of Engladc and the Scottes; but that auayled nat; wherfore kynge 
Ed^varde gatte a curse of pope John, to accurse Robert le Bruse, 
and all other that toke his parte, that had hurte the reame of Eng- 
lande, and that to stande in strength tyll they had recopensed for all 
harmes done to Englande ; but it auayled nothynge, but put Englai)de 
to great cost for the optayny nge therof. Al^o, when the barons of Eng^r 
lade sawe this mysterye, that y Spencerai?mysgouerned all the realmc.

they asseD)ble4 them to gether, and made a request to the kyng, that 
he shulderemoue the Spencers from his person; wherfore there was a 
parly mcnt called at Lodon, and the barons came thyder with a great 
company, in lakettes of yelowe and grene, and a bande of whyte cast 
ouerthwarte; and therfore it was called the parlymenl of whyte 
bandes. At whiche parlyment bothe the Spencers were banysshed 
the lande for terme of theyr lyues; and they toke shyppynge at 
Doner, and so voyded the lande. But it was nat longe after but the 
kynge, contrarye to that ordynance made in the parlyment, sent for 
these Spencers agayne, and set them in hyghe auctorite, and ruled aN 
thynge after theyr sensual! appetytes, nothynge regardynge justyce 
nor the comen welthe ; wherfore the barons, intendyng agayne to re» 
forme these myschefe, assembled their powers ; but the k^'ng made 
so hasty spede, and gathered his people so sone, and was stroger 
than they, and pursued them so in dyuers places, that the barons euer 
fled ; that, in the ende, Thomas, erle of Lacaster, was taken by one 
Andrewe of Harkeley, (whome the kynge sent >V a great power,) at f 
battell of Borough brygge, where many other of the barons were slayne 
and taken. And after that» the sayd erle of Lancaster, and dyuers 
other of the barons and knyghtes, were put to dethe. And after that, 
the kynges power and the Spencers powers greatly increasyd, and the 
barons powers decayde by the space of .v. yere contenuynge; in 
whiche ty me, one Robert Baldocke, whiche was a manof euyll fame, 
was chaunceler of Englande ; by whose meanes the kynge gatheryd 
many forfettes and fynes of his people, contrary to good order of 
justyce.

^ In the .XV. yere of this kynge, one Edwarde le Bruse, brother td 
the kynge of Scottes, with a great power^ entred into Irelande^ in« 
tendynge to haue wonne that lande; but the people of Irelande 
quytte them so well, that they venquysshed the Scottes, and slewe 
Edwarde le Bruse, and many of the nobles of Scotlande, and niany 
other, and droue the resydeif Cr^t of the contrey. 



tft Abo, the .xvi. yere, the kynge prepared a meruaylous great 
armye, as some wry ters reporte, to the nombre of ,C.M . attd inuade^ 
Scotlande. But the Scottes, for fere of the great multytude, drewe 
them to moutaynes and other places, f the Englysshe hoost preuayled 
lyttell agaynst them ; wherfore the kynge returned agayne into Eng- 
lande, because many of his people there perysshed for lacke of vytell. 
Wherfore syr James Dudglas, with a great nombre of Scottes, foFo wed 
and met with the kynge at a place called Leylande, in Northumber- f^?l^ 
lande, where was betwene them a great battell, but the Englysshe- 
men lost the fylde, and the kynge fled, and escaped with great daun- 
ger. In whiche battell the erle of Rychemonde was taken prisoner, 
and many men slayne, and dyuers other men taken> and the kynges 
treasure and his ordynauce was takyii and conueyed into Scotlande. 
But this fylde was loste by the treason of the sayd Andrewe of Harke- 
ley, whome ^ kynge had made erle of Carlyll ; whiche had a great 
nombre of people, and comynge to the ayde of J' kynge, tokese- 
cretely a great some of money of the sayd Dudglas, and so betrayed 
the kynge, and came nat at the fyldc^ ; whiche was cause f the kynge 
lost the fylde; for the whiche dede the sayd Andrewe was after 
drawne, hanged, and quartered. About this tyme, warre began 
agayne betwene the Frenchemen and the Englysshemen and Gas«- 
cons, in Guyan; for the pacifyenge of whiche warre, kyng Edwarde 
sent ouer the quene, his wyfe, to her brother, the Frenche kynge ; ^^rweotiio 
and whyle she was there, Edwarde, f kynges eldyst son, beynge Frauncc 
•xiiii. yere of age, asked leaue of his father to go into France to his 
mother, and to se his tqcIc, Philyppe le Belle, kyng of Fraunce ; and 
had leaue, and departed. And because kynge Edwarde had denyed 
to do homage to the kynge of France for the duchye of Guyan, the 
sayd kynge Philyppe there made Edwarde, the kynge of Englande his 
eldyst son^ duke of Guyan ; wherwith kynge Edwarde was nat con- 
tent, and dyd exyle bothe the quene and his sayd son out of Eng«- 
lande, by the counsell of the Spencers, and of syr Robert Baldocke, 
his chaucelloun Wherfore the kynge made opyn proclamacyons, 
that yf the quene and her son came nat into Englande by a certayne 
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day, that they shulde be take as ennemyes to the kyoge ; before the 
whiche day they c^me nat, ^erfore the kynge seased all the quenes 
landes, and his sons landes, and toke the hole profyte therof. And 
after, the kynge siftnt suche worde and ihretenynges to the kynge of 
Fraunce, that he was cooipelled to auoyde the quene out of Fraunce } 
wherfore she and her son went to the erie of Heynaude ; where Ed« 
warde, her son, was shortly after coptraete to Philyppe, f sayd erle* 
doughter. And whan this was knowneti, dyuers men of name of Eng^ 
lade came ouer to the quene ; and sone after the crle of Henaude 
prepared .v.C. men of armes ; of the whiche, one syr John of He- 
naude, theerles brothert was captayne; and sent them ouer with the 

Y quene qucue and her son into Englande ; whiche landed besyde Harwiche, 

^ in Sufiblke ; to whome a great nombre of people anone resorted to 

her ayde. And than she came with great spede towarde London, 
where the kynge at that tyme was ; whiche herynge therof, for fere fled 
towarde Walys, with a small companye, and lefte the bysshop of 
Excester behynde hym, to goueme London. And than the quene 
sent a letter to the mayre and comynalte of London ; whiche letter 
was tacked vpon the crosse in Chepe, and dyuers copyes therof set vp 
in dyuers other places. Wherfore this bysshop of Excester sent to 
the mayre, to haue the keys of the eitye, and spake to hym so sharpe 
wordes, that they fell at suche a varyance that the comons of the citye 
in a rage toke the sayd bysshoppe, and brought hym to the standarde 
in Chepe, and smote of his hede, and two of his seruantes hedes, and 
a cyteners hede called Marshall, that was syr Hughe Spencei*s spye. 
Than the kynge went to Brystowe, and ordayned syr Hughe Spencer 
the father, there to kepe castell and the towne ; and the kynge, with 
Hughe Spencer the son, and syr Robert Baidocke, his chauncelour, 
and the erle of Arondell, went into Walys. And the quene sent the 
erle of Kent and syr John of Heynaude after them, with a great com-^ 
panye ; whiche so pursued them, that fyrst they toke Hughe Spencei^ 
the father, at Brystowe, and after pursued the kynge into Walys, and 

^^rde^^* there toke the kynge, and sent hym to the castell of Kenelworthe; 

takjTo. and toke Hugh^ Spencer thi^ son,^ and syr Robert Baldocke, and the 
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erle of Arondell, and brought them all to the towne of Herforde* 
And anone after, syr Hugh Spencer the father, and Hughe Spencer the Sp«ncen 
Sonne, were drawne, hanged, and quartered, and syr Johbof AnindQll ''^'^*^^* 
was beheded, and syr Robert Baldocke put in Newgsfte, in London, 
and there shortly after dyed anionge the theues. And anone after, at 
a parlement holden atWestmyster, the .xxv. day of Januani, the y ere The kjng 
of Chryst .M.CCCxxvi. the kynge was deposyd of hb kyngly dignyte, ^i'^^*^' 
and he is buryed at Gloucester. 
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meanes and treason the Seottes scaped at Stanhope ; and another was, 
that he caused the forsay de indenture of Ragman to be dely uered to 
the Seottes, wherby they were relessed of theyr homage, and caused 
Dauyd, kynge of Seottes, son to Robert le Bruse, to mary Jone, 
syster to kynge Edwarde; another was, that he hud gotten the kynges 
treasure in his owne handes and wasted it ; another was, that be had 
broken the ordynance made at the coronabyon,! that .xii. lordes 
shulde haue had the rule of the kynge; and that without them there 
shulde no thynge be done; and that nat withstanclynge, he with the 
olde queue ruled all hym selfe, to the great hurte of the- realme ; 
another, that he had caused Edwarde, the kynges father, to be con- 
ueyed from Kyllyngworth to the castell of Barkeley ; and after, by 
a letter deuysed by hym selfe, in the kynges name, and sent to the 
keper, caused hym to be murdred. As touchy nge the dethe of this 
£dwarde of Camaruan, late before kyng, it is sayd ;^;that syr Roger 
TiiedeUie Mortymer had sent the sayd letter to thekepers, they caused a great 
EdwwSe table to be layde vpon his bellye, beynge a slepe in his bedde, and 
^* •"• pressed it downe with great weyghtes. And afterwarde, they toke 
an home and put it into his foundament, and toke a spytte^* bote 
brennynge, and put it thoiDwe the borne into his body, and so cruelly 
murdred hym. 

' fl About the .iiii. yere, one Edwarde Baylolle; son to ayr Johan 
* Baylolle, somtyme kynge of Seottes, with the eyde of .ii.M. En* 
glysshemen, by kynge Edwardes consent, entred into Scotlande, and 
claymed the crowne; agaynst whome a great boost of Sicottes came 
and gaue hym a fyers battell ; but Edwarde Baylolle had the vie- 
torye, and after was shortely crowned kynge of Scotlande. And 
after that, kynge Baylolle come to kynge Edwarde, at Newe castell 
vpon Tyne, and dyd to hym homage for the lande of Scotlande, and 
returned agayne into Scotlande. Butsone after, the Seottes rebelled 
agaynst Baylolle ; wherfore kynge Edwarde Baylolle sent vnto kynge 
Edwarde of Englande, requyrynge hym of helpe. And the kynge 
of Englande promysed to lielpe bym, and gathered a great boost, and 
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came totriarde the towne of Berwyke; fend thyder came kyoge Ed- 
warde Baylolle with hiscompanye; whicbe .ii. kynges beseged the 
towne a longe tyme ; but at last a great hoost of Scottes came to the 
rescuynge.of the towne, aboue the nobre of .h'l.M. and, at a place 
called Hallydone Hyll, besydea Berwyke, there was betwene these Battel at 
two hoostes fought a marueylous cruell battell, where the icynge of ^•*j^>'^^'* 
Englande had the Tictorye ; and there were slayne of the Scottes 
.viii. ^les and ;ix.C« knyghtes^ barons, and - baronettes, andjiii.C. 
esquyers, and aboue .xxx.M% of the comon people; and of the 
Englysshemen were slayne. but fe we persons. And on the morowe, 
the towne and castell of Berwyke Was y elded to kynge Edwarde, 
kynge of Englande. Than the kjpige of Englande be toke the guyd« 
ynge of Scotlande to Edwarde Baylolle, kynge of Scottes. Than 
Dauyd, Sonne of Robert le Bruse, beynge before kynge of Scottes, 
fled with his wyfe into JFraunce, to Phily.ppe de Valoys, there beynge 
kynge, whiche receyued them. - 



^ :About: the .vii.yere of kynge: jEdwarde, PhiL^^ kynge of 
Fraunce^ sent a crewe of Frencheroen to ayde the ky nges enemyes 
in Scotlande.; but kynge Edwarde of Englande went thyder and 
subduedrthemt 

|[ y^l^utrthe .xii. y ere of kynge. Edwarde, because he intended to 
make tytle toihe crowne of Fraunce,.by the tytle of Isabell, his*mother, * 
he went into Flaundersaad into Almayne, and there ioyned hym selfe

in a^yte with dyuers of the lordes,* and with many other townes in 
Flaunders; wherfore Philyppe, t^e kynge of Fraiice, supposynge 
that kynge :Edwarde woldehaue inuadedFraunce, that yere gathered 
a great strength^ of people, andilay at Amyas ; but kyng EdwardQ 
eutred nat that y ere. ThisPbilyppealso the same tyme had a great 
nauey vpon the see, and .xiii^ sayle^qf them met .with .v. Englysshe 
shyppes, betwene whome there was a great fyghtj but the Frenche- B^t^^n 
menihad the victoiye> and toke two great shyppes of Englande with^®'®®- 
great ryches, and iCaryedf them .with xheii^ into the Frenche stremys, 
and cast the men ouer the borde. 
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H^ In the .xiiii. yere of kjnge Edwarde, he returned intd £ng- 
lande, and called his parlyament at Westmyster, and there, by the 
aduyse of the hole realme, toke vpon hyin the tytle to be kynge of 
Fraunce, and ioyned the armes of Englande to the armes of Fraunce, 
and bare them quarterly, and asked an ayde towarde his charge ; that 
is to say, the .v. parte of euery mannes goodes, and the custome of 
wolles for .ii. yere to be payde before hande, the .ix. shefe of euery 
mannes corne ; whiche thynges were there graunted ; but or it was. 
gathered the people grudged sore, and therfore the kynge borowed 
before hande, of dyuers ryche men, great sommes of money, to be 
repay de of the money of the forsayde graunt, wherof the citye of 

London payde .xx.M. markes. »

Battel in ^ In the .xv. ycrc of his reyne^ as the kynge sayled towarde 
Siw^ * Flaunders, with a nauey of .CCC. sayle, the Frenche kynges nauey 
met them in the see, nyghe a place called Sleuse, with .iiii.C. sayle; 
betwene whiche there was a cruell fyght, that the lyke was neuer sene 
vpon the see ; but, in the ende, kynge Edwarde had.the victorye; and 
in that fyght there were slayne, as wryters testefye, .xxx.M. Frenche* 
men ; but the Frenche cronycle sayth there were .xxx.M. slayne vpon 
bothe partes. Sone after this, kynge Edwarde sent an armye, whiche 
entred into the borders of Fraunce, and layde sege to the towne of 
Tomey, and lay hym selfe, with a nother great boost, nygh to the 
same. And Philyppe, the kynge of Fraunce, came with a nother great 
boost, and lodged hym selfe within .iii. myles of kynge Edwarde. 
But sone after, by the treatyse of the countes of Henaude, mother to 
the queue of Englande, and syster to the Frenche kynge, a meane 
was made betwene the two kynges, for a truse and a peas ; and then, 
what by her intreatye, and also for that that the kynges receyuers had 
disapoynted hym of nooney, (whiche he loked for,) kynge Edwarde 
gaue up and lefte the sege, and returned into Englande. 

^ About the .xix. yere of this kynge, he made a solempne feest 
at Wyndesore, and a great justes and tumament, where he deuysed 
and perfyted substancyally the order of the knyghtes of the garter. 



Howe be it some aflferme that tliis order began fyrst by kynge Ry- 
charde Cure de Lyon, at the sege of f citye of Acres, wher in his 
great necessy te there were but .xxvi. knyghtes that fyrmely and surely 
abode by the kynge; wherfore he caused all thefn to were thonges of 
blewe leyther about theyr legges; and afterwarde they were called 
knyghtes of the blewe thonge.

^ In the .xxi. yere, kynge Edwarde, with .xi.C. sayles, great and 
smalle, sayled into Normandye, and there wanne dyuers townes and 
holdes, and costed towarde Roan. But Philyppe, kyng of Fraunce, 
had entred into Roan before, and brake vp the brydges, so that kynge 
Edwarde was fuyne to leaue that way, and costed towarde Parys, tyll 
he came to a place of the Frenche kynges called Sayn Germayns; 
and the Frenche kynge came as fast on the other syde towarde P^rys ; 
but euer the water of Seyne was betwcne them ; and so nygh they 
were ofte tymes, that the one boost myght see the other. But because 
the Frenche kynge had broken vp the brydges, the hoostes coude 
neuer mete. Wherfore the Englysshemen sayd that the Freqche 
kynge brake vp the brydges because he durst nat fyght with the 
Englysshe boost ; a»d the Frenchemen sayd that he brake vp the 
brydges to the intent that the Englysshemen shulde nat escape his 
dauhger. And whan kynge Edwarde sawe that he myght nat well 
come to Parys, for brekynge of the brydges, he returned agayne to a 
tpwne called Poysy; whiche towne before he had brent ; and there • 
than repayred the brydge that kynge Philyppe had broken. But in 
4be repayrynge therof, there came .ii.M. Frenchemen to let the sayd 
worke ; but the archers kept them so of, that many of them were 
slayne, and ^ worke was fynysshed. Than kjnge Edwarde entred 
the contrey of Pychardy ; and, at the last, came to the water of Some, 
and passed the water, and came to a forrest called Cressye. Where- 
fore kynge Philyppe, with a great boost, came thyther, and there 
fought with kynge Edwarde ia great, sliarpe, and a mortaJl battell, 
where kynge Edwarde had the victorye ; and kynge Philyppe, sore 
hujte, fled and escaped with great daunger, and many of the lordes 
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bt'the'Frenche parte were slayne ; that is to saj, the kynge of Beame, 
Bonne to^Henry the emperour^ the duke of Loreyn, the eric of Alau- 
sbnptlieieVle of Bloys, the eries of Flaunclers, Saucer^ and Harcourt, 
i!M? 'c' afadbf Fjrennys, and •viii. bysshoppes, and .xvii. other lordes of name; 
, and banerettes, knyghtes, and squyers, .xvi.C. ; that in that battell 
was sktyne the floure of all Fraunce, and of conions .viii.M. and aboue. 
This battell was vpon the saterday ; and on the monday nexte^ there 
appered to them a newe boost of Frenchcmen, and gaue them battell ; 
in whiche battell also kynge Edwarde had the victorye, and slewe 
moo of the Frenchenien that day than was slayne ^ saterday before. 
After this victorye, kynge Edwarde gaue thankes to God, and, within 
.iiii. dayes after, went to Caleys, and layde sege to that town*, 
whiche contynued from the fyrst day of Septembre to the .iii. day of 
August than nexte folowynge, and kept the see so surely that no 
vytell coude come vnto them. Than, in the later ende of July, kynge 
Philyppe came towardes Caleys, with a stronge power, to remoue the 
sege. And some wry ters say that he came too late, for the towne was 
yelden before he came. And some say, f when kynge Edwarde pre- 
pared to gyue bym battell, and a day appoynted betwene them to 
fyght, ^ kynge Philyppe cowardely in f nyght before departed, and 
returned agayne into Fraunce; and than they of Caleys, perceuyngc 
that, yelded vp the towne to kynge Edwarde. 
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^ Also, in this meane whyle that kynge Edwarde was occupyed 
in the warres in France, kyng Philyppe, because that Bayloll, kyng 
of Scottes, was than dede, sent Dauyd le Bruse, somtyme kynge of 
Scottes, into Scotlade, with a great armye of Frenchemen, whiche 
anone recouered the crowne ; whiche Dauyd, by the helpe of some 
lordes of Scotlande, entered into North umberlande, and spoyled the 
contrey without pyte. And than the archebysshoppe of Yorke, with 
dyuers other lordes and knyghtes, reysed a great people, and met 
with the Scottes besyde Durham, and gaue them a great battell, 
where the Englysshemen ^ad the victorye. In whiche battell, 
Dauyd le Bruse, 4;he kywlgA)(o£ Scottes, syr Willyam Duglas, and 



many "oth^ lordes of Scotladey were taken prisoners, and brought 
to the Towre of London ; whicbe Dauyd was afterwarde raunsomod 
at a .CM. markes. Also in the same meane whyle, one Chariea de 
Bloys beseged a castell in Guyan, called the Roche of Aryan, whiohe Batten at 
the Englyssbemen kept. But one Thomas Agorne, capteyne of the ^n^.^ ^^^ 
castell, issued out with his people, and gaue the Frenchemen battel!, 
and had the victory e; where many men of name of the Frenche parte 
were slayne, and the sayd Charles was taken prisoner and brought 
into Englande. 

4[[ Also, sone after this, there fell a great pestylence, nat onely in 
Frauce and Englande, but also in all other contreys, aswell in Chris^ 
tendome as in Hethenesse, that people dyed innumerable, and J.M. 
persons were buryed in the churche yarde of the Charterhouse, in 
London; and vpon that folowed great derthe and scarcyte of corne 
and vyttell. 

^ Also, in the .xxiiii. yere, a knyght of Burgoyne, that was great 
with the Frenche kynge, called Godfrey Clarney, profered a Januay 
that had the kepynge of f castell of Caleys vnder kynge Edwarde, 
a great some of money, to helpe to delyuer to f Frenche kynge the 
towne of Caleys ; whiche Januay sent secrete wordc therof to the 
kyng, and yet promysed this Godfrey to delyuer hym the towne ; 
whervpon kynge Edwarde came ouer secretly into Caleys, f fewe 
men within knewe therof. And, at the day of payment, this Januay 
receyued his money, and this syr Godfrey, with his people, came 
nyghe the towne, and came hym selfe ouer in a preuey brydge into f 
towne; and, as sone as he was ouer, the brydge was drawyn, and 
than the kynge came out with his sworde drawyn, and shewed hym skyrmyss^ie 
selfe, ^nd cryed * Saynt Edwarde and Saynt George.' And than *^ ^^^'^y*- 
the soudyars issued out at preuey posternes, and sodaynly set vpon 
the Frenchemen, and slewe many of them, to the nombre of .CCC. .1 
menof armes, and moo, and toke manyi prisoners. And than after, 
the kynge returned into Englande, and>siDronght this Godfrey, and 
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many other of the most noblest men of them that were taken pri- 
SonerS) with hym into Englande. And, in the ende of this yere, dyed 
Philyppe de Valoys, kynge of Fraunce, and kynge John succeded 
hym. 

, f|[ In the .XXV. yere, a noble man of Spayne, whome the Frenche 
kynge fauoured, came with a great nauey into the Englysshe stremes, 
and dyd great hurt ; wherfore kyng Edwarde gathered his nauey and 
met them in the see, vpon the cost of Wynchelsey ; betwene whome 
there was a great fyght, and moche people slayne vpon bothe partes ; 
but in the ende, kynge Edwarde had f victorye, and toke .xxii. 
of theyr shyppes, and many other prisoners. Also, in the .xxv. yere, 
the kynge stablysshed his coyne of golde and syluer, and ordayned 
that .iiii. sterlynge pens shulde make a grote, and .v. grotes shulde 
make an ounce, and .xii. ounce shulde make a pounde troy, and a 
noble of golde shulde go for halfe a marke, and .xl. pens for halfe a 
noble, and .xx.d. for a farthynge of golde, and .xii, of those far- 
thynges of golde dyd way an ounce. 

f|[ About the .xxvi. yere of this kynge, the castell of Guynes was 
yelden to the Englysshemen in Caleys ; and the same yere, syr Guy 
de Meale, marshall of France, gaue battell to the Englysshemen in 
Bryttayn, but the Frenche men lost all, and syr Guy, and dyuers 
other lordes of Frauce, were slayne there, and dyuers taken prisoners. 

4[[ In the .xxix. yere, prince Edwarde, the kinges eldyst sonne^ 

entred Gascoyne, with a great host, and spoyled the contrey. And 

in the same yere, king Edwarde landed at Caleys, with a great 

armye^ and after went into Fraunce. But anone, tythynges came 

to hym that the Scottes had wonne the towne of Berwyke, and 

had layde sege to the castell; wherfore kynge Edwarde returned 

Thekjng shortely, and went to Berwyke, and wanne the towne agayne^ and 

^cotto punysshed so the kynge of Scottes, that at the last he caused hym to 

soaer. submy ttc hym selfe as pFisoa€r> and vecey ued bis- power and ty tie ef 



the crowne of Scotlade into kynge Edwardes handes. Wherfone: ke 
returned, with the kyng of Scottes, into London. But the Frenchie- 
men say, y kynge Edwarde returned out of Fraunce for fearis of the 
Frenche kynge, whiche was comynge from Amyas with a great 
power, to haue fought with kynge Edwarde. 

^ Also about this season, tliat is ta say,^ in the .xxx. yere of kyng 
Edwarde, whyle that kynge Edwarde was occupyed at Berwyke, 
prince Edwarde had taken many ryche prisoners and pyllages in 
Gascoyne, and came to Burdeux without any battell ; and the duke 
of Lacaster, with the eyde of Philyppe, brotlier to the kynge of 
Nauerne, made warre in the contrey of Constantyne. 

^ Than kynge Johii of Fraunce, came with a great power towarde 
the duke; but he myght nat wynne vnto hym, for the passages were 
so fortefyed, therfore he made towarde prince Edwarde, and wanne 
dyuers castels by the way., 

^ This prince Edwarde was than at a place called heyre; tOBatteiiat 
whome there came a great armye of the nobles of Fraunce, and gaue ^y^' 
to hym a sharpe battell ; but prince Edwarde had the victorye, and 
slewe many of his enemyes, and toke many prisoners, and sent them 
to Burdeux, and went hymselfe towarde Towres. And in this meane 
whyle, the duke of Lancaster came from the castell of Lyseux^ 
whiche he had repayred, and returned to Bryttayn, and spoyled, 
brent, and toke many holdes by the way. And than kynge Johiiy 
holdynge his way, came to the citye of Towres, to fortefye it, and 
prince Edwarde toke his wey towarde Poyters, in whiche way he mette 
an boost of Frenchemen, and fought with them, and put them ta 
flyght, and slewe .C. of them, and toke .ix. prisoners, and sent .iiii. or 
.V. of the noble men of them vnto Burdeux ; and after that, loged 
hym selfe in a place nyghe Poyters. And after that, the Frenche 
kynge came with his boost, and lodged hym selfe nyghe vnto Poyters ; ^ 
so that f vawewardes of bothe hoo^tefoJu/y within halfe a myje o£ 
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#(tor. nAnd thui^ia the moraynget the duke of Athena^ hauyoge the 
.nde nf the Freoche kjmges Tawewardet set vpon f Englyssliei Iwast, 
which had so fensed them selfe with vroode and trees that the Freoche 
speres myght nat wynne to them, for the Englisshemen bete them so 
with arowes that tliey turned ouer bothe hors and man. And is;the 
same season, the duke of Normandye, kynge Johns son, whiche was 
leder of a nother hoost, assayled them vpon a nother parte ; but these 
aii. battels dyd lytell hurte to the Englysshemen, for they slewe so 
many by shotte of arowes, that these .iii. hoostes were discomfyt. 
Than kynge John, seynge this, comforted his people, and he hy m selfe, 
with a fresshe company, set vpon them agayne ; but the £nglysshe«^ 
men kept them so together, and fought so sore, that the Frenchemen 
gaue backe, whome the Englysshemen than fersly folowed, and slewe 
of them without pyte; where there was slayne the duke of Burgoyne, 
the duke of Athens, syr Johan Cleremount, marshali of Frauce, with 
many lordes, baronettes, knyghtes, and men of armes, to the nombre 
•xvii.C. and .iii.M. of other meane persons. And there was takea 
prisoners John, kynge of Frauce, Philyppe, his .iiii. sonne, the erle of 
Poeteowe, the erle of Ewe, the erle of Languyle, the erle of Tanker- 
vtyltj the archebysshoppe of Sens, the erles of Dampmatyne, Van^- 
dosme^ of Salysbruche, and of Moyson, and many other great Jordes 
baronettes, and knyghtes, and men of name, to the nombre of .xvi.C. 
And after this fylde, thus wonne, the prince returned with his pri* 
soners to Burdeux ; and sone after that, the prince, with his prisoners, 
toke shyppynge, and aryued in Englande, and brought them thorowe 
the citye of London into Westmyster^ where kynge Edwarde, sy ttynge 
in his estate in Westmyster Hall, receyued them with honour. After 
ff there was a solempme justyce in Smythfylde, where than were pre- 
sent f kynge of Englande, the Frenche kynge, and the kyng of 
Scottes, with many other noble estates, wherof the most parte of the 
straungers were prisoners. 



^ Also, in the .xxxtiL ]^toe ^ kynge Edwarde, syr Robert Knolles^ 
with other of his reteneWiiiHgdidayda of the kynges men of Naueme, 
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warred in Brettayne, and toke many castels and holdes^: and mfmy 
priaaners, and toke great somes of money for sauyng of towiiesy and \ -'! 
raunsomes of prisoners. r n ; w 






^ Also, in the .xxxiiii. yere, kynge Edwarde, with the prince, bis 
son, and the duke of Lancaster, say led ouer vnto Caleys, and so went 
to the contrey of Champayne; to whome dyuers lordes of the ducbye 
of Burgoyne came, and gaue the kynge .xxx.M. I'i. that he shulde do 
no hurt in that contrey. Wherfore he departed thens, and went to- 
warde Parys ; and his hoost lodged nyghe to Parys, redy to gyue bat- 
tell, but 5^ bysshoppe of Beaux, chauncellour of Normadye, with 
other, toke a day of truse to conclude a peace ; at whiche day, at a 
place within a myle of Charters, the duke of Lancaster, the erle of 
Warwyke and Northampton, appered for kynge Edwarde; and lor 
Charles, than eldyst son to kynge John, whiche before was made re- 
gent of Fraunce, there appered the sayd bysshoppe of Beaux^ and 
dyuers other lordes, whiche peace was thus concluded : that kynge 
Edwarde shulde haue all the landes that he than had in Gascoyn and 
Guyan, to hym and to his heyres, without doynge for them any 
homage ; and that kynge Edwarde shulde gyue vp all his tytle f he 
claymed to the crowne of Fraunce. And also that the Frenche The kjng 
kynge shulde pay for his raunsome .iii. millyons of scutes, whiche Jj[^nJ^m"d^ 
amount to .v.C.M. Fi. And also f kynge Edwarde shulde nat alye 
hym with the Flemynges, nor ayde them agaynst kynge John, nor his 
heyres, kynges of Fraunce. 

^ After whiche treatye, thus concluded, kynge Edwarde returned 
into Englande; and after, kynge Edwarde and kynge Johan, at 
Caleys, were bothe sworne to mayntuyne f sayd artycles. And than 
kynge Johan was delyuered and went into Fraunce, whiche was .iiii« 
yere after that he was taken. And kynge Edwarde had Johan, duke 
of Anion and Mayne, whiche was kynge Johans sonne, and Johan, 
diike of Aluerne, and .viii.. other erles^jdelyuered hym for hostagjtSii 
and he with them than returned intoiiEIi^huule^ 
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^ AlsO) after this, a companye of dyuers nacjons, called the 
coiiipany.on»» assembled them in the contrey of Champayn, wherof | 
captayuft weire Englysshemen ; agaynst whome the Frencbe kyng sent 
.iii. erl^ to subdewe them, with a great power with thetn; but the 
French^men were discomfyt, and one of the erles was slayne, and .ii. 
of them taken prisoners. And these companye cotynued .iiii. yeres, 
to the nombre of .Ix.M. And in the same tyme a lyke company 
»Kembled in Italye, whiche dyd moche hurt« 
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^ In the .xxxvii. yere of kynge Edwarde, kyng Johan of Fraunce 
came ouer agayne into Englande, of his free wyll, to sporte hym, and 
had great chere. But the nexte yere after, he feJl sycke at the 
Sauey, and there dyed, and then Charles, his son, was crowned kynge 
in Parys. And in the same yere, the kynge of Cypres and the kynge 
of Scottes came into Englande, to speke with kynge Edwarde. Also, 
sone after this, prince Edwarde sayled to Burdeux, and receyued 
poscessyon of Guyan, that his father had newely gyuen hym, and dyd 
homage therfore to his father. And in j same season there was a 
great battell in Brytteyn, fought betwene Charles de Bloys and syr 
Jphii Momforde, for the tytle of that dukedome ; but, by f ayde qf 
Englysshemen, %yr John Momforde had the victory, and Charles was 
slayne. And sone after that, Charles, than beynge kynge of Fraunce, 
toke an order, that the dukedome of Bryttayne shulde remayne to 
syr Johii Momforde, and his heyres for euer. 

4[[ Also, about the .xl. yere of kynge Edwarde, Piers, kynge of 
Castell, wasexpulsed, by the ayde of the Frenchemen, by Henry, his 
bastarde brother. But this Peter, by the ayde of prince Edwarde, 
fought with his brother Henry, and put hym to flyght, and slewe 
.v.M. of his men, and restored Peter to dyuers cityes and holdes 
whiche he before had lost. But after that, his brother Henry entred 
into Castell agayne, and in proces wan the contrey agayne, and tojke 
bis brother Peter, and behedqjd hyin. 




AIM9 about the .xlii. yere of kynge £dwardc, the edM-6f jAir- 
menake, of Dalbret^ and ofPerygot, with dyu^^ other lordet^. of 
Ouyan, appelled prince EUlwarde to Cbarles» the Frenchekynge, %hat 
prince Edwarde had broken f peace made betwene the •ii. -kinges, 
kynge £dwarde and kynge Johan ; and one great canie that they* 
layde agaynst prince Edwarde was, because he leueyed a fowage in 
Guy an, Agaynst f myndes of the lordes, where Uie contrey ought to 
be free. Where vpon kynge Charles sent his letters to prince Ed- Prfnce Ed- 
warde, comaundynge hym to appere at Parys, to answere there, moned/' 
Wherwith prince Edwarde was nat content, and sayde he wolde nat 
«ppere before hym, but with his basenet on his hede, and .\x. men of 
warre; and sayd he receyued his lande of his father, the kynge of 
Englande, and yf any mysorder were, it ought to be determyned 
before his father, in Englande. Whervpon newe debate and yary-* 
aunce began betwene these .ii. kynges, that kynge Edwarde sent ouer 
the dukfe of Lancaster, whiche landed at Caleys with a stronge 
power, and went to Tumey and Ayre, and wasted the contrey, and 
after went towarde Harflete, in Normandye ; and after from thens to 
the conti-ey of Poyteou. And the Frehche kynge sent the duke of 
Burgoyne and the duke of Barre into the sayd contreys, with a great 
power, whiche toke many holdes, and dyd great displeasure to the 
Englysshemen there. 

f[[ Also, about this tyme there was a great pestylence in Englande ; 
and after a great derthe, that whete was worthe .xl.d. a busshelL 



^ Also, after that,*^ syr Robert KnoUes, with the lorde Fitzwater sjr Robert 
and lorde Grauntson, and with a great company of soudyers, entred ^^^^^ 
Saynt Omers, and so to Aras, and so to Parys ; and whan they sawe 
that the Frenchemen wolde gyue them no battell, they returned to* 
warde Normadye, and so to the erledome of Angeo. But than 
vaiyance fell betwene syr Robert KnoUes and the lorde Fitzwater and 
lorde Grauntson ; wherfore syr Robert Knolles, with the floure of the 
archers, went into Brytten. And than the Frenche kynge sent the 
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marshall of Frauce, with a great power, agaynst the lorde Fitzwater 
and lorde Grauntson, and gaue vnto them a battel!, where the 
Englysshemen were discomfyt, and the lorde Grauntson was there 
taken, and .iii.C. Englysshemen slayne, and the rest takyn prisoners 
and put to flyght. 

^ Also, in the .xlv. yere of kynge Edwarde, the Frenche kyuge 
contynued hys warre so sore in Guyan, and many dyuers skyrmysshes 
were betwene the Frenchemen and the Englysshemen, but most 
comenly alway the Englysshemen were put to the wors, and many 
holdes and townes were taken from them, for the people of the con- 
trey fauoured nat the Englysshemen, because of f great taskes that 
prince Edwarde had gathered there of them, and the citye of Ly- 
moge, and other cityes rebelled agaynst prince Edwarde. Wher- 
fore prince Edwarde,. perceyuynge all this, and what for lacke of 
money, and what for syckenesse and malady es that he had, he de- 
parted into Englande, leauynge behynde hym the duke of Lancaster, 
and his brother, the erle of Cambryge, to rule Gascoyn ; but sone 
after that they came, into Englande. 

^ Also, in the .xlvi. yere of kynge Edwarde, the kynge sent the 
erle of Pembroke, with a great companye, to fortefye the towne of 
Rochell, but he was met in the see with a companye of Spanyardes, 
betwene whome there was a cruell fyght; but the Englysshemen were 
discomfyt, and f erle of Pembroke was there taken, with a .C.lx. mo 
prisoners, and the most parte of his men slayne and drowned, and 
many Englysshe shyppes taken. And sone after that, the towne of 
Rochell was yelden to the dukes of Burgoyne and Barry, to the 
Frenche kynges vse. 

^ Also, in the .xlvii. yere, the duke of Lancaster, syr John 
Gaunt, and Edmonde of Langley, his brother, landed . at Caleys 
with a great power, and so went forth to Dorlons and Corby, and 
passed the water of Somme and after passed the ryuer of Seyne, 
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and so vnto Bordeaux, and spoyled the contrey as they went, and 
were neuer fought with, saue onely at a skyrmysshe they lost .!• 
speres and .xx. archers, whiche straggled from theyr companye. 

m Also, in the .xlviii. yere, pope Gregory sent .ii. bysshoppes to 
intreatie for peace betwene the .ii. kynges, but no full peace coude be 
than concluded ; but yet they obteyned an abstynence of warre to a 
certayne day ; and after that they obteyned a longer day of absty- 
nence of warre. But al way in f season the Frenche kynge wan 
many townes and holdes, aswell in Guy an as in Brytten. 

^ Also, in the .1. yere of this kynge, there was suche syckenesse 
and mortalyte, aswell* in Italye as in Englande, that innumerable 
people dyed. . 

m Also, in the .Ii. yere of kynge Edwarde, he called his parlya- 
ment at Westmyster, and asked a subsidy e of his comons for the 
defence of his enemyes ; where vnto it was answered, that they myght 
no longer here suche charges ; and sayd forther, that they knewe that 
the kynge had ynoughe if it were well guyded. And forther, they 
complayned of dyuers offycers, and specially of the lorde Mortymer 
and dame Alys Piers ; wherfore the commons prayed that they myght 
be remoued from the kynge; whiche request, by the meanes of 
prince Edwarde, the kyng graunted; and after that, the commons 
graunted the kinges pleasure. And sone after, prince Edwarde dyed Prince Ed. 
at Westmyster, the .viii. day of July, and after was buryed at Gan-^ ' 
terburye. 

H In this yere also began a great cisme in the churche of Rome ; Cime. 
for, after f dethe of pope Gregorye, there were chosyn .ii. popes, 
that harde it was to knowe whiche was indubitat pope, that by many 
yeres after there was euer .ii. popes. 
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H AlsOy'in the same jere, the .xxi. day of June^ theyere of Chryst 
.M.CCCJxxTii* kynge Edwarde dyed, and is buryed at Westmyster. 




This kynge Edwarde, whan he dyed, had .iiii. sons ; that is to 
say, Leonell, duke of Clarence, John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaster, 
Edmonde of Langley, duke of Yorke,. and Thomas of Wodstoke, erle 
of Cambryge. 

: H This kynge Edwarde j Thyrde, though that he was occupyed ail 
the tyme of his lyfe in warce^ yet he was so cyrcumspecte, that he euer 
toke hede to the comen welthe of his realme, and ordred and sta* 
biysshed his lawes meroelousiy well, and had in his dayes .xxv. or 
'.xxvi. parlyame&tqs, where there were many good statutes and actea 
made for the commyn welthe of the lande, as appereth m the bokes 
of his statutes;. 
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t jnQ^ saferdky and sondaj, and vpoh thi6ih6day one Willyam Wal* 
l^ithe,' Mayre of London, disdaynynge Jtfckiei Strawe his pryde and 
Hl^tyfr^;^ prase of the people m the 

str^tf/ faltlrell of the comons of the citye as of other,) Came boldely 
Stmlre ^^^^ Jacke Strawe, and wonded hym to dethe, and riiot^ly smote tit 
siajne. bis hede, and set it vpon a speres ende, and cryde ^ Kynge Rycharde, 
kynge Rycharde/ And when the rebejles behylde theyt captains 
hede, they fled as shepe, and many of them were slayne and taken. 
Wherfore the kynge afterwarde made the sayd mayre, syr Willyam 
Wal worthe, and .t. ^ther of the aldermen, ^knyghtes. Also, in the 
same tyme, the comons of Northfolke came to the abbey of Burye, 
and there slewe one of the kynges justyce, John Candysshe, and the 
prior of the place ;.butafter9 thexebelks were taken and put to 
dethe.

^ Also, in tlie •t. yere of this kynge, there was a great erthe ^uake 
: in Englande, wherof the lyke was neuer sene before. Also^ about 
the same tyme, f bysshoppe of Norwyche went into Flauders, by the 
|x;ipes lycence, with jbl great ipower, and wjanne Dunkyrke and Gtaue- 
lyn^ and brent .^1. shyppes and moche goodes, beynge within them« 
But after, there fell a syckenesse of the flyckes, and other diseases^ 
• amonge his soudears, that he was fayne to retume into Englande. 

•H The tytle of Edwarde the .iiii« 

H In the .vii. yere of this kyng, a great parlyament was hdden at 
Westmyster, where many dukes and erles were made, and Roger 
Mortymer, son to Edmonde Moittymer and dame Philypipe, eldyst 
doughter to syr Leondl, seconde son of Edwarde the Thyrde, was 
proiclaymed hey re appiHrant. Whiche syr Roger went after into Ire- 
lande, and there was slayne by the wylde Irysshemen. 

M This sjr Roger Mftfi^iher had issue .ii. soDnes* Edmonde and 
Bogef, and ai. doughtei^^^Aiiftie and Alys> that was laade.a notiike. 
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The .ii. sayd sonnes dyed without bsue ; and Anne, the eldyst dough-> 
ter, was maryed to Ry chard e, erle of Cambrygey whiche was sod to 
Edmonde of Langley, before named ; whiche had issue betwene 
them, Richarde, duke of Yorke, father to kyuge Edwarde the .iiii, 
as after shalbe shewed. 

H In the .X. yere of this kynge, the erle of Arondell was sent into 
Guyan, to strengthe thesouldyars there; but in the se he mette with Batteii la 
a flote of Flemynges, laden with Rochell wyne, and set vpon them**^**** 
and toke them. Amonge the whiche was taken the admyrall of 
Fraunce. 

H In the .xi. yere, Thomas of Wodstocke, than duke of Glocester, 
f kyngcs vncle, f erle of Arondell, the eries of Warwyke, Darby, 
and Notyngham, consyderynge howe the kynge and the lande was y kynges 
ladde, caused a parlyament to be called at London ; and those lordes [^"^^^ 
thatknewe them selfes fautye fledde out of the lande, and neuer came^«jnt rf 
agaync ; that is to say, Alexander, archebysshop of Yorke, Leonell 
Vert, markes of Deuelyn, and syr Mygheli Delapole, erle of Suf- 
folke and chauncellour of Englande. And at this parlyament, syr 
Robert Treuilyan, the chefe justyce of Englande, syr Nicholas Bre- 
"neber, late mayre of London, syr Johan Salysbury, syr Johan Beu* 
champe, stcwarde of the kynges house, syr Symon Beuerley, syr 
James Bernet, syr Robert Belknappe, chefe justyce of the comon 
place, and a scriant of armes called Vske, were, by auctory te of j' 
parlyament, atteynt of treason, and put to execucyon at Ty borne and 
at the Towre Hyll ; and Johii Holt, Johii Locton, Rycharde Gray, 
-Wyllyam Burgh, and Robert Fulthorpe, justyce, were exyled the 
lande for euer. 

H In the .xiiii. yere of this kynge, Johii of Gaunt, duke of Laa- Johuior 
caster, went into Spayne with a great armye, and claymed to be kynge ^iJ^^to 
there, by the tytJe of his wyfe, Constaunce, doughter to Peter,, late^jwo^ 
before kynge of Spayne, as is before rebersed ; and, with the belpe of 
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the kjTDge of Portyngale, droue Henry, kynge of Spayne, to take a 
peace and a eoncorde with hym, whiche was concluded thus : that 
Henry, kynge of Spayne, shulde mary Constance^ the eldyst doughter 
of the duke of Lancaster, that was ryght heyre to Spayne, and that 
he shulde gyue the duke .viii. charyottes laded with wedges of golde,, 
and yerely to pay to the duke and his wyfe .x.M. markes durynge 
theyr lyuesu After whiche thynge parfyted and done, the duke, with 
the kynge of Forty ngale, departed, and after maryed his other dough-i 
ter to the sayd kyoge of Portyngale* 

A ryot in ^ jn the .XV. ycrc of this kynge, a seruant of the bysshoppe of 

* Salysburye, whiche was tresorer of Englande, toke a horselofe from 

a bakers basket, in Fletestrete ; and when the baker ranne to haue 

recouered hi& lofe, the bysshoppes seruant brake his hede with hit 

dagger, and the inhabytaunce arose to haue brought this bysshoppes 

seruant to prison, but his felowes rescued hym ; and than the people 

in a furye wolde haue entryd into the bysshoppes place with forcct 

and the other made stronge resystance ; so at the last, the mayre, 

with dyuers of the aldermen and sheryffes, came thyder with a great 

companie. But f more the people increased, the wors they were to 

rule, that nat withstandynge the may res presence they assauted gtyll 

the bysshoppes place, that it was longe tyme or they coude be pace^ 

fyed ; wherof worde came to the bysshop of Salysburye, beynge at 

Wyndesore with the kynge, that what by the meanes of the bysshoppe 

Qf Caunterburye, then chauncellour of Englande, the complaynt was 

made so greuous to the kynge, that the mayre was discharged of the 

rule of the citye, and the ly bertes seased into the kynges handes, and 

The teme gyj, EJ^yarde Dairy ngryge, knyght, made gouemer of the citye. And 

Yorke. the kynge and his cousell toke suche displeasure with the citye, that 

the courtes in Westmyster were remoued vnto Yorke, and f terme 

kept there. But then the kynge and his counsell, perceyuynge it was 

nat so conuenyent for the welthe of the realme, it was remoued agayne 

to London ; but yet the kynges displeasure towardes the citye some* 

whajt still contyuued. Therfore f citye made dyuers meanes to ob- 



teyne his fauour; and at the last, by meanes of the quene, and specially 
by one doctor Grauysende, bysshoppe of Londop, they opteyned the 
kynges fauour agayne. And after, they receyued the kyng into the 
citye, where they made many goodly stages and thynges of pleasure ; 
and after, gaue to the kynge a great some of money, and many other 
great gyftes of pleasure ; and so at the last obtayned his fauour, and 
were agayne restored to theyr lybertes by the meanes of the sayde 
bysshoppe of London. 

m And in the .xvii. yere, the kynges wyfe, queue Anne, dyed, and 
is buryed at Westmyster. 

m In the .xviii. yere of kynge Rycharde, the heresyes of Johan 
Wykelyffe began to sprynge in Englande, and the more because of 
the cisme of the .ii. popes. 

^ Also, in the .xix. yere, this kynge Rycharde maryed Isabella 
doughter to the Frenche kynge, at Caleys, and after brought her into 
London, with a great tryumphe. And also, in the same yere, the 
towne of Brest was delyuered vnto the duke of Brytteyn. Wherfore 
the duke of Glocester after that sayd to the kynge, * That it had ben 
more honour to the kynge to put his body to payne to wynne a 
stronge towne and holde, than to gyue vp f whiche was gotten by his 
progenytours by great diffyculte/ Whervpon, discencyon fell be- 
twcne the kynge and hym. And after that, the duke perceyuynge Con»pinu 
howe the kynge was myslad, by certayne persons, intendynge a re- ^^' 
forraacyon for the welthe of the real me, caused an assemble to be at 
Arondel], of dyuers lordes and other; at which assemble there met the 
sayd duke, the erle of Arondell, the erle of Warwyke, the erie of 
Notyngham, the bysshoppe of Caunterbury, and dyuers other spiritual! 
lordes, and sware eche to other secretely, to put theyr wylles and 
powers to auoyde from the kynge the duke of Lancaster and the duke 
of Yorke, and other whiche mysgouerned the realme. But the erle 
of Notyngham vttred this conspiracye^ to the kynge ; wherfore the 
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tyn^^fi^dkynfy and secretely tokc J^'dliketJf Gtocesterand sent kym 
lS>^Uateys7 Wibefe, by' his conmunddiificfntv^ lie was sbortdjf:) after 
sf AnglM ^in^his bedde, and so ihourdred. And after, tfaeikynge called 
^a'pa?lyaraent at Westmyster, whei'e the erle of Arondell wa^judged to 
clet^e, WAd beheded at the Towre Hyll, and f efle of Warwj^ke 
banysshed into the He of Man for euer, and dyuers other pecBoos 
coniytted to perpetuall prison ; and in this same parlyament alL the 
actes made in the parlyament before the .xi. yere of kynge Rycharde 
were adnulled. And in the same yere, John of Gaunt, duke of 
Lancaster dyed. 

?***^Li ^ Also, in the .xxi. yere, the people of the lande greatly mur- 
ciasyd the muFcd and grudged, at the mysorder of the kynge, for dyuers causes ; 

mrmor ^^® ^^> ^^^ ^^^* ^® ^^^ leuyed many exaccyons and charges of 
J8»*'w***« the people, and wasted it, and gyuen it to lyght persons. And also, 
for because that the duke of Glocester was secretly murdred without 
proces of the law. And also, for that he wolde chose sheryfFes and 
other offycers at his owne wyll and pleasure, wi4;hout aduyse of any 
discrete cousell. Also another cause was, that he wolde rebuke the 
judges yf they gaue any iugement contrarye to his mynde ; wherfore 
they gaiie many iugementes contrary to the order of the lawe. And 
also that, before his parlyament, he wolde sende his letters to she- 
ryffes, cityies, and borowes, commaundynge them to chose suche 
knyghtes of the shyre, and suche citezyns and burgeses, as he hym 
selfe wolde apoynt and name. And also, for that he comaunded the 
sheriffes of his shyres, and other offycers, to cause the people to 
make certayne generall othes, and to wrytte and to scale certaynq 
bondes and wrytynges for the performance of the same othes. And 
also, for f he caused and compelled tnany men of great substaunce to 
scale certayne blanke charters, and after put I the somes, and wrote 
in them certayne clauses, to the vtter vndoynge of them that sealed 
them. And also an other rumour ranne vpon the kynge, f he had 
set Englande to ferme to M\. persons ; that was, syr Johii Bussbe, syr 
John Bagot, and syr Henry Gtene; 



M Also, sone r after the foreayd parlyament, a great discpr^jlp, fell 
bet%ven6 the duke of Noctbfolke, wbiche before was erle of Nptyng- 
ham, and Heory Bolingbroke, sonne to John of Gaunt^.thf^p^iil^e 
of Herfordei and the duke of Herforde accused the otbor th^t jB^ had 
taken .iiii.M. markes of the kynges, wherwith he shulde haue waged 
certayne soudyers, and conuerted it to his owoe rse; vpon whiche 
tryall they shulde haue waged battel!. But at the last bothe these 
dukes were banyssbed the lande. And than the duke of Herforde 
sayled into Fraunce, and there taryed, and the duke of Norlhfolkc 
went into Venyce, and there dyed. 

H Also, in the .xxii. yere of this kynge, the kynge, with a great The kjng 
armye, sayled into Irelande, and there conquered the laade, and ireiide. 
prospered marueylously, and set the contrey- in good order. But 
than anone tythynges there came to the kynge, that Henry- Bolyng- Henry Bo. 
broke, duke of Herforde, was landed in Englandc, at a place called ilnded.^ 
Rauyns Sporre, in the northe contrey, and proclaymed hyraselfc duke 
of Lancaster; and with that, moche people resorted vnto hym. 
Wherfore the kyng, in all hast, came ouer into Englande with aThekjng 
small companye, and lafle moche of his ordynance behynde hym, [nt'^^^gf *** 
and came to the castell of Flynt, and there rested hyro, to the intent '•"^®- 
to gather more strength. But, in the meane whyle, the duke was 
c5myn vnto Brystowe with a great .companye, and there toke syr 
Willyam Scrope, erle of Wylshyre, syr Johan Busshy, and syr Johii 
Grene, whiche .iii. anone had theyr hedes smytten of; and syr John 
Bagot was taken there the same tyme, but he escaped agayne, and 
fled into Irelande ; but after that he was taken agayne, and brought 
vnto London, and put into Newgate. Whan the kynge harde of the 
strength of the duke, the kynge, and all that euer were about hym, 
feared sore. Wherfore one Thomas Percye, erle of Worcester, 
stewarde of the kynges house, contrary to his alegeaunce, brake his 
whyte rodde openly in the kynges hall, and bad euery man shyfte for 
hym selfe. Wherby the kynges seruantes went away, and there the The kyng 
kynge was lafte comfortles ; so that, he was shortely after taken, and soner.^ * 
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brought to f duke, whiche incontynently brought hym to London ; 
and whan he was nyghe the citye, he sent kynge Rycharde secretely 
to the Towre. And dyuers wylde persons of the citye herynge ther- 
of, assembled a great nombre, to the intent to haue taken kynge 
Rycharde, and to haue slayne hym, or that he had comyn to the 
Towre, for f great cruelte that he before tyme had vsed to the citye. 
But the mayre, and other discrete comyners herynge of theyr purpose, 
gathered another companye, and by good polecye, but nat without 
great difficulte, put those wylde felowes from theyr purpose. Than 
anonc after, there was a parlyament called at Westmyster, where 
many of the artycles before rehersed werelayde to the kynges charge ; 
that he had mysgouerned the realme, and that he was nat worthy 
therfore to be the prince or gouernour of a realme. Whiche thynges 
he confessed hym selfe by his mouthe, and renounced and resygned 
vp all his kyngly raaieste, and all the tytle and ryght that he had to 
the crowne, and further released to all lordes spirituall and temporall, 
and to all other of euery degree, all homage and fealte that euer the}*^ 
made or auowed to hym. And than the kynge, by the hole consent 
of all the lordes and the comons in the sayd parlyament, was deposed 
of his kyngly dignyte ; and all they, by one assent, chase the sayd 
Henry, duke of Harforde, for the great manhode and wysdome that 
they sawe in hym aboue all other, to be kynge of Englande. And 
thus this kynge Rycharde was deposed, the yere of Chryst 
.M.CCC.xCix. the last day of Septebre. And he was fyrst buryed 
at Langley, but he lyeth nowe at Westmyster. 
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i(B0^^ the .iiii. soa to Johan of Gaunt^ the 
thyrde son of Edwarde the .iii, was crowned 
kynge of Bngi^dethe .xiii. day of October, the 
yere of Chryst .M.CCC.xC.ix. aiid imniedyatly 
. after, the sayd parlyatoent contynuynge, aS the 
actes.mad« in the .xxi. yiSre of Rycharde the .ii. 
were adnulled; and all the actes made in f 
parlyament the .xi. yere of king Rycharde, were agayne confjrnWdd. 

^ Also, in the fyrst Oyere of this kypg, tile ^ke of Awemauie Coupyn. 
came and shewed the kynge,- than- beyi^ at Wyndesore, that he*^'"* 
and ;the duke of Surrey, ^the dake of £xe«iter, and the erie of 
Salisbury e, and the etJe <Mr GloceBtM;,. tod .iotitfei^ inbo, were ac- 
corded to make a mummynge on twelfte day at nyght, and that 
they purposed to ale the kyng. Wherfore the kynge sodaynly 
departed aad :oame' to LonddA for Socoil^ «tnd counsdl. Wher- 
fore these,l6zdes> when thi^y knewe they ««re=bewra.yed, they fledde, 
add sbortelj aftbt they :were taken all and bfehedied, andf ^heyr 
hedes:Bet vpon Londbn bijydge. And Inthis whyle^ Rych'ardii, latd 
kyng, wasremoued fVom the casteU of Ledys^ in Kent, and sen£ 
vDto Pemefiret castell, where,'Sone after, he. wai pat to detbe. 'ButThedeihoof 
of the manerof bis detbe JIto dyuers opinyona; fot'^bme say^d tfiat J^°,5^ J^' 
he was. famyssfaed, aad Kept' from ifaete .v. days ; whetfoie he dyed for •''■ 
bongei ;. and' some sayd that one ^r Piefs of- £xt6n, with .viii. of 
hiH company, fdl vpon tbis Rycharde, late kynge, and slewe hym. 
But as sone as they smote AC hym, he sho'rtely reconer^d one of theyr 
axes, and slewe .iiii. of them ; but al the last he was wonded to 
dethe by the handesoftbe sayd Piers; and when'he was deed, he 
was layde open vysaged in the'minyster of Pountfret, and after that 
broughtto the citye -of London, and layde agayne in Poules, with

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open vysage, to the intent that his dethe myght be openly knowen ; 
and after he was caryed vnto Langley, and there buryed* But after 
he was remoued by kynge Henry the .v. in the fyrst yere of bis reynei 

and buryed in Westmyster.

^ After the deposynge of thb kynge Rycharde, kyng Henry 
founde great treasour; what in his treasourye and what in other 
places, in money and iewels, to the value of .vii.M.li'. fiut yet here 
ye must note, that .xLs. in those dayes was better than .x\.s. is at this 
present day, whiche is no we the .xxi. yere of kynge Henry the .viii. 
for at those dayes .v. grotes made an ounce, and nowe at this day .xi^ 
grotes maketh an ounce. 

(|[ Also, in the same yere, the kynge sent Isabell, late queue, and 
wyfe to kynge Rycharde, into France, vnto her father, the Frenche 
ky nge^ with great ryches, in discharge of all her dowery in Englande ; 
whiche was after maryed to one Charles, sou and heyre to the duke 
of Orlyaunce. 

rior and ^ ^^^^' ^^ *^^ sccondc ycrc of this kynge, a knygbt x:alled Roger 
.Tiii. freres Claryugtou, and his .ii. seruantcs, and the prior of Launde, and .viii. 
^JS>rDe, freres, mynours or gray freres, and some of them bachelers of dyui- 
for treason, ^y^^^ ^ere drawyu and hanged at Ty borne, for treason. In this 
tyme, a discencyon fell betwene one Owen of Glendor, a Welche- 
man, and the lorde Gray of Ruthyn, whiche Owen toke the lorde 
Gray prisoner, and compelled hym to marye his doughter, and kept 
liym styll in Wales tyll he dyed. Wherwith the kynge toke displea- 
sure, and came into Wales with a great power. And Owen^ with bis 
people, fled into the mountaynes, and there kept him, that the kynge 
cowde nat wyne vnto hym, wherfore the kynge returned. 

(|[ Also, in the .iii. yere of this kynge, a discencyon fell betwene 
the kynge and syr Thomas Percye, erle of Worcester ; that the sayd 
erle and syr Henry Percye, his neuewe, son and heyre to the erle of 



Nortli&beflande, gaue the kynge a great battell at Shroysbury, where Battel at 
tte ^ayd erle was taken, and syr Henry Percye slayne; and on thebulye!* 
kynges parte, Henry, the kynges eldyst son, beynge prince, was 
wounded, and the erle of Stafforde was slayne; and many other noble 
men and other were slayne vpon bothe partes ; and after, the erle 
was beheded. And sone after this, the duches of Bryttayne came 
into Englande, and was maryed vnto the kynge.

M Also, sone after that, about the -xii. yere of his reyne, theVoj^^eito 
kynge sent his sonnes, Thomas, duke of Clarence, John, duke of 
Bedforde, and Umfrey, duke of Glocester, and dyuers other lordes, 
with a great power, into Frauce, to heipe the duke of Orlyaunce 
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agayne the duke of Burgon ; whiche landed in Normandye, and so 
forthe went to Biirdeux, and toke many holdes and many prisoners, 
and after returned with them into Englande.

take a voyage to visyte the sepulture of our Lorde at Jerusalem; and 
made newe galeys therfore ; because there was a prophecy sayd that 
he shulde neuer dye tyll he had be at Jerusalem. And in the pre- 
parynge of this, he fell sodaynly sycke at Saynt Edwardes shryne, at 
Westmyster; wherfore they bare him into f abbottes place there, into 
a ehambre. And whan the kynge was somwhat come to hym selfe, 
he asked where he was, and his seruantes tolde hym he was in the 
abbot of Westmysters place, in a chamber called Jerusalem. And 
whan the kynge harde that the ehambre was called Jerusalem, he 
knewe well j he shulde dye ; and therfore he made hym redy vnto 
God, and there shorlely after dyed, in the .xx. day of Marche, the 
yere of Chryat .M.CCCC.xii. and after was brought to Caunterburye, 
and there buryed. 
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jI<C^Hp, the fyfte of that name, and son to 
Henry the .iiii. was crowned kynge of Englande 
the .IX. day of August, the yere of Chryst 
.M.CGCC.xii. He was borne at Monmouthe, in 
Wales ; and therfore he is called kynge Henry 
of Monmouthe. This Henry, before the dethe of i 

his father, applyed faym selfe to vyce and inso- | 

leuce, and vsed ryotous and wyldc coinpanye. But after thathe was 1 

admytted to gouerne f lande, he became a newe man, and turninl 
all his wyldenesse to sobertiesse, and his vyces to I'crtue. And than 
hegAue Sufficyent rewardes to ail his olde wylde copany that were his Thi> king 
familyers, and chairged all them, vpon payne of theyr lyucs, that they ou* ^jM^ 
shuldft nat coiiie within .x. niyles of bis presens. And after bis coro- '^"t*'* 
nacyon, he caused the corps of kynjge Rycfaarde the .ii. to be titkea' 
vp at Langley, and with great solempnyte' buryed agayne at West-" 
myster, and ordayned there .ii, tapers to brenne perpetually vpon his 
graue, and cuery weke a solempne deryge and masse to be songe for , 
hym.and certaynemoney to begyuen in almesse. ' 



^ Also, in the .ii. yere of bis reyne, one syr John Oldecastell/ ;, ^^ 
knyght,i was appeched of hereiijn^ and taken; and he escape(I,,and' ^ I 
fledde ittto Wales.' But after that, the'adherentes of the sayd syi;' | | 
Jobs gathered a great nombre of people, and assembled them in a 
fylde nyghe Saynt Gylles, nyghe London; but the kynge herynge Battel it 
iherof, sodaynly gathered his people and entryd the fylde vpon them ^" '***"' 
or they were fully assembled, and vanquesshed them and toke them 
prisoners; and after, caused .xxx. and mo of them to be iudged, 
whiche were hanged vpon galouse in the same fylde, and there brent. 



^ Also, in the .iii. yere of thiskyng Henry, he was put in roynde. 
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by his lordes spirituall and temporall, to make warre vpon the 
Frenche kyngc, for the tytle and ryght that he had to Normadye, 
Gascoyne, and Guy an. Whervpon he sent his imbassadours to the 
Frenche kynge, Charles the .vi. and also desyred to haue Katheryn, 
his doughter, in maryage. Whervnto it was answered by the cousell 
of Fraunce, that they had no leyser to answere suche tryfelinge busy- 
nesse. And some wry ters affyrme that the Frenche kynge sent kyoge 
Henry worde that he was to yonge to enterpryse any warre, and, iy 
derisyon, sent vnto hym a tonne full of tennes ballea, which^^ was 
more mete for hym and his lordes to play with, than to meddyll widi 
any warres.

|[[ Also, in the same yere, there was a generall counsel! of all the 
clargye of Christendome, holdyn in f citye of Constaunce, in Hyghe 
Almayne ; where the opinyons of Wykelyffe were condempned for 
heresyes. Whiche counsell contynued by the space of .iiii. yeres, 
and than the olde cisme of the two popes was determyned, and one 
newe pope chosen, called the .v. Martyn. 

The fjrit ^ Also, whan the kynge had made prouisyon for bis warre, in the 

Fn^! .iiii. yere of his reyne, he, with his lordes, rodde thorowe London, 

and so to Southampton, where his armye went with hym. But whyle 

he was shyppynge his people, Rycharde, erle of Chambrydge, sonne 

to Edwarde of Langley, the .iiii. yin to kynge £dwq,rde the .iii. 

whiche Rycharde maryed Anne, dougHter to Roger Mortymer, son to 

Philyp, onely doughter of Leonell .ii. son to kyng Edwarde f 

Thyrde, and syr Rycharde Skrojge, tresourer of Englande, and syr 

GbMpynu Thomas Gray, knyght, conspyred treason agaynstthe kynge, and in- 

*y** tended to haue slayne the kynge; wherfore these .iii. were taken, 

and therof areyned' of treason, and therfore there beheded. And 

some wryters affyrrae that the Frenche kynge hyered them therto, 

and for the accomplysshement of this sayd purpose, gaue vnto them 

a millyon of ^olde. After whiche execucyon thus done, the kyoge 



toke shyppynge with his armye, and landed in Normandye, and 
leyde sege to the castell of Harflete, whiche anone was delyuered 
vnto the kynge. And than the kynge put out the Frenchcmen, and 
stuffed it with Englysshemen, and made his vncle, the erle of Dorset, 
captayne therof ; and sent a proclamacyon into Englande, that what 
crafty man wolde come thyther to dwell, he shutde haue house and 
housholde to hym and to his heyres and his assygnes ; whervpon 
many came thyther, and so the towne was stuffed with Englysshe- 
men. Than the dolphyn, and other lordes, that had the gouernaunce 
of France, because the Frenchc kynge was ^ tyme sycke and dys- 
eased, and as some wryters affyrme of a frensye, brake vp all the 
brydges, that the kynge coude nat passe oner the water of Some. 
Wherfore the kynge drewe towarde Pycardye. Wherfore the 
Frenchemen assembled a great boost, and came towarde the kynge, 
to a certayne towne called Egyncourt, redy to gyue battell. And ^J^JJ^^*^ • 
whan kynge Henry sawe the great multytude, he comforted his 
people, whiche were nat, of good fyghtyngmeu, passynge the nombre 
of .vii.iVI. But the Frenche cronycles seythe there were almost 
.xx.M, And the Frenchemen were nombred at .xl.M. And ther- 
fore kynge Henry comaunded euery man ouer nyght to gette hym a 
stake sharpe at bothe endes, and to py tche it into the grounde before 
them, and to retrete backe in the begynnynge, whan the Frenche- 
men shulde, with theyr speres, renne vpon them, and, accordynge as 
they were c5maunded they dyd. And in the mornynge in the .xxv. 
day of October, the Frenchemen, \yith a great nombre of men of 
armes with speres, came fersly rennyng vpon the Englysshe boost, 
to the intent to haue ouer ryden them; but the horses were goryd 
with the stakes, and wouded and beten so with arowes, that one stubled 
vpon another, that euery Frencheman combryd other, and than the 
Englysshemen, with theyr bylles and axes so fersly smote them, and 
slewe them as fast as they might slee a flocke of shepe in a folde, that 
the victorye that day fell to the Englysshemen. At whiche battell 
there was slayne, of the Englysshe parte, the duke of Yorke, that

But of Frenchemen 
there were slayne the duke of Alaunson, the duke of Braban, aod 
.viii, erles and .Ixxx. barons, and of gentylmen of name to the 
nombre of -xwC. and aboue ; and of other, aboue .viii. or .ix.M. 
And there was taken the duke of Orlyauuce, the duke of Burbon, the 
erles of Vandosme, of Ewe, of Rychemount, and Bursygaunt, mar- 
shall of Fraunce, and many other gentylmen to the nombre of 
.xxiiii.C. and aboue. And after this battell and victorye, tydynges 
came to kynge Henry that the Frenchemen were redy with a great 
boost agayne, to gyue a newe battell ; wherfore he sette his boost 
agayne in array, and commaunded and made proclamacyons that 
euery man shulde slee his prisoner ; by reason of whiche proclama- 
cyon, the dukes and lordes of Fraunce that so were prisoners, by the 
lycence of the kynge, sent worde to the boost of Fraunce f they 
shulde withdrawe them, and so they dyd. Than, on the morowe, 
the kynge with his prisoners toke his way to Caleys, and anone after 
came ouer into Englande, with all his prisoners and great rychesse, 
that he and his boost had wonne at the sayd fylde of Egyncourt, and 
was honorably receyued in Lodon, with great tryumphe. Also, in 
the same yere, Sigysmounde, emperour of Almayne, came into Lon- 
don, whome the kynge honorably receyued, and made to hym great 
there- He laboured to haue had a peace betwene the Frenche kynge 
and kynge Henry, but that toke none efFecte; and than he returned 
into Almayne, and the kyng accompany ed hym to Caleys, where 
echone departed from other with great gyftes and thankes. 

^ Also, in the .iiii. yere of kynge Henry, the duke of Bedforde 
and the erle of Marche had a great battell vpon the see, with a flote 
of Januays, and the Englysshemen had the victorye, and toke .iii. of 
the greattest of theyr caryckes. 

m Also, in the .v. yere, the kynge hylde his parlyament at West- 
myster, where there was grauted to hym, towarde his warres, a fyf- 
lene of the temperalte, and a disme of the spiritual te. And shortely 



after, the kynge made prouisyon for his voyage, and, with a great The seconde 

hoost, landed in Norinadye. And than tythynges came to f ^y^g^ Fiance"*^ 

that a great nauey of Frenchemen intended to lande in Englande. 

Wherfore the k3mge sent the erle of Marche, the erle of Huntyngton, 

with other, with his shyppes, to incounter with them ; whi^he shortely 

met them in the see ; betwene whome was a great fyght, but the Battel in 

Englysshemen had the vyctorye, and the vycont of Narbon, which * ^^' 

was captayne of f Frenche flete, was taken. Also, in this whyle, 

the kynge leyde sege to the towne of Touke, whiche was delyuered 

ynto hym ; and after, he went forwarde to Cane, and wan it and the 

castelL And than he seuered his armye into dyuers partes, whiche 

euer as they went wan dyuers stronge holdes and townes. Also, in 

this yere^ there was a derthe in Englande, that a busshell of whete 

wasworthe .ii.s. 

^ Also, in the .v. yere of kynge Henry, the kyng cotynuynge his 
warres, he layde sege rnto f citye of Roan, whiche citye because 
they had no rescue by f dolphyn, was gyuen vp to kyng Hery. 
But the Frenchemen sayd the losse of that citye was because there 
was diuisyx>n amonge the citezyns. 

^ Also, 8one after that, the kyjige went forth on his iourney to- 
warde France, and subdued many towaes and holdes as he went, and 
somwhat by the ayde and hclpe of Philyppe, duke of Burgon, whiche 
toke parte ^ kynge Henry, because John, his father, was slayne by 
the dolphyns seruantes, in f presens of the said dolphyn. Than 
after this the Frenchemen made meanes for a peace and treatye to be • ^^ 
made betwene bothe f realmes. Wherfore, by f meanes of f sayd peace, 
duke of Burgon, at Troys, in Chapayne, f kynge maryed Katheryn, 
doughter to Charles, the Frenche kynge, and a peace was cocluded 
^ certayne artycles, that is to say, because the Frenche kynge was 
visyted with a contynuall syckenesscj as is before sayd, kynge 
Henry, as regent of France, shulde haue the holegouernaunceof the 
reakne of Fraunce, and defence of the same, and specyally to with- 
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stande and defbnde the dolphyn, whiche agreed nat to the. eamte 
peace ; and also, f kynge Charles shulde haue the name to be called 
kynge of Fraunce durynge his lyfe naturally and, after his dethei, 
kynge Henry of Englande to be his heyre, and kynge bothe of France 
and of Englande, and that bothe these realmes shulde be vnder one 
monarchy, with dyuers other artycles for the suraunce of the same 
peace. After whiche artycles concluded, kynge Henry, ^ his new.e 
wyfe, dame Katheryn, sped hym vnto Parys, where he was honorably 
receyued. After this, kynge Henry, with dyuers of the lordes of 
Fraunce, layde sege to dyuers townes whiche toke the dolphyns 
parte, and wanne them. And when kynge Henry had thus done 
moche of his purpose in Frauce, he toke his leaue of his father, the 
Frenche kynge, and with the queue, his wyfe, sayled into Englande, 
and brought her to Westmyster, where she was crowned queue of 
Englande, and left his brother the duke of Clarence, his depute in 
Fraunce. 
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^ Also, in the .viii. yere of this kyng Henry, and after this feest 
of the queues coronacyon fenysshed, the kynge made prouisyon for 
his warre in Fraunce agaynst the dolphyn. And the kynge, thus 
beynge occupyed, the duke of Clarence beynge in Frauce, was ouer- 
come, and in battell slayne, by a Frenche captayne called John de 
la Rose, and the erle of Huntyngton and Somerset, with many mo 
gentylmen of Englande, in Gascoyne taken prisoners. 



^ Also, in the .x. yere of his reyne, the kyng toke shyppynge at 

Doner, and landed at Caleys, and so went into Frauce, makyng 

warre styll agaynst the dolphyn. And after his departynge, j quene 

was brought to bedde in Wyndesore, the .vi. day of Decembre, of a 

Sonne, called Henry. And after that, the quene went ouer the see to the 

King Henry kynge, and was honorably receyued of her father and of her mother. 

qneneiet And kyugc Henry and the quene sat bothe at a great feest in Parys, 

at afeeitin ^jowned, whiche had nat be sene before; and the kynge Charles than 

crowned, kept uo estate nor great rule. And anone after that, kynge Henry 



fell sycke, at Boys de Vincent, and ordayned there many thynges 
for his soule, and than there, after that, dyed, the .xxxi. day of Au- 
gust, the yere of Chryst .M.CCCC.xxii. and after was brought ouer 
into Englande, and buryed at Westmyster. 

m Also, in the monethe of October nexte folowynge, dyed Charles, 
the Frenche kynge. 
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(C0JK|^, the syxte of that name, and sod to 
.Henry the Fyfte, beynge of the age of .ix.: 
mouetlies, was proclaymed kynge Of Euglande 
the fyrst day of Septebre, the yere of Chryste 
.M.iiii.C.xxii. Also, in the monethe of October 
liexte, Charles, the Frenche kynge, dyed. And 
sone after that, the corps of his father, kynge 
Henry the .v. \^as brought ouer into Englande, and in the .vi. day of 
Nouembre, with great solempnyte, buryed at Westmyster. And than, 
anone after, a parlyament was holden at Westmyster, where, - aawell 
the gouernynge of this yonge kynge as of botfae the realmes, was 
pTouyded for. And than the duke of GJocester, the kynges vncle, 
was made protector of Englande, and the duke of Bedforde, the 
kynges other vncle, was made regent of Fraunce. 

H Also, in the gcconde yere of kynge Henry the .vi. the kynge, 
with the quene, his motlier, remoued vnto Westmyster, where than 
was holden a parlyament; and the yonge kynge was set in his sete 
in the parlyament chambre, amonge his lordes. And in the same 
yere the duke of Bedforde, as regent of Fraunce, made stronge warrd 
vpqn C4iarles, the Dolphyn, whiche, of his fauourers, was accompted 
kynge of Fraunce, and gattemaay.stnmge holdesof hym. But at the 
last, the sayde Cllarles sent the duke of Alauson, \fr dyuers other great 
lordes of Fraunce, with a great armye, whiche mette with the duke 
of Bedforde, the regent, and his boost, at Yernoyll, betwene whome bkhvU at 
there was fought a great battell, but the victorye fell to the Englysshe- VemoylL 
mon. for in that.fyght was slayne the eries.of Turonabd Bciucam, the 
vycount of Narbon, apd dyiters other men of namej and :of the com- 
mons .v.M. ; and there was taken the duke of Alauson, the marsball of 
Fraunce, and dyuers other. This Charles, the dolphyn,- whome the 
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Frenchemen called kynge Charles the .vii. by some wryters is afiyrmed 
to be son to Charles the .vi. ; and some affyrme hym to be sonne to 
the duke of Orlyaunce, borne of the quene, wyfe to Charles the .vi. ; 
and some affyrme hym to be the sayd kynge Charles bastarde sonne, 
borne of his paramour called Fayre Agnes. And also is lyke that he 
shulde nat be legittymate son to Charles the .vi. becau/se tb^t tfa^t 
kynge Charles, by the consent of his lordes, wylled th^ r^kne pf 
Fraunce to Katheryn, his doughter, wyfe to kynge Henry the .v. 

H 4^1so, in the .iii. yere of kynge Henry the .vi. the dulce oiQ\c)^tHlt 
ter, the lorde protectour, whiche had maryed the duches of Hblande, 
sayled ouer thyther with his wyfe, and was honorably receyued ; but 
sone after, he returned into Englande, leauynge his wyfe behynde 
hym ; and, after that, she was taken by the duke of Burgoyne, and 
kept in prison ; but yet after she escaped • Wherfore f duke of 
Glocester sent the lorde Fitzwater ouer, with a great power, into Ze* 
Batteii at landc ; but they were there, at theyr landynge, incountred of theyr 
enemyes, and dryuen backe, and fayne to returne agayne to theyr 
shyppes, and so into Englande, and preuayled nothynge. 

H Also, in the .v. yere of kynge Henry, the erle of Salisbury, syr 
Thomas Mountegue, with other lordes, leyde sege to the citye of Or- 
lyaunce, and wanne dyuers holdes nyghe the citye; and, as he stode 
Dethe of the in a bay wyndowc, one of the citye marked hym, and leuelyd a gonne 
ericofSaiis. j^j hym, and smote the tymbre of f wyndowe, whiche tymber brake, 
and so smote hym vpon the face, wherof he dyed within .iii. dayes 
after. And this was called by the Englysshemen (indicium malorum), 
for, after his dethe, the Englysshemen lost euer in France theyr pos- 
sessyons, moche more than they wanne. 

Ring Hen. ^ Also, in the .viii. yere of kynge Henry, he was crowned at 
If Wci!t^* Westmyster ; and then, after that, he passed ouer the see into Fraunce.

^ Also, about this tyme, a mayden called Jane, a poore mannes 



doughter in Fraunce, came to Charles, the dolphyn of Frauce, . 
whome the Frenchemen called kynge Charles the .vii. andv^aid she 
was sent to hym by God, to helpe to releue the misery of Fraunce. 
Whfervpon they gatte her armour, and accompanyed her with 
khyghtes and soudyars ; which went forthe, and gaue many great 
conflyctes to the Englysshemen, and wanne from them many great 
townes and holdes ; and, as some wry ters say, she, by her prouydence, 
caused the sayd Charles to be crowned kynge of Fraunce, at Reyns ; 
but other wry ters say he was neuer crowned tyll after the dethe of the 
dake of Bedforde. This sayde mayde, called by the Frenchemen 
Le Pusell de Dieu, or the Mayde of God, put the Englysshemen oft Le Pasei de 
tymes to the wors ; but yet, at the last, she, with her copanye, at a Mayde*of 
place called Champanye, came to remoue a sege layde thervnto by f God. 
duke of Burgon and the Englysshemen, and gaue them battell ; in 
whiche fyght the Frenchemen were discomfyt, and there the sayd 
mayde was taken by a Burgonyon knyght, and after brought to 
Roan, where she was, by the Englysshemen, iudged to dethe, and 
brent. 

H Also, in the .x. yere of kynge Henry, he was crowned in Pary s ; King Henrj 
and after that he returned into Englande, leauynge the duke of Bed- p^^"g® •^ 
forde, as regent of Frauce, behynde hym. And about this tyme 
was a great blasynge sterre sene in Englande. 

H Also, in the .xii. yere of kynge Henry, the lorde Talbot, with a 
great copanye, went into Frauce, and dyd moche hurte to the 
Frenchemen. Also, about this tyme, there were many conflyctes be- 
twene Englysshemen and Frenchemen, in Fraunce and Normandye, 
and in other contreys, and dyuers holdes beseged. But, about the 
.xiii. yere of kynge Henry, there was a treatye of peace holdyn at 
Aras, in Pycardye, for bothe f realmes, by the meanesof the pope, 
whiche sent thyder the cardynall of Saynt Crosse for the same pur- 
pose. But that treatye toke none effecte ; and, as the Frenche cro- 
ny cles say, the cause therof was forthe obstynacy 6f the Englysshe- 
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Phiijrp, men. Wherfore Philyppe, duke of Burgon, by meanes of Ae sayde 
Bnrgon, cardyoall, forsoke there the Englysshemens parte, and returned < to 
Eirfwhtr ^^^^^^» ^^^ Frenche kyng, whiche gaue vnto hym the countye 'of 
men. Poytewe, and dyuers other lordeshyppes, in recompense of hisiatbets 

dethe, whiche was before that slayne. And sone after this, the duke 
SdforJ^ ^^of Bedforde, regent of France, dyed at Roan, and was there buryed ; 
died. after whose dethe the Englysshemen, by lyttell and lyttell^: lost all 

that they had wonne before. 

^ Also, in the .xiiii. yere of kyng Henry, the duke of Baire, ac- 
companyed with the Burgonyons, wanne Hareflewe, and after that 
wanne the towne of Saynt Denyse, and slewe therin aboue .iiii.C. 
The Englysshemen. After this, one Notycia, a knyght of Orlyaunce, 

men wan Came to Parys, and lay at the charterhouse be yonde the ryuer of 
^^^' Sayne, and conferred with certayne citczyns of Parys to betray the 
citye, and to brynge it out of the Englysshemens possessyon ; whiche 
persons, beynge hedes of the citye, so labored and turned the hartes 
of the comons from the Englysshemen, that sodaynly they a rose, and 
slewe as many of the Englysshemen as they coude fynde, and they 
that fled and fought by the stretes, the women and other persons cast 
vpon them stones and bote lycour, so that the Englysshemen . were 
slayne and taken prisoners, and they that fled escaped with great 
parel. Than the other boost, that lay at the charterhouse, entred at 
the gates of Saynt Germayne, Saynt Myghels, and Saynt Jakes, and 
so came ouer the brydges into the cilye and towne at theyr pleasure. 
And after that, the Englysshemen that were in the towre of Saint 
Denyse, and other holdes, were fayne to gyue vp the sayd holdes, 
hau^'nge theyr lyues, and so departed; and in theyr departure, they 
were mocked and scorned of the Frenchemen without measure, and 
the Englisshemen f taryed were fayne to gyue fyne and raunsome, and 
were sworne to the said Charles, takynge vpon hym as Frenche kyng. 

^ Also, in the .xiiii. yere of kynge Henry, Philyppe, the duke of 
Burgon, with a great multytude of Flemynges, leyde sege at Caleys, 
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and coiityDued his sayd sege .iii. wekes. Wherfore the duke of 
Glocester protectour of Englande, with .v.C. sayle, came ouer into 
iCaleySy intendynge, within thre days, to haue issued out tohaue gyuen 
battell to the duke and the Flemynges. But whan they of Burgon 
harde tell of the great power of the protectour, he brake vp his sege 
and departed, and lefte behynde hyin parte of his heuy ordynaunce 
and vytcll, and other thynges that he coude nat conuenienly carye in 
so shorte tyme. And whan he was gone, the lorde protectour folowed 
hym into Flaunders by the space of .xii. days, and brent dyucrs 
vyllages, and after returned agayne into Englande. Also, in the same 
yere, the kynge of Scottes beseged the towne of Rokysborowe, in 
Scotlade ; but as sone as he harde tell that the Englysshemen were 
comynge thyder to remoue the sege, he departed, leauynge parte of 
his ordynaunce behynde hym. And the same yere, queue Katheryn, 
mother to kynge Henry the .vi. dyed. 

^ Also, in the .xvii. yere of this^kynge, there was a great derthe 
in Englande, that a busshell of whete was worthe .iii.s. aiii.d, 

H[ Also, in the same yere, at a counsell at Basyll, pope Eugenye 
was deposed, and one Amedeus, duke of Sauoy, was chosen pope. 
But yet Eugenye cotynued in Rome as pope, and Amedeus, called 
Felyx the .v. contynued his dignyte in other places ; so that then 
arose a great cisme who was induby tat pope. This cisme contynued Clsme. 
.ix, yeres. 

H Also, about this tyme, there .were many conflyctes, and dy uers 
holdes and townes in many partes of Fraunce wonne and lost ; but 
most comenly euer the Englysshemen had the wors* 

H Also, in the .xx. yere of kynge Henry, the lorde Talbotte leyde 
sege to an hauyn towne in Normandye, called Depe; and dyuers Btttdji at 
captayns of Fraunce were sent thyder to remoue the sege, whiche *^* 
were discomfet. Than the lorde Talbot departed, and lefte th« 
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guydynge of the sege to .ii. of his knyghtes. But, at the* last, the 
dolphyn of Vyenne, called Lewys, came with a great power, and 
gaue them, battell, where the Englysshemen were discomfyt, and the 
Englysshemen slayne and taken prisoners.

^ Also, in this .xx. yere, imbassetours were sent into Guyan; to 
coclude a maryage betwene kyng Henry and the erles doughter of 
Armanake; whiche conclusyon was put backe by meanes of f erle 
erle of Suffolke, whiche kyndlyd a great grudge betwene f lorde pro- 
tectour, duke of Glocester, and the sayd erle; for the sayd erle, the 
nexte yere after, went ouer the see into Fraunce, and there concluded 
ThekyDges a maryage betwene the kynge and lady Margarete, the kynges 
™5daded. doughtcr of Cicylc ; for the whiche maryage, there was promysed to 
the kynge of Cicyll the duchye of Angeo and f erledome of Mayne. 
Also, about this tyme, the steple of Poules churche, in London, was 
set on fyre by lyghtnj'^nge. 

^ And in the .xxiii. yere of kynge Henry, f said lady Margarete 
Quene ^as brought ouer into Englade, and maryed to the kynge, and, after 

Margarete i x»r . T 

crowned, that, crowucd at Westmyster. 

H Also, in the .xxv. yere of this kyng, there was a parlyament 
holden at Saynt Edmondes Burye, where the duke of Glocester, that 
was the lorde protectour durynge the kynges nonage, was a rested, 
and .xxxii. of his princypall seruantes a. rested, and the other put 
The dethe of from hym ; and, within .v, or .vi. days after, he was founde deed in 
dul^^of his bedde, and no wounde vpon hym. Of his dethe were dyuers sey- 
Giocester. gngeg . some sayd he dyed for sorowe, and some sayde he was mur- 
dered betwene two fetherbeddes, and some sayd he was put in the 
foundement with a hotp spytte. This duke was a great clerke, called 
the good duke of Glocester, because he gouerned well the kynge 
dorynge his nonenage, and kept honorable housholde, and withstode 
the delyuere of Angeo and Mayne, and neuer was founde fautye to 
the kynge nor to the crowne ; whose body was after conueyed to 



Saynt Albons, and there buryed. Wherfore, tor the dethe of this 
duke, all the comons of Englade began to murmour and grudge, and 
specially agaynst the markes of Sufiblke, whiche before was called 
the erle of Suffolke. 

H About the .xxvi. yere of this kynge, the cisme of f two 
popes ceasyd, by the dethe of Eugeny ; after whose deth, Nicholas 
the .v. was chosyn pope, to whoine Felyx the .v. receyued his papacy. 
The cause of the cisnie was, for that this Eugenye wolde nat obey 
the decrees before m^de in the counsell of Constaunce, nor wolde nat The cause 
obey to the generall counsell ; wherof rose a great contrauersye ^^^ 
amonge the clerkes and wryters ; for some sayd the generall counsel! 
was aboue f pope, and some sayd the pope was aboue the generall 
counsell. But, durynge this whyle, the Englysshemen lost dyuers 
townes and holdes in Fradnce and in Normandye, as fyrst Pontlarge 
and after Roan, and dyuers other townes and holdes. 

^ Also, in the .xxvii. yere of kynge Henry, the kynge called a par- 
lyament at Westmyster, at the whiche parlyament the duke of Suf- 
folke, whiche was before markes of Sufiblke, was a rested and sent 
to the Towre, to content mennes myndes ; but after, the kyng lette 
hym goo at lyberte. And than the parlyament was adioumed to 
Leycester, where the sayd duke came with f kynge. But the people 
were nat therwith content, and the comons in the commyn house 
desyred that all they f were consentynge to the delyuerance of the 
duchye of Angeo, and erledome of Majme, myght be ponysshed ; 
whervpon the sayd duke of SufFolke was banysshed for .v. yeres, and 
the lorde Say a rested, and after put in the Towre. And than the 
duke of Suffblke departed, and toke shyppynge in Northfolke, to go 
into Fraunce. But he was met in the see with a shyppe called the 
Nicholas, of the Towre, and taken; and the captayne toke the duke jhe duke 
and brought hym into his owne shyppe, and there judged hym to ^^^^ 
dethe, and than set hym in the shyppe bote, and there smote of his .

bade. And thus began myschefe ypon myschefe, and de^bsp vpon 
dethe. 

m Also, about this tyme, the comons rebelled in dyuers places of 
Englande, and named the capteyns Blewberde and other names, and 
intended to haue gathered more companye ; but anone, f kynges 
counsell herynge therof, caused them to be taken and put to dethe. 
But yet, anone after, f comons of Kent a rose, and made them a cap- 

Jacke tayne called Jacke Cade; whiche, in a great nobre, came to Blacke 
Hethe, and made a proclamacyon, that they came lo reforme the iniu- 
ryes of the people, done by meanes of the kynges yuell counsellours. 
And the kynge gathered a great people, and came towarde them to 
gyue them battell ; wherof heryng, the captayne, Jacke Cade, drewe 
|>acke with his people. And the kyng went to Grenewyche, and 
lefte parte of his hoost lyenge vpon Blacke Hethe ; and sent syr Vnx- 
frey Staflforde and his brother, with many other gentylmen, with a 

Battel! at great nombre of people, to folowe them. And than, nyghe Senoke, 

Jacke Cade, with his people, turned agayne, and gaue them a great 

battell, and had the victorye ; where the sayd syr Vmfrey Stafibrde 

and his brother were bothe slayne, and moche other people of his 

parte, and the resydue fledde. Whan tydynges came to the kynge 

and his counsell of this, and harde tell that parte of his hoost wolde 

take parte with Jacke Cade, the kynge remoued to Kynelworthe, 

wherfore Jacke Cade, with his people, drewe nere to London, and 

came in Sothwarke, and after entryd ouer the brydge into the citye, 

and there made proclamacyon in the kynges name, and that payne of 

dethe none of his people shulde take no vytell nor other thynge but 

they payde for it; but Jacke Cade hym selfe was the fyrst that brake 

it. Also this Jacke Cade toke the sayd lorde Say ^ than was prisoner 

in the Towre and smote of his hede, at the standarde in Chepe, wher- 

by he gatte the fauour of the people of the citye, and so contypued 

.iiii. or .v. dayes in the citye, and in the nyght lay in Sothwarke, 

a 

and in that whyle he put to dethe other persons whiche fauoured the

lorde Say. But, at the last, Jacke Cade hym 8elfe went vnto an 
aldermans house, called Philyppe Malpas, and robbed and spoyled 
his house, and after went to another mans house, called Gyser, and 
dyned in his house, and, after dynner, robbed and spoyled his house 
of all that euer he had ; for whiche two robberyes, the citczyns of 
London grudgyd meruaylous sore agaynst hym. Wherfore the mayre 
and the citezyns sent to the lorde Skalys, and one Mathewe Gough, 
hauynge f rule of the Towre, prayenge them to haue theyr as- 
systence to resyst the captayne, which granted to them theyr good 
myndes and helpe. And the nexte day, whan the captayne, Jacke 
Cade, and his people, wolde haue come ouer the brydge, the Skynnysihe 
mayre and citezyns, with thesayd Mathewe Gough, kept the brydge ;doQ brydge. 
but the captayne and the Kentysshemen set so fersly vpon them, that 
they droue them backe to the drawe brydge, where betwene them 
was a cruell fyght, and many men of London drowned and slayne, 
for this skyrmysshe contynued all nyght longe tyll the morowe at .ix. 
of the clocke ; and, at the last, the Kentysshemen brent the brydge. 
And after this, the chaucellour of Englande sent to the captayne a 
pardon generall, for hym and all his meanye; and than they de- 
parted, and went euery man to his owne. And after that, there were 
proclamacyons made, that who so euer coude take the sayd Jacke 
Cade, a lyue or deed, shulde haue .M. markes for his labour. Wher- 
vpon one Alexander Eden, a gentylman of Kent, toke hym in a gar- 
dayne ; in which taky nge the sayd Jacke Cade was slayne. And after Jacke Cade 
that, the kynge came into Kent, and caused his justycestosytte vpon'**'^"** 
this ryot, where many of them, aswell in Kent as in Sussex, were 
therfore put to dethe. And also, in the same yere, the comons in the 
west contrey arose, and slewe the bysshoppe of Salysbury ; wherfore 
the kynge went thyther and punysshed those doers. 

H Also, in the .xxix. yere, there was a parlyament at Westmyster, 
where the duke of Somercet, that was lately come out of Normandy, 
and had there lost the citye of Roan, and all that contrey, was put 
vnder a rest, for he and the queues cousell therfore were had in great 

2 H 
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hatered; and the duke of Yorke^ and othei: to bym alyed, toke parte 
agayue the quene and her cousell, so that mortall warre therof in- 
sued* 

H Also, in the .xxx. yere of this kynge Henry, the kynge and the 
duke of Somercet, with many other lordes,, went to the marches of 
Wales; and the duke of Yorke, assysted with dyuers lordes and men 
of name, gathered a great strengthe of people, to the intent to re- 
fourme certayne nunryes, and also to. haue justyce vpon the duke of 
Somercet. And certayne lordes beynge about f kynge, and with his 
people, came into a place in Kent, called firent-bethe.. And thekyng, 
with a great boost, came into Blacke^^he. But, by mediacyon of 
certayne bysshoppes and lordes, a poyntement was taken that the 
duke of Somercet shulde be corny tted to warde, there toanswere cer- 
tayne artycles that the duke of Yorke wolde lay to his charge ; the 
whiche the kynge promysed tp do : whervpon the duke of Yorke 
brake vp his fylde, and came to thekynges tent, where, contrary to 
the kinges promyse, he sawe the duke of Somercet chefe about the 
kynge; and, by his counsell, the kynge commaunded the duke of 
Yorke to ryde before hym into Lodon, holdynge him in maner as pri- 
soner, and shulde haue ben more stray ter kept, but f tydynges came 
that Edwarde, the duke of Yorke, his eldyst son, and erle of Marche, 
was comynge with a great power pf Welchemen, whiche feared so 
the kynge, the quene, and the other about the kynge, that the duke 
of Yorke was set at lyberte. And about this tymcy the towne of 
Harflete, in Normandye, was wonne agayne by Frenchemen, and the 
tow.ne of Bayons gyueq vp by appoyntement. Also, about this tyme 
was the quene delyuered of a son called Edwarde. 

H x\lso, about this tyme, the citye of Constantynople, with all the 
hole em pyre, was wonne by f Turkes, to thp great losse of Chrysten- 
dome, and the increase of Macomyttes lawe. 
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^ Also, in the .xxxiii. yere of this kynge, one Johan Norman, 



mayre of London, went to Westmyster by barge, to take his othe, 
whiche before that tyme were euer wont to ryde be lande; for whiche 
the watermen made a songe to his great prayse, whiche began, 
* Rowe thy bote, Norman/ 

H[ Also, in the .xxxii. yere of this kynge, the kynge, by the coun- 
sell of the quene and other, cotrarye to the kynges promyse, put the 
sayd duke of Somercet at his lyberte, and made hym captayne of 
Caleys ; and he ruled the kynge, and all his realme, as he lyst. 
Wherfore the great lordes of the realme, and the comons, were nat 
pleased, for the comons had sustayned many greuous imposicyon and 
charges. Wherfore the duke of Yorke, beynge in the marches of 
Wales, called to hym the erles of Warwyke and of Salysbury, and 
many other knyghtes and gentylmen, and, with a great people, came 
towarde London. And the kynge gathered a great boost, and came 
out of London to Saynt Albons ; where bothe the hoostes came, one 
boost lyenge in oneendeof the towne, and the other in the other ende; 
where, in the begynnynge, a meanes of a treatye, or peace, was 
comoned. But, in the tyme of the intreatye, the erle of Warwyke, 
with his marche men, entryd the towne, and fought agajmste 
the kynges people, and so began the battell, whiche contynued a The tynt 
longe season; but, in conclusyon, the duke of Yorke and the erlesajntlu 
of Warwyke, and that parte had the victorye ; and there was ^°** 
slayne, f duke of Somercet, the erle of Northuberlande, the lorde 
ClyflPorde, with many other honorable knyghtes and squyers ; and 
they toke the kynge prisoner, and coueyed hym into London. And 
there vpon there was called a parlyament ; at the whiche parlyament, 
because the kynge was called a good, innocent, vertuous man, nat 
mete for f warres, the duke of Yorke was made protectour, the erle 
of Salysbury chaunceler of Englande, and the erle of Warwyke cap- The duke 
tayhe of Caleys ; and all suche persons as ruled before, as the quene mide^pi^ 
and her counsell, were clerely amoued, concemynge the rule of the *®^^^'"* 
kynge and of the lande. But this contynued but a whyle. 
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H AlsOt about this tyme, a mercers seruant, in London, smote an 
Italyon { wherfore he was corny tted to warde. Wherfore all the mer- 
cers seruantes gathered them to gether, and compelled f majrre to 
delyuer hym. And after, a meanye of rascall and euyll disposed 
people, brake certayne straungers houses, and robbed and spoyled 
them. But after, this matter was inquered of, and thre persons put 
to execucyon therfore. 

H Also, in the .xxxiii. yere of kynge Henry, the queue disdayned 
sore that the duke of Yorke shulde bere the name of protectour, 
wiiiche argued and the kynge shulde nat be sufficyent to goueme the 
realme, whiche she thought to be a great dishonour to the kynge. 
Wherfore she gette the fauour of dyuers lordes ; and, at a counsell at 
Grenewyche, she caused the duke of Yorke to be discharged of his 
protectourshyp, and the erle of Salysbury of his chauncellourshyp ; 
whiche was f cause of a newe greatter warre. But sone after that, 
the queue suspected the citye of London to owe fauour to the duke 
of Yorke, caused the kynge to go into Couentre, where the queue 
caused the duke of Yorke, the erle of Salysbur}^ and the erle of 
Warwyke, to be sent for by priuey scale ; but they had secret warn- 
ynge, and escaped ; and the duke and the erle of Salysburye went 
into the northe, and the erle of Warwyke, with his wyfe, and with a 
great companye, went into Caleys, and toke possessyon of his offyce. 

H Also, in the .xxxv. yere of kynge Henry, there were .iiii. won* 
derfull fysshes taken at Eyrythe, and .ii. of them were whalles, and 
one was a swyrde fysshe, and the other was called m6rs maryn; 
whiche, as dyuers men sayd, was a pronosticacyon of warre and 
troble. 

SkTrmyiilM H Also, in the same tyme, was a great skyrmysshe betwene the 

u^e north jQ^de Egrcmondc and the sonnes of the erle of Salysburye ; but, at 

the ende, the lorde Egremonde was taken, and after, by iugcment of 
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the kynges counselly condempned to pay great somes of money to the 
erle of Salysburye, for payment wherof he was comytted to New- 
gate, whiche after brake the prison there, and toke out dyuers pri- 
soners with hym. 

M Also, in this same tyme, the crafte of printynge of bokes began TJje «^ 
in the city e of Almayne, named Magonce, whiche isnowe meruay-fywt 
lously increasyd, whiche hathe ben cause of great lernynge and ^^^ ^' 
knowelege, and hathe ben the cause of many thynges and great 
chaunges, and is lyke to be the cause of many strange thynges here 
after to come. And, in this same yere, the senesshall of Normandye, 
with a great nauey, entred the see, and came to Sandewyche, and 
there robbed and spoyled the towne, and toke with hym many rychd 
prisoners. 

H Also, in this yere, Raynolde Pecoke, bysshop of Chechester, 
was, at Lambeth, abiured for an heretyke, and his bokes brent, and 
he kept in prison terme of his lyfe. 

H Also, in the .xxxvi. yere of kynge Henry, for to appeace thcAdisMm. 
rancour bet wene the queue and the lordes, a day of mety nge was ^*)^8® 
appoynted by the kynge at London, where, aswell all the lordes 
that toke the queues parte, as the duke of Yorke and the erle of 
Salysburye, and other that toke theyr parte, and also the erle of War- 
wyke that than came fro Caleys, euery one of them, with a great 
company, came and assembled, where a dissymulynge concorde was 
taken betwene them. And after that, the kynge, the queue, and all ' 

the lordes, vpon our Lady*day, the Annunciacyon, went a precessyon 
in Poules. And after that, euery lorde departed at his pleasure. 

^ Also, sone after that, certayne shyppes belongynge to the erle Battel in 
of Warwyke, mette with a flote of Spanyardes vpon the see, where 
betwene them was a cruell fyght, but the Englysshemen had the vie* 
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torye, and toke •vi. of theyr shyppes, and drowned and chased .xxvi. 
but nat without losse of men, for they were moo than an .C. Englysshe^ 
men slayne, and many wounded and hurte. 

^ Also, in the .xxxvi. yere of kynge Henry, the kynge, the queue, 
and many lordes, beynge at Westmyster, at counseil, because f one 
of the erle of Warwykes seruantes had hurte one of the kynges ser- 
uantes, and escaped; therforethe kynges housholde seruantes came 
out of the kechyn with spyttes and other wepyns, and wolde haue 
slayne the erle of Warwyke, as he came to haue taken his barge, so 
that he escaped with great daunger, and rowed to London. Wher- 
fore the queue wolde haue had the erle a rested, but sodaynly he 
departed from London, and went to Warwyke. And, after that, he 
gate a comyssion and say led vnto Caleys. Than the queue malygned 
* agaynst the erle of Salysburye, and caused the lorde Audeley, with 
a great companye, to mete with the erle commynge towarde Lodon, 
to haue taken hym prisoner ; but the erle kepynge his wey with a 
Battel at great companye with hym, mette with Ihem at a place called Blore- 
Biore-hethe. hethe, where betwene them was a great byckerynge and a sore fyght, 
but the erle had the victorye. And there the lorde Audeley was 
slayne and moche of his people, and the erles .ii, sonnes sore wounded, 
whiche shortely after, as they were goynge homewarde, were taken 
prisoners by them of the queues partye, and sent vnto Chester. Whan 
this was knowen by the duke of Yorke, and the other lordes, they 
by one assent gathered a stronge boost of marche men and other, and 
the erle of Warwyke, with a great companye came from Caleys, and 
accopanyed with the duke nyghe the towne of Lodlowe, where they 
pyght a stronge felde ; and the kynge, with a great boost, came to- 
warde them. But one Andrewe TroUoppe, whiche came with the erle 
of Warwyke, and many other of the souldyers of Caleys, departed 
from the dukes boost, and came to the kynge ; wherby the duke and 
his companye were sore abassbed. Wherfore they concluded to flee, 
and to leaue the felde standynge as they had ben present ; and than 



the duke departed with his .ii. sonneS) and went fyrst into Wales, and 
after into Irelande ; and the erles of Saljsburye, of Marche, and of 
W-arwyke, went into Deuynshyre, and there, by the meanes of one 
John Denham, a squyer, gette a shyppe, and say led into Gernesey, 
and after from thcns vnto Galeys, and there ioyously were receyued at 
a posterne gate. And whan the fyrst departure of these loifdes was 
knowen to the kynge and other lordes of the other parte, they sent 
about all the coste of Englande to haue stopped them, but it was 
to late. And than incontynent the kynge dispoy led the towne of 
Lodlowe and the castell, and toke the ddches of Yorke. And anone 
after, the kynge made the duke of Somercetes son (that was slayne) 
captayne of Caleys ; wherfore he, in all hast, went ouer to haue taken 
Caleys, but J^ say d other erles, bey nge there before, kept hym out. 
Wherfore the yonge duke went and toke Guynes; and than dayly 
many great assautes were made betwenc them of Caleys and them 
of Guynes ; and many men resorted dayly, and came out of Eng- 
lande, to Caleys, to the socour of the lordes there ; and because they 
lacked money, they shyfted with the staple of Caleys for .xviii. thou- 
sande pounde. 

And after, they sende ouer the sayd mayster Johii Denham, with a The kyogei 
companye of shyppes, to Sandewyche, to Wynne the kynges nauey a^sandc^^ 
there lyenge, whiche so spedde hym that he toke there the towne, and wyche. 
toke the lorde Ryners in his bedde, and toke the lorde Skalys, and 
toke as many shyppes of the kynges nauey as he lyst, and with them 
returned into Caleys, but nat without the consent of many of the ma* 
ryners whiche fauoured the erle of Warwyke. Sone after this, the 
hynge called a parlyament at Couetitrye, where the sayd duke of 
Yorke, with all the other lordes were attaynted of treason, and theyr 
landes and goodes seasj'd to the kynges vse, and prouisyon made f 
no roan shulde passe ouer the see vnto Caleys; but that nat with- 
stadyhgi comfort cafme to them of Caleys daylj^ out of Englande.. 
And, tit the last, the sayd erle of Salysburye, with the other lordes, 
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and with a great companye, landed at Douer, in Kent, and so kept 
theyr weys towarde the kynge, whiche lay than at Couentre gather- 
ynge his people. And so in conclusyon, whan bothe the hoostes 
were gathered to a great nombre, at the last they mette at Nor- 
Battei at thampton, where betwene them was fought a cruell battell, where the 
ion. erle of Salysburye and his copanye had the victorye ; and there was 

slayne the duke of Buckyngham, the erle of Shroysburye, the vy- 
count of Beamount, the lorde Egremount, with many other knyghtes 
and squyers, and the kynge taken prisoner. After whiche felde^ 
they brought the kyng with them into London^ there kepynge his 
estate, and sent shortely worde to the duke of Yorke into Irelande^ 
and immedyatly called a parlyament at Westmyster, to the whiche 
parlyament the duke of Yorke came, and lodged hym selfe in the 
kynges palese, where the kynge hym selfe was. Than a great ru- 
mour sprange that kynge Henry shulde be deposed, and the duke of 
Yorke made kynge. And, vpon this parlyament contynuynge, the 
duke of Yorke came boldely vpon a day in the parlyament chambre, 
and there set hym downe in the kynges sete, and there made his 
clayme vnto f crowne; wherby many of the lordes were dismayde; 
for dyuers- of the lordes, aswell the dukes fryndes as other, were in the 
mynde that kynge Henry shulde be kynge durynge his lyfe. For the 
whiche many great counsels were kept. And in this whyle the queue 
with suche lordes as were of her parte, were in the northe contrey, 
The duke of and assembled great strength of people. At the last it was concluded 
Sro^w*^ ^^ *^^^ parlyament, that kynge Henry shulde contynue and rey ne as 
nxit. kynge durynge his lyfe natural!, and, after his dethe, the duke of 

Yorke and his heyres to be kynges ; and, yf kynge Henry were dis- 
posed to resygne his crowne, that he shulde re&ygne it to the duke of 
Yorke and his heyres, ^ dyuers other artycles. 

^ And also, that if kynge Henry, durynge his lyfe, went from this 
appoyntement, or from any other artycle therin, that than he shulde 
be deposed, and than the duke of Yorke, or his heyre, to take the 



cFOwne, and be kynge. And there the duke of Yorke was made 
agayne protectour and gouernour of the lande, and was proclaymed 
heyre apparant to the crowne of Englande. 

^ And also than it was there concluded that, because the quene, 
and Edwarde her sonne, and the yonge duke of Somercet, and the 
duke of Excester, and other, wolde nat come to London, that the duke 
of Yorke and the erle of Salysbury, with a great power, shulde goo 
and fatche the queue, and the other lordes. And whan the queue, 
with her lordes, harde tell of theyr comynge, they gathered to them 
a great strength of people, and mette with them nere vnto a towne 
called Wakefylde, where betwene them was fought a cruell and a Battel at 
great mortal! battell, where the queue and her lordes had the victorye. w^^^fy^^^- 
And there was slayne the sayd duke of Yorke, with his son, the duke 
of Rutlande, and syr Thomas Neuell, son to the erle of Salysburye, 
and dyuers other, and the erle of Salysburye taken prisoner, whiche, 
^ many other prisoners, were sent vnto Powmefret; whiche erle was 
after there beheded, and dyuers other, and theyr heades sent vnto 
Yorke. 

^ Also, in this tyme, Edwarde, the erle of Marche, eldyst son to 
f duke of Yorke, beynge at Shroysburye, herynge of the dethe of 
his father, gathered some people there, and went into Wales to gether 
mo people, to auenge his fathers dethe; with whome the erles of 
Pen broke and Wylshyre met, and gaue hym a sharpe skyrmysshe, 
but the erle of Marche had the victorye. After that, the queue, with 
her lordes, and with a great copanye of northernmen, came towarde 
London, as farrc as Saynt Albons. In whiche meane tyme, the duke 
of Norfolke and the erle of Warwyke, which were assygned to wayte 
vpon the kynge, gathered vnto them a great strength, and mette with 
the queues boost at Saynt Albons, where betwene them was a stronge y g -da 
fyght; where f queues parte had the victorye, and the duke of Nor- battel at 
folke and the sayd erle were discomfy t and fay ne to flee ; and kynge boos. 
Henry was there taken in the fylde, and brought vnto the queue; and

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dyuers that were taken prisoners, as the lorde Boneuylle, syr Thomas 
Tyrell, were beheded. And than dyuers aldermen and comons of 
London went to the quene, and made request I hat the northern mett. 
myght be turned whome, for feare of robbynge of the citye. 

^ Sone after this, Ed ward e, the erle of Marche, and eldyst son to 
the duke of Yorke, and the erle of Warwyke, met to gether at Cotys- 
wolde, and had gathered a great people. And than f kynge and the 
queue, with theyr boost, returned northewarde. And than the f6r- 
sayd erle of Marche, with the erle of Warwyke, with dyuers other 
lordes of theyr party e, came vnto London ; to whome resorted the 
more partye of all the gentylmen of the South and Eest parte of 
Englade. At theyr whiche fyrst comynge to London, there was a 
great counsell called of lordes spirituall and temporal), where, after 
many argumentes and reasons made, it was concluded that, for as- 
moche as kynge Henry, contrarye to his honour and promyse, had 
broken the artycles made at that parlyament, and was departed north- 
warde with the queue and other lordes. And also for so moche as he 
was thought vnable to goueme the realme, he was than, by all theyr 
assentes, deposed and discharged of all kyngly honour and dignyte. 
And than, by the auctoryte of the sayd counsell, and agrement of 
all the comons there present, Edwarde, erle of Marche, than the 
eldyst son of f duke of Yorke, was elected and chosen for kynge of 
Englandc. After whiche admyssion, the sB,yd Edwarde, erle of 
Marche, the .iiii. day of Marche, the yere of Chryst .M.CCCC.lx. 
accompanyed with all the lordes, and a great multytude of the comons, 
was brought into Westmyster, and there toke possessyon of the 
realme. And syttynge in the seate royall, in the great hall of West- 
myster, with his septer in his hande, a questyon was axed of all the 
people, yf they wolde admytte hym to cotynue as kynge, to the whiche, 
with one vojx^e, all the people cryed there Ye. And than there, after 
the custome vsed, he toke his othe; and, after that, went into the 
' abbey, and there was receyued ^ preccssyon, and conueyed vnto 
Saynt Edwardes shryne, and there oflFered as kynge ; and after thaj 



receyued homage and fealte of all the lordes. And vpon the morowe 
folowynge, he was proclaymed, in dyuera places of the citye of Lon-KyngeEd. 
don, Edwarde the .iiii. than kynge of Englande. Sone after this, ciajmed 
this kynge Edwarde, with his lordes, and a great companye and bande^^^* 
of men, toke liis iourney northwarde, to subdue his enemyes, and 
met ^ them at a place called Towton, .ix. myles from Yorke; with Battel at 
whome he had than a cruell and mortall battell; but kynge Edwarde 
had the victorye, that in the fylde and chase there were slayne aboue 
.xxx.M. men. There was slayne the erle of Northumberland e, the 
erle of Westmyrlande, the lorde Clyfforde, the lorde Egremounde, 
Andrewe Trollope, and many other. And in the same fylde was 
taken the erle of Deuonshyre, the erle of Wylkeshyre; whiche erle of 
Deuonshyre was after at Yorke beheded. But kynge Henry and the 
queue, the yonge duke of Somercet, the lorde Rose, and other, be- 
ynge than at Yorke, herj^nge of the losse of this fylde, fled towarde 
Scotlande, and, vpon the morowe folowynge, kynge Edwarde entered 
into Yorke with his people, and there hylde his estate. And after 
that, he left the erle of Warwyke in the northe, to see the guydynge 
therof, and he hym selfe costed the contrey Southwarde and £est» 
warde, and so came towarde London. 
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^fljQISDS^di the .iiii. son to Rycharde, duke of 
Yorke, ciime to London^ and there was crowned 
kynge at Westmyster, the. .viii. day of June, the 
yerc of Chryst .M.CCCC.Ix. In the fyrstyereof 
his rcyne, the erle of Oxforde, j lorde Aubrey, syr 
'i'honms Todeuham, Willyam Tyrell, and Jolin 
Mongumery, were beheded at tlie Towre Hyll. Also, 
in the same yere, Margarete, late qiicne of Englande, came out of 
Fraunce into Scotlande, and from thcns into Enghinde, with a 
strength of Frenchemen and Scottes. Wheifore kynge Edwarde went 
towarde them >V a strange hoost ; and than the. quene, perceyuynge. 
-she was nat able to resyst kynge Edwardes power, returned and toke, 
the see, and so went agayne into Scotlande. And after that, the yonge 
duke of Somercet, and other that toke the quenes . parte^ subioytted 
them to the kynges grace. 

' ^ Alifo, in the .ii. yere of kynge Edwarde, the duke of Somercet,! 
herynge ^ Henry, late kynge, was comynge agayne into Englande, 
forsoke kynge Edwardes parte, and returned vnto Henry, late kynge, 
whiche entered agayne ; and at a place called Exham in the Northe, Battel at 
the lorde John Montegue, hauynge liierule of the northe contrey, ^*''*"* 
with a great power to hym. gathered, met with the, and skyrmysshed 
with them, and had the victorye; where the sayd duke of Somercet, 
the lorde Hungerforde, the lorde Roose, were taken prisoners, whiche 
-.iii. lordes were sone after put to dethe and beheded, and dyuers other 
that were there taken were after put to dethe. 

Also, in the .iiii. yere of kinge Edwarde, secretely in a mornyng, Kyng Ed. 
at Grastcon, nyghe.to Stony Stretforde, the kynge maryed Elysabeth,^*jJ"" 
whiche was late before wyfe to syr John Gray, knygbt, and doughter 
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to the lorde Ryuers ; where with the erle of Warwyke was nat con- 
tent, but secretely in his mynde grudged there at. Also, in this yere> 
Henry, late kynge, was taken in a woode, in the northe contrey, by 
one Cauntlowe, and presented to kynge Edwarde, whiche sent him as 
prisoner to the Towre of London. And, anone after, queue Elysabeth 
was crowned at Westmyster, with a great solempnyte ; and, sone after, 
she was delyuered of her fyrst chylde, called Elysabeth. 

^ Also, in the .vi. yere of this kyng, the bastarde of Burgon 
chalenged the lorde Scalys for certayne feates of warre, whiche were 
done in Smythfylde; but the lorde Scalys had the victory and 
honour. 

^ Also, in the .viii. yere of this kynge, Margarete, the kynges 
suster, was sent ouer the see, and honorably maryed to Charles, the 
duke of Burgon. 

^ Also, in the .ix. yere of kynge Edwarde, the erle of Warwyke 
absented hym selfe from the kyng, and confetered vnto hym the duke 
of Clarence, the kynges brother, whiche before had maryed f erle 
of Warwykes doughter. Whervpon the comons of Northumberlande 
began to rebelle, and chase them a captayne, called Robyn of Ryd- 
dysdale, and dyd many great feates. But, at the last, this Robyn of 
Ryddysdale bare hym selfe so wysely that he and all his companye 
were pardoned, and had no hurte. But, durynge that rumour and 
Lordc Ry. stcryugc, the Lyncolnshyre men toke the lorde Ryuers and syr Johii, 
an"behedl ^^^^ ^^"> ^^ '^^ Mcwys, at Chary ugc Crosse, and brought them to Nor- 
cd, thamton, and there beheded them. And anone after, proclama- 

cyons were made in London, f the kynge had pardoned all those 
ryottours, aswell for the dethe of the lorde Ryuers as for all other dis- 
pleasures. 

^ But, sone after this, a newe styrrynge began in Lyncolneshyre, 
by meanes of the lorde Welles ; for whome the kynge sent by feare 
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meanes, and, as it was sayd, promysed hym to come safe and goo 
safe. But, whether the kinge made to hym any suche promyse or The iord« 
nat, yet he was shortely after beheded. And also, sone after this, a J|^^^^^ 
jQOQCorde and vnyte was labored .betwene kynge Edwarde and his 
brother, the duke of Clarence, and the erle of Warwyke; wherfore 
they met all at London, at Baynardes castell, where the duchesse of 
Yorke, theyr mother, than lay. But an one after, f erle of Warwyke 
sodaynly departed to Warwyke, and there gathered a great strength. 
And in this whyle, syr Robert Welles, son to f lorde Welles, before 
put to dethe, assembled a great power, purposynge to gyue kynge 
Edwarde battell ; and than the kyng sent to hym to come to hym, 
and he shulde haue his pardon ; but he sent answere to kynge Ed- 
warde, that he trusted nat his promyse, but thought he wolde deale 
with hym as he dyd with, his father. But at the last, whan kyng 
Edwarde, with his power, drewenere to hym, this Robert Welles fled ; 
but anone after that he was taken, and with hym one syr Thomas 
Dynmoke, whiche shortely after were bothe put to dethe. Also, 
about this tyme there arose a great varyaunce betwene northememen 
and the Welchemen, to the whiche Welchemen the lorde Harforde was 
captayne ; whiche mette to gether at a place called Egecot, besyde Battel at 
Banberye, where betwene the was fought a great battell ; where the ^*^®^*' 
northynmen had the victorye ; where the lorde Harbarde was slayne, 
with many great gentylmen of Wales. Also, in this season, the duke 
of Clarence departed from kyng Edwarde and went to the erle of 
Warwyke, and toke his parte. But the sayd duke and erle, perceyu- Dakeof 
ynge theyr lacke of power agaynst kynge Edwarde, toke the see, and and tiieerie 
say led into France, to Lewys, the Frenche kynge, where queue Mar- SldouCTOw 
garet that tyme was, to whome the Frenche kynge promysed helpe »««• 
and ayde. And whan these lordes were thus departed into Fraunce, 
kynge Edwarde caused them to be proclaymed as traytours. And, 
in this meane whyle, a newe styrrynge began in the nbrthe contrey, 
by the lorde Fitzhughe ; wherfore kyng Edwarde sped hym thyder- 
warde, (wherof herynge) the sayd lorde Fitzhughe departed into 
Scotlande.

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^ Also, in the- .X. yerei of kyngejEdwardc, the forsayd duke of 

Clarence, with the erles of Warwyke, of Penbroke, and Oxforde, and 

'?ci*'*^* with many other gentylmen, landed at Dertmouthe, in Deuonshyre, 

inded. an'd made proclaimacyons in kynge Henryes name, where the comons 

off contrey 'drewe vnto them in great nombre. And than the Ken- 

tysshemen waxed wy Id e, and came to.RatlyflFe and Saynt Kathernes^ 

nyghe Lodon, and robbed and spoyled the Flemynges, and dyd great 

hurt. And than the sayd lordes, holdynge tiieyr way towardes kynge 

Kyng Ed. Edwarde, whiche ihan was in f northe contrey, and hauynge with 

warde fled 

ouer the hym but sHiall strength, wherof some were hat to hym very trusty, 

**** toke a secret companye with hym, and passed ouer the Wasshe Jn 

Lyncolneshyre, with great daunger, and nat without losse of dyuers of 

his companye; and after passed ouer into Flauhders^ and came to 

Charles, his brother in lawe, than duke of Burgon. And whan quene 

Elysabetli, beynge in the Towre, harde therof, she went into West- 

myster, and there regystarde her selfe as a sentwary woman ; and so 

dyd many of kynge Edwardes fryndes. Also these sayd lordes, 

herynge of kynge Edwardes departynge, sped them vnto London, 

and, the day of ^October, they toke kynge Henry out of the 

Towre, and lodgyd hym in the bysshoppes paleyse, at Poules; and 

Kinge Hery go he was than dgaytie admytted and proclaymfcd for kynge thoi^owe 

ciajmer out the liolc lande ; and, from the sayd day of October, all 

^**^' wrytynges and recordes were made and dated thus, * Anno ab in- 

carnatione reghi regis Henrici Sexti, vquadragesimo nono, et anno 

readoptionis sui regii magestatis primo :' ' that; is to say, the yere from 

the begynnynge of the reyne of kynge Henry the •vi. the ;xlix. and 

the fyrsl yere of the readbpcyon of his royall estate.

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^ Also, in this sayd fyrst yere of the readopcyon, qiiene Sysa- 
bethe, beynge at Westmyster, was delyuered of a yonge prince, called 
Edwarde. 
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^ Also, in the .xxvi. day of Nouembre, there was a parlyament Kyngc Ed- 
called at Westmyster, where kyng Edwarde was proclaymed vsurper ^"^qJj*"^^ 
of the crowne, and the duke of Glocester, his brother, traytour, and Giocester 

•^ attajntedat 

bothe atteynted by the auctory te of the sayd parlyament* The erle traytours. 
of Warwyke than rode thorowe London^ and so to Doner, for to haue 
receyued quene Marget, comyng out of France ; but the wynde was 
so contrary, that she lay at the see syde from Nouembre to Aprell, 
and coude haue no passage ; wherfore the erle of Warwyke was fayne 
to returne without hauynge of his purpose. But than, in the bcn ^ 
gynnynge of Aprell, kynge Edwarde landed in the northe contrey, at ^T^s ^ 
a place called Rauyn sporre, with a small copany of Flemynges ed. 
and other, whiche in all had nat past a .M. men, and came towarde 
Yorke, makynge his proclamacyons in the name of kynge Henry; 
and sayd he came for no other intent but to clayme his inherytaunce 
of the dukedome of Yorke ; and so passed tyll he came to Yorke. 
Wherfore he was there refresshed for a season, and after departed 
towarde London, and, by fayre wordes, passed the daunger of the 
lorde markes Mountegue, whiche lay in f cooste with moche people, 
double to the nombre of kyng Edwardes men. And whan he was 
thus escaped the power of f sayd markes, and sawe howe that his 
strength increased, and that the people dayly drewe to hym, he than 
proclaymed hym selfe kinge of Englande, and so hylde his way tyll 
he came to London. And, vpon Shere Thursday, in the mornyng, 
the archebysshop of Yorke, beynge with kynge Henry in London, to 
the intent to moue peoples hartes towarde kynge Henry, rode with 
hym and shewed kynge Henry to the people, whiche rather drewe 
mennes hartes from hym than otherwyse. And the same Shere Thurs- 
day, at after none, kynge Edwarde came into London, and was re- 
ceyued in the citye, and so rode into Poules, and there, in the 
bysshoppes paleyse, he founde kynge Henry, with fewe persons 
about hym, for all suche lordes and other as were about kynge Henry, 
whan they harde of kynge Edwardes commynge they fled, and euery ^ He- 
man was fayne to shyfte for hym selfe. And than kynge Edwarde ry taken at

toke kynge Henry therci and put hym in safe kepynge. And than pai^a. 
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he harde tell of the comynge of the duke of Clarence, his brother, 
and of the erle of Warwyke, the lorde M ountegue, and other lordes, 
with a great power, towarde London; wherfore kynge Edwarde toke 
kynge Henry with hym and departed with his hoost, and, vpon Eester 
euyn, came to Barnet. But the duke of Clarence, his brother, 
sodaynly agayne forsoke the erle of Warwykes parte, and, with the 
strengthe that he had, he came to his brother, kynge Edwarde; 
wherfore the erle of Warwyke, and the other lordes, were somwhat 
dismayde; but, by the excytynge of the markes Mountegue, and the 
erle of Oxforde, they kept on theyr iourney, where on the morowe, 
beynge Eester day in the mornyng, bothe the hoostes mette on the 
playne beyonde Barnet; and the erle of Oxforde, hauynge the 
vawewarde, quytte hym so well that he bare ouer that parte of the 
fylde whiche he set vpon, and beate them backe vpon that parte 
nexte Enuylde chase, that tydynges came to London that kynge 
Edwarde had lost the fylde. But, in conclusyon, kynge Edwarde 
beynge nyghe the towne of Barnet, gathered his men so together 
agayne, and set vpon them a fresshe, whyle the erle of Oxforde was 
folowynge his chase, that, in conclusyon, he wanne the fylde, and 
slewe there, of his enemyes, the lorde markes Mountegue, the erle of 
Warwyke, with many other. And, vpon kynge Edwardes parte was 
slayne the lorde Barnes ; and of the comons vpon bothe partes, .xv.C. 
men and moo. And than the duke of Excester and the erle of Ox- 
forde fled, and escaped with great daunger; and, the same after none, 
kynge Edwarde came into London agayne, and brought kynge Henry 
with hym, rydj^nge in a longe gowne of blewe veluet thorowe London, 
and soto Westmyster, and from thens sent hym vnto the Towre, where 
he remayned as prisoner all his lyfe tyme after. 

^ Kynge Edwarde than beynge in possessyon agayne of the hole 
real me, made prouisyon to withstando the landynge of quene Mar^ 
garet and Edwarde her son, whiche all this whyle lay at the see syde 
in France, taryenge for wynde, and, at the last, landed with a 
strength of Frenchenien. And, after that landynge, dyuers other re- 
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sorted to them ; and, at the last, at a place besjde Tewkysburye, the Battel at 
.iiii. day of May, kyng Edwarde, with a great power, met with themj^^^/ 
where betwene them was fought a cruell battell, but kynge Edwarde 
had the victorye. Where the sayde queue Marget was taken pri- 
soner, and prince Edwarde, her son, taken, and immedyatly he 
was brought to kynge Edwarde ; where, whan kynge Edwarde ques- 
tyoned with hym, and, because he answered hym sharpely and con- 
trarye to his pleasure, therfore kynge Edwarde sodaynly smote hym 
on the face with his gauntlet ; vpon the whiche stroke so receyued, 
his seruantes sodaynly fell vpon hym and slewe hym out of hande. 
And than, anone after this, kynge Edwarde sent queue Marget to 
London. And, at the last, she was sent home to her contrey. 

^ Also after this,, the bastarde Fauconbryge, with certayne ryot- 
ous niaryners, and dyuers ryotous persons of Kent and Essex, came 
in great multytude to the ci.tye of London, and assauted the gates ; 
but the citezyns with strengthe droue them backe, and chased them 
to theyr shyppes at Blacke-wall, as farreas Stretforde and Detforde, 
in Kent, and slewe many of them, and toke many prisoners. 

. ^ Also, vpon Ascencyon euyn nexte folowynge, the deed corps of 
kynge Henry the Syxte, late kynge, was brought from the Towre of 
London, thorowe the citye, and so to Poules churche, and there lafte 
all nyght. But howe this prince dyed, there be dyuers opinyons ; The deth of 
but the moost comyn tale was, that he was stycked with a dagger, by ,y°** 
^ handes of Rycharde, duke of Glocester, kynge Edwardes brother. 

f[[ Also, sone after that, kynge Edwarde, with a strength of people, 

• ^ 

went into Kent, and there caused his justyce to syt vpon the ryot- 
tours that came with the bastarde Fauconbrydge ; and dyuers were 
put to execucyon, as well in Kent as in Essex. And after, the sayd 
bastarde, about Southaititon, was takqjg^ and there beheded, and his 
hede sent to London, and set vpon London brydge. 
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^ Al'so, in the .xii. yere of his reyne, kynge Edwarde called a par- 
lyament at Westmyster, where there wasgraunted to hym an ayde for 
the great charge that he had in his warres. And in the nexte yere 
after, the deed corps of the duke of Exceter was founden drowned, 
but ho we he was drownied no man can tell. 

Voyage ito ^ Also, in the .xiiii. yere of kynge Edwarde, he intendynge to 
niake warre agaynst Lewys, the Frenche kynge, requyred an ayde of 
his lordes spirituall and temporall, and other ryche men within the 
realme, whiche they graunted to hym, and was called a benyuolence. 
After the gatherynge wherof, the nexte yere after, the kyng, with a 
great aimye, sayled vnto Caleys, and so forth went into Fraunce ; 
agaynst whome f Frenche kynge assembled a great power. But 
whan bothe hoostes shulde haue met, certayne offers of peace was 
made, and a day appoynted where bothe kynges dyd mete at a place 
called Pynyake ; where vpon a brydge ouer a ryuer there was made 
a particyon in the myddes therof, that nother of them myght enter 
to other, but with a lope, that ey ther prince myght take other by the 
hande, and eyther of theyr hoostes standyng by them in good aray. 
Where a peace was concluded betwene them for .vii. yeres, and 
agreed that kinge Lewys shulde pay to kynge Edwarde .xv.MJi*. in 
hande, and .x.M.li*. euery yere after durynge .vi. yeres; whiche 
thynge, parfytely fynysshed and assured, kynge Edwarde returned 
agayne into Englande. 

^ Also, in the .xvi. yere of kynge Edwarde, by the great excyt- 
ynge of one Rafe Josselyn, draper, than mayre of Lodon, London 
walle was newe made, also from Crepylgate to Bysshoppes gate, 
whiche was a wonderfuU worke to be fynysshed in one yere. 

H Also, in the .xvii. yere jrf)f this kynge, George, the duke of 
Clarence, yonger brother to l#b.ge Edwarde, beynge prisoner in the 
Towre, was put to dethe, and, as it was sayd, there drowned in a 
barell of Malmesey. 
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^ Also, in the .xviii. yere of this kynge, there was a great dethe 
in London, and thorowe out all the lande. And after that; there was 
great quyetnesse and peace within the realme, vnto the .xxiii. yere of 
this kynge; ift f whiche yere, the .ix. day of Aprell, the yere of 
Chryst .M.CCCC.lxxxiii. at Westmyster, the kynge dyed, and is 
buryed at Wyndesore. 
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|3l^2liSSllS|&^ the .V. of that name, and eMyit 
son to £dwardc: the .iiii. of tb 6' age of ;xiif. 
yere, began his reygne ouer the realme of Eng- 
laDde,'tbe ax. day of Aprill^ the yere of Cbryst ' 
.M.CCCaixxxiii C But anone fts kynge £d- 
varde the .itii^ was dede, thelordemarkes Dorset, 
brother to the quene, hamyage the rule of this yonge kynge in the 
marches of Wales, cAnneyed hym tovarde LoDdon. But Rychardc, 
duke of Glocester, brother to kynge Edwarde; fttiomey as it was 
sayd, kynge Edwarde, in his dethe bedde, had named to be pi-otec- 
tour, met with the kynge, with a great companye of northernmen, at 
Stonystretforde, and discharged the markes of the rule of thb kynge, 
and so from thens, accompknyed with the duke of Buckyngfaam, 
conueyed this yonge kynge vnto Loodoow But the/quene Elyiabeth, 
fearynge the sequele of this matter, toke her ypng^ son, the duike of 
Yorke, with her, and went into the sentwarye of WestniifBtez. Btit 
whan f duke of Glocester came Tnto .London-, he Iseat'tfae arche- 
-byssbop of Yorke to. the quenCi whiche soanuegelyd the queue with 
fayre promyses, that she delyuered her yonger son. i^nd: than the 
duke of Glocester caused bbthe the yonge kynge and ;his: brother to 
be brought into the Towre of London. And id tins whyle, the duke 
of Glocester beynge protectour, caused the lorde Skales, biother to 
the queue, and the lorde Rycharde, the quenes son, syr Rycharde 
Haut, and syr Thomas Vaughan, to be beheded at Powmefreti more 
of wyll than by justyce. ■ .- ■ 



f And, sone after that, the said duke, protectokir, aoda^ly toke the 
lorde Hastynges, beynge in the Towre, and incontynent without iuge- 
ment, or long tyme of confessyon* caused his hede to besmytten of vpoa 
a tymber log within the Towre; imd than putl suohe Idrdes ia prison as 



he thought wolde resyst his yuell purpose. And, after that, caused 
one doctour Shawe to preche at Poules crosse ; whiche, in his ser- 
mon, shewed that the chyldeme of kynge Edwarde the .iiii. were riat 
legyttymate, nor ryghtfull inheretours to the crowne, with many 
sclaunderous wordes, to the great abusyon of all the audyeiice, fei- 
cept a fewe that fauoured the protectour. 

^ And after that, at the Guylde hall, the duke of Buckyngham, 
in a longe oracyon there by hym made, and exortacyon, with elygant 
wordes, preferred the tytle of the said protectour of the realine. 
And, durynge this whyle, the sayd protectour, by the counsell of the 
duke of Buckyngham, as it was sayd, caused this yonge kynge and 
his brother to be conueyed to warde ; whiche were neuer after sene, 
but there put to dethe. 

^ But of the maner of the dethe of this yonge kynge, and of his 
brother, there were dyuers opinyons; but the most corny n opinyon 
Kjmg Ed. was, that they were smolderyd betwene two fetherbeddes, and that, 
.T. and his in the doyugc, the yonger brbther escaped from ynder the fether- 
trde^e^^* beddes, and crept vnder the bedstede, and there lay nkked a whyle, 
tyll that they had smolderyd the yonge kyng so that he was surely 
dede ; and, after f^ one of them tdke his brother from viider the bed- 
stede, and hylde his face downe to the grounde with his one hande, 
and with- the other hande cut his throte faolle a sender witb a dagger. 
It is a meniayle that any man coude haue jso hktde a haf t'e to do so 
cruell a dede, saue onely that necessyte* compelled them, for they 
were so charged by the duke, the protectour, that if they shewed 
nat to. hym the bodyes of bothe those chyldeme dede, on the morowie 
after they were so comaunded, that than they them selfe^hulde be 
put to dethe* Wherfore they that were so comaunded to do it, were 
compelled to fullfyll the protectours wyll. 

^ And after that, the bodyes of these .ii. chyldeme, as the opinyon 
ranne, were bothe closed in a great heuy cheste, and, by the meanes

of one that was secrete with the protectour, they were put in a shyppe 
goynge to Flaunders ; and, whan the shyppe was in the blacke depes, 
this man threwe bothe those dede bodyes, so closed in the cheste, 
ouer the hatches into the see ; and yet none of the maryners, nor 
none in the shyppe, saue onely the sayd man, wyst what thynges it 
was that was there so inclosed. Whiche sayenge dyuers men con- 
iectured to be trewe, because that the bones of the sayd chylderne 
coude neuer be founde buryed, not her in the Towre nor in no nother 
place. 

^ Another opinyon there is, that they whiche had the charge to 
put them to dethe, caused one to crye sodaynly, * Treason, treason.' 
Wherwith the chylderne beynge a ferde, desyred to knowe what was 
best for them to do. And than they bad them hyde them selfe in a 
great cheste, that no man shulde fynde them, and if any body came 
into the chambre they wolde say they were nat there. And accord- 
ynge as they counsellyd them, they crepte bothe into the cheste, 
whiche, anone after, they locked. And than anone they buryed that 
cheste in a great pytte vnder a steyre, which they before had made 
thcrfore, and anone cast erthe theron, and so buryed them quycke. 
Whiche cheste was after caste into the blacke depes, as is before 
sayde. 

^ Than, the .xx. day of June, the sayd protectour toke vpon hym 
as kynge of the realme, proclaymynge hym selfe kynge Rycharde the 
Thyrde. 
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J&i^^3i1&lE^<B, the thyrdeof that name* yongest 
son to Rycharde, late duke of Yorke, and yongest 
brother to kynge Edwar^ethe .iiii. late kynge, 
viaa crowned at Westmyster the .vi. day of Julye, 
iu the yere of Chryst .M.CCGC.lxxxiii. Imme- 
diatly after his coronacyon, the grudge, asweU of 
the lordes as of the compns, greatly increasyd agaynste hym, because 
the comyn feme-went that he had secretely murderyd the .ii. sons of 
his brother, kynge- Edwarde the .iiii. in the Towre London. Whiche 
grudge the duke of Buckyngham .perceyuynge, aud to the intent to 
clerc hym sejfe, and to wynne the fauour of ^p people, conspyred 
. agaynst Icynge Rychardc, and alyed hym selfe with dyM^rsg^^itylment 
to brynge his purpose about. But yet this kynge^ Rycharde bad 
knowlege of hi» intent; wherfore kynge Rycharde, in ^11 hast, sent 
for to take hym ; and the duke, nat jet beynge acc{>mpanyed able 
to rcsyst, fled secretly vnto a seniantes place of lib, called Banester. 
And whan the kynge harde of his flyenge, he made pp^n proclama- 
cyon, that who so euer wplde take the duke shulde haue a .M. li'. 
for his labour, and an hundred pounde of j[aad« to hym and his 
heyres. Wherfore the sayd Banester, whe^ier it was foX feare of his 
lyfe, or for the sayd rewarde, he shewed the; sjheryffe of the shyre 
where the duke was, whiche incoBt^nent came- and tokie the duke, 
and brought hyjn to Salysburye, where- the hy*)g^ thati lay. But the 
kypge in no wyse wolde speke with the t^^ke,: but? a none caused iiDke of 
hym to be beheded. Wherfore suche gentylroen; as had appoynted to SlS hSd. 
eyde the duke fled, some to sentwary places;: and some bfc yonde the'^* 
see. But jet, dyuers of them were taten, apd^after pxit^to dethe. 

C Also, in the. .ii.yere of kynge Rycharde;,' djwert:aaid.tDany geo*

tjimeo w^ut ouer the see, vnto f erle of Rycbemonde, thai) b^ngfe 
in Fr^u^^,. apd coueoaunted witJb hym^ that yf he wolde inai:ye 
£)jf(;^b)etiv the eldyst doughter to kynge Edwarde the .iiii. tj^at than 
the^y w^qkle eyde hym to be kynge of Englande. i)LiQpfij|^{]firbiche 
gentylmeni one syr Thomas Bhint, keper of the castell of (Giujq^ 
was one whiche contieyed with hym the erle of Oxforde, whiche 
>|ongc before had be prisoner in the sayd castell Vpon whiche agre- 
Iticnt thus concludTed, prouicyon was made for the landynge of the 
erle of Ryehemonde in Eng^ande, whiche toke shyppynge, and, with 
a sdsall copanye of Frenchemen and Englysshemen, nat passynge in 
all liite nombre of .iii.M. persons, in the .Vii. yere of the reyne of kynge 
Theerteof Rycharde, landed at Mylforde Hauyn, nyghe Penbroke, in Wales,, 
mood lad. where the sayd erie of Ryehemonde was borne. At whose landynge 
•^•^ dyuers g^ntylmen of the con trey resorted. Whiche erle than pro* 

elaymed hym selfe, as he went, kynge Henry the .vii. kynge of 
Englande, and so passed forthe* his iurney, tyir he came to Shrowys- 
bury; to whome eiier styll many lordesand gen tyltaen resorted, as 
the erle of Darby, syr Wyllyam Stanley, his brother, and dyuers 
many other. In all this whyle, because that kynge Rycharde feared, 
but lyttell, he made but slowe prouisyon for the gatherynge of his 
people. Wherfore the sayd erle kept styll his iurney, tyllhe came 
AitMrat into a towne nyghe Leyceteri called Bbsworthe, where kynge Ry.- 
Boswortb. ^iij^pje mette hym ^ a great boost, the .xxii. day of Augpst, the yere 
of Chryst .M.GCCC.lxxxY. whiche were oat all sure to hym, for 
some stode styll, and^ loked vpon the felde, and wolde nat fyght tyll 
they sawe to whiche partye the victorye Ml: But, in conclusyon,. 
at j last there betwenc them was fought a cruell battell, where kynge 
Rycharde lost the fylde, and was there hym selfe sikyne, and' also 
the duke of Northfolke, and onA. Braky nbury, leuetenant of the Towre, 
and many other, were there slayne, and the erle of Surrey, son to 
the sayd duke of Northfolke, and dyuers other, taken prisoners. 
Than, after this felde so wonne, the dede corps of Rycharde, late- 
kynge, was l^ydie vnreuerently naked ouerwhart a hors backe, and 
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
